THE  VIROINIUS  CASE 


She  Had  No  Right  to  Carry  the 
United  States  Flag.

The  Cuban  Question. 

Ir  baB  been  known  foi  Bome  day^  that  the 
Spanifch  Govcrnmoct  haii  furuished  cvidcuce 
with  repaid  to  the  Virgimuu  and  bcr  right  to 
bear  tlic  flaj;  of  the  United    Stales,  and   the 
Presidrnt  Bubmittcd  the  tvidence  to  the  At- 
torney Oencrnl  for  hig  opinion  thereon.    It 
Stems  now  to  be  nnderstood  in  otticial  cirdtu 
that  the  Attorney  General  has  givtn  an  opin- 
ion that  the  vessel  had  forfeited  the  right  to 
bear  the  flag  of  the  United  8tate».  and  at  the 
time  of  her  capture  was  bearing  it  without 
right  and  impvorerly.    In  view  of  this  opin- 
ion our  government  will,  in  accordance  with 
tho     terms     of      the      protocol,      institnte 
inquiry     and     adopt    proceedings     against 
the     VirgiiiiuH     and    aganst     any     of    the 
pe,  ROCS  who  may  appear  to  have  been  guilty 
oi   Illegal  aottt  iu   connection  therewith.    As 
Spain  baa  proven   to  the  satiefaction  of  the 
United    Staton,  acccrding  to   tho  Attorney- 
Gcnenil's  opinion,  that  the  Virginins  waB  at 
the  tinic  of  ber  capture  carrying  the  United 
States  flag  without  right,  and  improperly,  the 
fcalute  t'i  tho   flag  will  be  dispensed  with  as 
not    nci  CBbarily    required  ,    but   the   United 
BtAtea  will  cxpeet  a  disclaimer  of  intent  ot  in- 
dignity  to    it«  flag,    which    w.iu    committed. 
From  the  proof  submitted  by  Spain,  it  appears 
tliat   the  ckar.ince  papers  of  the  Virginiue 
were  obtained  by  perjury. 

Special  dispatches  from  Madrid  say  that 
there  '\i  fcrcat  rejoicing  there  over  the  rumor 
tnit  tho  Government  of  the  United  States  has 
decided  that  the  Vi;  •jiuiUB  was  not  entitled  to 
carry  the  American  flag.

'jiasses  are  performcil  at  Christmas- 
one  at  niiilnight,  one  at  tlaybreak,  and 
t>no  111  the  morning. 

The  Christmas  festivities  at  one  time 
lasted,  with  moie  or  leps  onUiancy, 
until  Candlemas  ;  and  witli  great  spirit 
till  Twelfth  diiy. 

By  the  Piuitan  rarliament  Christ- 
mas was  abolished  altogether,  and 
holly  and  ivy  were  macTe  seditions 
badges. 

Christmas  Day,  in  the  Trimitive 
chureii,  was  always  observed  as  the 
Siibbath  day,  and'like  that  preceded 
by  an  ove  or  vi>;il. 

"Gloria  in  Excclsis,"  the  well  known 
hjniu  snug  by  the  angels  to  the  shep- 
hi  rds  at  the  Lord's  nativity,  was  the 
earliest  Christmas  carol. 

Chrihtma.-;  was  called  tho  Feast  of 
Lights  in  the  Latin  church,  because 
they  had  many  lights  or  candles  at  the 
fcftst. 

"The  Mistleteje,  or  magical  shrub," 
says  the  Gentloman's  Magazine,  in 
1791,  "  appeared  to  be  the  forbidden 
tree  in  the  middle  of  the  trees  of 
Eden.' 

The  Yule-Dough  was  a  kind  of  baby 
or  little  image  of  past^,   which  bakers 
used  formerly  to   make  at   Chiistmas 
time,  to  present  to  their  customers. 

Mistletoe  was  abedished  in  the 
Christmas  deokintj  of  churches  be- 
cause it  was  found  to  sot  the  young  la- 
dies and  gentlemen  a  reading  the  mar- 
riage service. 

Mistletoe  was  formerly  hung  in  the 
kitchen  or  servants'  hall.  More  recent 
ly  it  has  been  raineel  to  tho  parlor  and 
drawing-room,  without,  however,  re- 
ducing tho  cpiantity  e»f  kissing  in  the 
lower  regions. 

The  Gentleman's  Magazine  for  Au- 
gust, 1790,  says  that  at  Bipon,  in 
Yorkshire,  on  Christmas  Eve,  the  gro- 
cers send  each  of  their  customers  a 
pouiiel  or  half-a-potind  of  currants  anel 
raiBirs  to  »uake  a  Christmas^pulding. 
"  Yawning  for  a  Cheshire  cheese  "  is 
mentioned  in  the  Spectator  us  a  Christ- 
mas gambol. 

In  the  Sicily  Islands  they  have  a  cus- 
tom of  singing  caiols  on  C^iristmas 
Davat  church,  to  wliich  the  congrega- 
tion make  coutribuftons  by  dropping 
money  into  a  hat  carried  about  the 
church  when  tho  performance  is  over. 
It  is  tho  practice  iu  England  to  cut 
ashen  fagots  on  Christmas  Eve.  The 
ash  IB  s;iid  to  be  the  only  wood  that 
will  biun  green, 

tho  wood  cutters  to  hiy  on  as  many 
"binds"  upon  the  fagots  as  possible, 
as  it  is  an  old-estrtblished  custom  that 
everv  bin«l  should  represent  a  jug  of 
cider,  not  that  it  is  the  limitation  of 
quantity  consumed  on  tho  occasioy, 
only  that  thia  is  a  part  of  the  cere- 
muoial.

Trouble  iviih   Snb-mariiie   lables. 

I'rom  the  New  York  llorald. 

Facts  which  are  now  e;onstantly  com- 
ing into  notice  regarding  our  sub-ma- 
rine cables,  go  far  to  exphxie  the 
prevailing  notion  that  these  vital  nervus 
of  eivilization  are  not  in  danger  from 
sub  marine  life.  In  the  Malta  Alexun 
dria  cable  a  piece  of  thw  core,  from 
which  the  irem  sheathing  had  been  w  oru 
away,  was  found  to  hive  been  pierced 
by  a  shark,  pieces  of  liis  tooth  inhering 
ia  the  gutta-percha.  The  Cuba  Flori- 
da and  the  China  cables  have  been 
similarly  damaged.  In  the  recent 
operations  for  the  repair  of  the  Allan- 
tic  cable  of  1865,  piee^es  of  the  old 
strandof  18j8  were  raised,  and  where 
the  sheathing  had  given  way  the  core 
was  indcnteel  by  worms,  resembling 
oM  worm  eaten  timber  or  books. 

These  interesting  facts  ^rgue  the  ne- 
cessity of  multiplying  sub-marine  ca- 
bles between  the  great  international 
marts  and  coDters  of  trade  and  intcr- 
conrse  to  meet  grave  emergencitfr',  when 
a  single  cable  might  be  silenced.  They 
also  suggest  the  need  ot  greater  care  in 
selecting  and  surveying  the  deep-sea 
bed.  so  as  to  find  a  level  aud  smooth 
surface    for   the   safe    repose  oi   the 

wiie.

)f  jieople  gathered  round  the  empty 
coffin  of  Mary  Lane,  relating  the  wem- 
Jrous  story  that,  in  tho  middle  of  the 
mght,  she  had  returned  in  her  grave- 
clothes  to  her  parents'  dwelling  that 
was  situated  but  a  short  distance  from 
the  church.  At  first  they  supposed  her 
to  be  au  apparation,  but  soon  they 
came  ft)  realize  tho  fact  that  she  hael 
been  buried  in  a  trance  only,  and  had 
been  accidentally  restored  to  their 
arms  through  her  grave  having  been 
broken  oi>en  by  some  persons  who  were 
desirous  of  possessing  themselves  of 
the  wine  and  nuts  that  had  beei  buried 
with  her.  The  latter  conjecture  was 
fortified  by  the  disappearance  of  one  of 
the  pars«n''s  sheep  at  the  same  i>€riod, 
although  it  was  evident  that  the  cul- 
prits were  sorely  alarmed  during  their 
nefarious  ojierations,  as  they  never 
waited  to  replace'  the  lid  of  the  coffin, 
or  to  return  to  the  grave  a  single 
shovelful  of  the  clay  that  had  been  re- 
movetl  from  it. 


1  lie  Origin  of  Christmas  {jrifls. 

Christmas  gifts  had  their  origin  in 
the  lioman  Paganalia,  which  was  insti 
tilted  by  Seivius  Tullius,  13.  O.  550 
On  these  festivals,  celebratttd  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  an  alter  was 
erected  in  every  village,  and  to  the  Ijox 
placed  upon  it  every  man,  woman  and 
child  was  expected  to  contribute  a  coin. 
Aubrey  speaks  of  a  pot  in  which  Ro_ 
man  coins  u  ere  found,  and  suppose! 
to  be  one  of  these  Paganalian  vessels. 
The  Christmas  box  naturally  arose 
from  this  Pagan  New  Yeaj's  box.  There 
is  an  impressive  propriety  and  tender 
beauty,  however,  in  thus  commemorat- 
ing the  event  which  gave  a  Divme  Re- 
deemer to  mankind.  It  is,  moreover, 
an  equally  appropriate  custom  which 
makes  the  season  one,  not  only  of  com- 
posing and  f<.rgetting  edd  quarrels,  and 
renewing  and  confirming  friendships, 
but  for  a  universal  manifestation  of 
generosity  and  charity  from  the  rich  to 
the  poor— in  olden  timer,  this  benifa- 
eence  extended  even  to  the  lower  ani- 
mals, a  practice  to  which  Burns  al- 
ludes in  •'  The  Auld  Farmer's  Address 
to  Hie  Mare."

Tfie  Eureka    '*  Volcano.*' 

Speaking  of  the  volcano  which  the 
telegraph  recently  reporte.l  had  I'roken 
out  in  a  mountain  near  E'tre^ka,  Cali- 
fornia, the  Virginia  City,  Nevada,  En- 
terprise says : 

"  It  will  probably  turn  out  on  close 
inspectieni-as  did  tho  Mount  Butler 
volcano  near  this  oity  a  few  years  since 
—a  mere  surface  fire  Our  yolcan 
was  the  burning  of  a  mass  of  pitchy 
vegetable  matter  which  had  accumu- 
lutod  in  a  cave  in  the  rocks  at  the  top 
of  the  mountain.  Pine  twigs  leaves, 
and  other  matter  containuig  pitch  are 
carried  into  these  caves  by  rats  and 
squirrels,  and  in  the  course  of  ages 
there  is  a  vast  accumulation  ol  pitcn 
f^it  being  «lnio8t  iudestructible)  and 
re^tteu  vegetable  matter.  This,  on  be- 
ing set  on  fire,  will  burn  for  days, 
sending  out  great  volumes  of  smoke. 
There  was,  a  few  vear.s  since,  such  a 
fire  in  a  cave  near  Lake  Tahoe,  another 
in  a  large  cave  in  the  Humboldt  coun- 
try, and  we  have  heard  of  them  in 
other  places.  Tbe  gummy  substance 
found  in  these  caves  might  l>e  passed 
off  on  a  '  pilgrim '  for  lava.

The  death  is  announced  of  Elizabeth, 
Oueen  Dowager  of  Prussia.  This  lady 
was  the  wife  of  Frederick  William  IV., 
a  brother  of  the  present  Emperor  ot 
Germnny,  and  his  piedeccssor  as  King 
of  Prussia.  Freelenck  AVilliam  IV. 
died  in  1861,  chihUess.  His  relict  was 
the  daughter  of  Maximiliui  I ,  of  Bava- 
ria, having  succeedeil,  through  the 
ins'trumeniality  of  Napoleon  Bonaparte, 
the  long  line  'of  EU^ctovs  of  Bavaria. 
All  the  female  elescemlants  of  this  iam- 
ilv  were  attractive  onongh  lo  make 
g6od  marriages,  and  they  are  repre- 
sented on  many  of  the  thrones  of  Eu- 
rope. The  Qneen  Dtiwager  Elizabeth 
was  born  in  1801,  and  was  about  72 
years  old  at  ber  death.

A   wuteh-liox    should    then    be 
made  by  plaeiu«   three  ehuirs  together 
uear   "ue  side  of  the   room    in  such  a | 
manner  that  the   backa  of  them   form 
fliree   sides   of  a  kind    of  sentry  box, 
the  other  wid«-   V'eiiiK  open  towards  llie 
sereeii.    The  three  chseil  sides  prevent 
♦he   watihman    frora    seeing  anything 
that   takeH    pla<'e    in  any   part   of  the 
room   excopt    wlieio   the  sereeii  is.     A 
t-mall  foot  stool   is  on  the  floor,  within 
♦  he   watehbox,   for   the    walehman    to 
bit  upon. 

All  being  ill  ivadiness,  and  the  >yateh- 
man  having  taken  his  place  within  the 
screen,  the   ivKt  of   the  players   all  go 
t<;waid  the  table,  on  which  the  lamp  is 
placed,  fstaiidiug,  however,  ou  the  side.'*, 
so  as  to  cause   no    shadows  to  appear 
on  the  sorccn.     'Iwo  are  then  designat 
ed    118  thieves    hy    the    director    who 
points    them  out*^  saying,     "  You  and 
you,'  without,    however,  calling  them 
by  name      The   two   thus    nuintod  out 
immediately   take   up    something    for 
plunder,    and    pass    across    the   room 
with  it,  in  such   a  manner  as  to  make 
their  shadows   pass  across  the  screen, 
eairjing    tli«     stolen    property    with 
them,  and  holding  it  so  as  to  disguise 
their  appearance  as  mneh  as  possible. 
It  is  the  duty  of  tlie  watehman   to  call 
out,  if  he  can,  the  thieves  by  n»me,  as 
he  sees  their  shadows.     Immediately 
after  calling  out  he  jumps  from  his  seat 
in  the  watehbox  to   see  if   he  is  right. 
If  he  is    right  in  either  of  his  guesses, 
the  one  detected,  or,   if  both  guesses 
are  right,  the  one  first  named  becomes 
watchman  in  his  place.     The  director's 
duty  in  this  gamo  is  to  designate  the 
first  watchman  to  point  out  the  thieves 
as  described  above,    and  immediately 
upon  their  starting  out  to  say  :  —

The  Virginius. 

Iho  Unit  d  Stale-j  atearaer  Osaipeo,  which 
was  sent   to  take  charge  of  ihe  Virginius  on 
her  trip  lo  New  York  after  her  delivery  to  the 
United  Statt-s  authorities,  lias  arrived  at  New 
York  wiihonf  liic  Virginius  in  low,  and  fears 
■ro  entfrtsined  llirJ   tbevtssel  has   been  lost 
at  sea,  altlioUi;h  th«re  is  nothing  to  warrant 
tliis  couiliision   other  than  the  fact   that  she 
tailed  tn  jtinvo  with  the  Ottsipce.    It  seems  to 
be  tiic  genoiul  opinion  thai  the  Virau^ii^''  was 
either     cast     adrift    or     accidentally     sep- 
arated     frona     tiie     Ofsipeo     during      the 
t^^rriMo     storms      of    the      last    few    days. 
The  fcurTiviOR  pel  eons  ot  tho  Virginias  ar- 
rived at  New  York  on  Dcct  luber  28,  and  were 
subjected  to  a  strict  examination  by  the  U.  8. 
Pistrict  Attorney,  and  wtn'  then  turned  ove"" 
to  tho  caro  ot  the  Cuban  Junta.    The  rpports 
of  the  cruelty  of  the  Spaniards  is  fully  cor- 
roborated by  the  etatements  ot  the  survivors, 
aul    showe  tho  most  cruel  and  wanton  de- 
fttrnction  of  htc  was  carried  on  in  tho  island. 
The  survivors  have  forwarded  a  memorial  to 
President    Ciraut,   esprefsinR    their   heartfelt 
and  grateful  thanks  for  the  energetic  measures 
taken  fur   their  timely  rescue  and  deUvery 
fiom  death,  or  sentence  to  the  chain  gang  or 
Spanish  frioou.    It  the  report  in  regard  to 
ihe  losB  of  tho  Virciniu??  may  prove  untrue,  it 
bus  been  a^;certalned  from  official  sources  tl!\i 
the  vess'.l,  on  her  arrival  at  New  York,  will  bo 
aiezed  by  the  collector  of  the  p.»rt  and  libeled 
by  the  di&trict  attorney,  iu  accordance   with 
instructions.    If,  o:i  judicial  investigation,  it 
be  shown  lh.it  thf  vessel  had  a  register  ob- 
tainid  by  fraud,  nbe  will  be  foll,  tmd  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  t-ale  be  paid  to  the  United  States. 
Spain     can    make    a    claim    to    the  vessel, 
but  if    she    .-"hould    it  is    certain    our   gov- 
•rnmeut    uoukl  not   entertain  such  a  claim. 
T'je  report  that  tli    Spanish  Government   re- 
iiuires  of  tlio  United  Ht  te^i  tho  restoration  of 
the  Virginius  and  payment  of  indtranity  is  not 
believ  d  in  ofiiuiul  quiui- r  •. 

Rnilroad  Employes'  Strike. 

A  OENLKAL  tTRiKE  of  locouiotivc   engineers 
audtliemenon  mOHt  of  the    important   rail- 
road   lines  ot  tho  country  was  inaugurated 
on   Saturday,  Doc.   21.    The    strike    extends 
from  the  East  to  the  West,  and  causes  gieat 
dilliculty  to  the  riiiroads  in    handling  freight 
and   pasf^eiigtr  tralhc.    On    the   Taii-Handle, 
rutt,burg,  Fort  rtayneand  Chicago  Itaiiway^ 
CievelaiKl  and  Pittsburg,  all   cperated  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Co.,  the  strike  includes  otlicials. 
clerki,  cotitractors,  engincert;  and  other  em- 
ploye j.    The   strike  is  against  the  reduction 
tif  10  per  cent,  ot    the  wages  of   these  em- 
ployes from  the  liret  of  the  present  month,  ot 
whien  tlie  agent  of  the  company  tay  previous 
nctice  was  given.    The  feUKineer  couciuded 
to  uvmuuui  a  rch:  oral  ion  of  the  lornier  prices, 
and  if  not  grunted  to  declare  a  general  strike. 
Tho  oflicers  of  the  comjiany  are  making  eveiy 
•  xertiui!  -to     bUpply     tiie      |  laees     of    the 
meu,    L'Ut    meet    with    poor    succchs,    and 
as    a    consequence    nearly    all    butiinetis  ot 
these  roads   is  at  a  standstill,     imports  con- 
coucorunig  itcoiiilict    in  respcjt  to   the  time 
nud  warning  of  the  strike.    One  slory  is  that 
the  tttrikerb  were  to  leave  the  tniins  wherever 
they  niislit  be,  at  12  o'clock  Situiday,  and  it 
is  said  that  (hid  was  done  on  a  down   tram  at 
Xtnin,  and  that  tlie  conductor  and  brakeman 
took  the  loeonntive  and  took  Ihe  train  to  Cin- 
einnnti.     Another  story  is  that  all  strikers  i>ii 
trains  brfori- 12  o'clock  noon  ehoulil  take  them 
to    theh    defitiuation    before    leaving    them. 
The  officers  i<ay  that  they  had  no  intelligence 
of  thi^  strike  till  noon,  the  hour  appointed  f.jr 
it  lo  be-^iii.

At  this  sea 
son  of  Ihe  year  tho  never  quite  dormant 
recollection  reviv?.-!,  and  I  feel  all  the 
horror  ot  that  midnight  bceue  riijo  and 
come  back  upon  me,  like  a  ghost  from 
the  coutlues  of  the  past.  It  chills  me 
with  ils  dread  presence  tintil,  shi-ei-itjg 
in  nerve  and  Hmb,  1  rise  and  draw 
nearer  to  the  blazing  hearth,  heap  on 
some  more  pine  logs,  and  strive  in  the 
region  of  lighi  and  warmth  to  bid  it 
deUauci\ 

In  vaiu  Through  the  whir  of  my 
apimnng-wheci  "comes  the  long  drawn 
moan  of  Uie  wind,  whilst  without  the 
enow  falh  heavily  as  over,  adding 
desolation  to  the  already  drear  and 
sombre  landscape.  Eric  has  gone  to 
tho  fold-yard,  as  beseems  a  thrifty  hus- 
bandman, to  see  after  ( lie  well  being  of 
our  kiue.  AVould  that  he  wore  back  to 
laugh  off  my  fears,  and  exercise  the 
phantoms  which  rise  thuu  unbidden 
from  the  days  that  are  !io*.v  no  more? 
His  hearty  presence  and  joyous  voice 
are  ni  themselves  aH  potent  against  dis- 
traught fancioa  as  the  "  sprig  of  row- 
an," which  the  faithful  wear  for  safe- 
guard agaiut-t  wit'-IiTaft  and  tho  evil 
eye.  MeH.nv.-hilo  a'l  I  sit  waiting  with 
supper  ready,  and  all  things  bright  and 
tidy,  I  muat  e'en  yield  to  the  spell  of 
the  place  and  hour,  and  listen  to  the 
tale  buggested  l»y  the  wandering  fan- 
cies of  old. 

New  Year's  eve  yomo  thirty  .years 
ago— and  we  were  keeping  it  right  mer- 
rily at  the  old  nuinor-house  of  Stor 
Aswan,  the  homo  of  my  ohildliotxl,  a.s 
it  had  been  that  of  my  foivfuthers  for 
many  general  i<n)H.  Tiie  i>leasaiitest 
spot  in  nil  the  world.  I  thought,  and 
still  think,  tiiat  tjiiuint  Norwegian 
hou'CKtead,  with  it  >  bufl'  Ata'ls  and 
birch  bark  roed',  whi«-li  succeeding  sum- 
mers had  rciuUicd  verdant  with  an 
evergreen  thatch  of  nuLss  and  lichens. 
Just  now,  howcv<>i*,  this  was  not  visi- 
ble, lor  snow  lay  thickly  upon  it,  as  it 
had  laiii  f«»r  weeks  past,  not  oul.v  there, 
but  upon  all  tlie  country  round.  We 
were  iu  the  midnt  of  a  while  sea. 
whoso  liillow".  were  tlu  partiiv.ly  siib- 
mcigcd  hedges,  that  daily  puw  less 
noticeable  as  the  i^now  driflod  in  and 
piled  above  them.  The  lir-trech  alone 
stood  forth  bravely,  as  if  defying  this 
iiisiduous  foe,  yet  even  their  stately 
branches  trailed  eartliward,  and  their 
strong  arm'o  creukeil  and  straiLed  un- 
tier  the  ever-increasing  load. 

It  was  tho  hardest  winter  there  had 
been  for  fifty  y»?arH — so  the  o'.d  folks 
said — and  they  f<»retold  its  continuance 
for  .some  weelis  longer.  Other  signs 
were  not  wanting,  whicii  n  ore  plainly 
than  aught  else  deneded  Hie  unusual 
severity  of  the  season.  The  flocks  of 
wild  fowl,  usually  so  shy  and  difficult 
of  approach,  came  down  from  tho  up- 
per meres,  their  accuHlomed  haunts, 
and  strove  with  Iho  tamo  denizens  of 
our  own  larm-yard  for  a  share  in  their 
mid  day  meal.  Hiii«s  and  rabbits, 
impelled  by  huu{;er,  forgot  their  na- 
ture, and  stole  up  lo  our  very  doors, 
begging  with  their  huge  black  eyes  in 
a  piteous  diimb  fashion  for  relief. 
Herds  of  reindeer  also  camo  south 
from  Lapland,  s»:eking  more  genial 
pastures,  and  it  was  rumored  that  less 
pleasant  visitors  had  recently  been 
scon  and  hoanl.  Tlie  black  pine  lor- 
es! h  of  8alteu  hiul  again  sent  forth 
the  grim  ble>(id -thirsty  pack  ol  legion 
aries  who  for  agon  had  dwidt  unmo- 
lested in  its  dark  fastnesses,  and  the 
cry  of  •'  woll  "  was  no  longer,  as  here- 
tofore, an  empty  sound. 

All  this,  however  did  not  alloct  §iiy 
of  our  party,  who  tvcio  all  Kor.seinen 
and  maidens  born,  used  to  the  cold,  full 
of  health  and  spirit.s.  I,  Ella  Bieorn, 
daughter  of  the  house,  was  the  wildest 
of  that  mad  circle  who  had  assembled 
at  Stor  Aswan  that  Cinistuias-tide.  to 
do  himor  to  my  betr  dhal  to  Eril  Jarl, 
tho  lover  of  my  vouth,  ere  long  to  be 
my  husband.  As  soou  as  the  birch 
trees  put  forth  their  first  green  tassels 
iu  the  early  sjniug,  I  was  to  leave  my 
old  homo  i'or  a  now  one  :  so  now,  sur- 
rounded by  kltL-ifolk  und  neighbors,  we 
were  keeping  this  last  anniversary  of 
my  spinsterhood  in  goodl}'  fusLion. 
We  revived  many  n  bygone  pastime, 
and  the  va.st  hall  at  Stor  Aswan  re- 
echoed once  again  to  tho  shouts  that 
f;reeted  the  incoming  of  n  mighty  yulo- 
og,  and  rang  w  ith  joyoiir>  hiiifrbU'r  at 
the  tricks  and  antics  of  morris-dancers 
Mud  uiumiuerb. 

So  in  dancing,  feasting  und  merry- 
making, tho  wc'k  sped,  nn'il  a  few- 
hours  more  would  Wii  us  nil  scattered 
in  various  directions,  to  meet  agai|)  we 
knew  hot  when  or  wliero.  For  tlie  last 
day,  therefore,  we  had  re^erved  the 
chief  pleuniro,  the  crowning  point  of 
all  our  enioymeut  -a  sleighing  and 
skating  party  to  Stor  Aswan,  n  moun- 
tain-encirclcil  lake  some  ten  miles 
further  noith,  tho  same  from  which 
our  homestead  derived  its  quaint  Ru- 
nic name.  I'his  waa  to  be  our  vail  or 
greeting  to  the  Now  Year — onr  welcome 
to  the  incoming  guett. 

Brightl;  dawned  tho  eventful  morn- 
np.  dear  and  fair  as  heart  could  de- 
sire. Blue  was  the  sky  as  a  sapphire, 
whilst  the  freshly-fallen  snow  spirkled 
and  shone  as  thotiph  strewn  with  liv- 
ing geras.  .\ll  nature  s>ecmed  rejoicing 
like  ouivelves  at  the  advent  of  nuother 
year,  and  one  already  r,o  full  of  prom- 
ise. Without  tho  sleigh-bells  tinkled 
and  chimed  merrily,  making  the  frosty 
air  ring  again  as  the  r.aUy  ciparisoaed 
horses  pawed  and  shook  tiie-ir  heads, 
impatient  at  their  iiwuers  to  be  off.  .\t 
length  we  started,  Eric  and  I  as  ho.'^ls 
being  the  hist  of  the  party,  for,  of 
euiirse,  he  was  my  charioteer.  I  well 
rememlier  my  father  standing  at  the 
door  to  see  us  go,  and  as  he  tui'kcd  the 
bear-skip  rug  more  closely  around  me, 
bidding  us  "  return  early,"  nnd  be- 
ware cf  the  Balten  houuds.'  We 
laughed  at  the  woriiiu,^  th-jn,  but  hud 
awful  cause  to  remember  it  afterwards. 

Of  that  day  I  shall  not  sjHcik;  -we 
were.ull  .\oung  and  iu  wild  spirits-,  "and 
somo  of  IIS  in  lo\e.  N«-ed  I  s.ay  more  '< 
Amidst  the  many  fair  faces  an-l  lithe 
formb  tliat  glided  so  gracefully  over 
the  frozen  mere,  tireless  through  these 


long  honrn,  I  was  the  fairest.     I,  blue- 
^1^,  goldeu-haired  Ella  Bieom,  was 
the  acknowledged  belle  and  queen  o! 
tho  party,  and  Eric,  biy  lover,  the  most 
stalwart    youth    of    the  country-side. 
Biit  all   things,  even  the  pleasantest, 
mast  come  to  an  end.     Bo  when  the 
shades  of  evening  began  to  fajl  heavily, 
merging  earth,  sky   and  watei:  into  one 
great  leaden  cloi'd   wo  began  our  jour- 
ney homewards.    Tired  out  with  exer- 
tions, as  soon  as  we  started  I  nestled 
down    amongst   the  soft  furs  in  the 
sleigh,  and,  rocked  by  its  easy  motion, 
soon  fell  fabt  aaleep.     How  long  I  slept 
I  knew  Pot ;  out  when  I  awoke  it  was 
knowing  fast,  and  the  darkness  so  iu 
tense  that  we  could  not  see  a  hand's 
breadth  before  us.     I  called  to,, Eric, 
who  was  driving,  and  aeked  if  all   was 
welji    To  ^hicu  Ihe  answer  came  back, 
lidii-deadened  by  the  thick  atmosphere, 
"All  well,  but  for  God'u  sake  try  to 
keep  awake." 

So  I  aroused  myself  and  sat  up, 
knowing  that  sleep  in  that  bitter  night 
air  might  mean  de.ath.  Of  any  other 
I  had  no  thought,  for  nay  driver  was 
BkillfiU,  whilst  Thor  and  Odin,  ouj-  two 
sturdy  little  mountain  ponies,  kneT> 
their  way  ^ome  almost  unguided.  Sud- 
denly, aq  I  listened  vainly  for  tho  echo 
of  our  companiout  ^  bells,  I  heard  an- 
other sound  come  up  with  the  wind — a 
long-drawn  hollow  moan.  Twice  or 
thrice  it  came  at  intervals,  this  weird 
noise,  each  time  nearer  and  more  dis- 
tinct ;  the  third  time  the  ponies  also 
heard  it.  for  they  st'rang  forward  with 
an  i?Tit)ei.U8  that  almost  shook  mo  out 
of  the  carriage.  Frightened,  I  said  to 
Eric,  "  What,  O  what  is  that  ?  "  And 
the  annwer  came  back,  short  and  stem, 
"TheSalten  hounds!  " 

Then  commenced  that  terrible  chase 
"for    dear  life,"    which,   though    We 
should    both  live    twice    our   alloted 
span,  we  never  could  forget.     Swiitly 
wo  sped  along  ;  our  steeds  seemed  itn- 
pelied  by  a  terror  aa  great  as  our  own, 
until    they    appeared    almost    to    fly. 
Breathlessly    we    hearkened,   hoping 
even  yet  to  leave  the  enemy  behind. 
But  no  ;  they  traveled  with  us,  gaining 
nearer  and  yet  nearer — their  cry  grow- 
ing   perceptibly    from     an    uncel-tain 
vague   voice  of  tho  darkness  into  the 
wolf-like  note.      We  knew  from    the 
direction   whence    it    came  that  they 
were  tracking  us  from   scent ;  so  now 
our  last  poor  chance  lay  in  tho  dark- 
ness of  the  night  and  our  nearness  to 
Stor  Aswan.     Eric  still  held  the  reins, 
and  I  cowered  down  at  the  bottom  of 
the  sleigh  and  prayed  more  earnestly 
than  I   had  ever  yet  done  in  my  life 
"for  an  increase  of  the  unow-drift,  or 
aught,  even  a  miracle,  if  it  might  only 
save  uu." 

On,  and  on,  for  a  time  that  seemed 
inlorminable,  yet  might  in  truth  have 
been  but  a   few   moments.     Then   the 
storm  ceased,  the  moon  emerged   frtim 
her  shelter,  and  we  saw,  half  a  mile  iu 
our  rear,  a  dark  line  coming  swiftly  and 
steadily  upon  us.     In  the  middle   of  a 
while    plain,    witli  no   nook  or  corner 
visible  wherein  wo  could  take  refuge, 
and  still  nearly  a   league  from   home, 
our  case  looked  hopeless   enough.     So 
our  pursuers  seemed  to  think,   as  they 
now  caught  sight  of  us  for  the  first  time, 
and  lifting  their  black  muzzles  from  the 
ground  gave  vent  to  a    howl   of  savage 
exultation.     I  could  have  screamed  too 
when  I  heard  it,  for  fright  was   driving 
one  half  wild  ;  it   was   so   iinutter.ably 
horrible  to  perish  thus.     But  a  glance 
at  Eric,  so  e  dm  and  steadfast,  gave  me 
new  courage.     I  felt  that,   come   what 
might,  we  should  at  least  die  together. 
Fa:5ter  and  faster  we  flew,  like  hunt- 
ed animals,  death  behind  us  coming  on 
apace.     A  tew  yards  more  and  he  would 
claim   us    lor   his    own.     Already    we 
could  hear  the  rapid  breathing  of   our 
foes,  see  their  fierce  eyes  and   white 
teeth   glittering  and  gloaming   iu  the 
moonlight,     rrompted  by  Eric  I  threw 
out   tho  brar-ijkin  rug  which  protected 
me  from  tho  cold.     For  a  moment  they 
smelt  of  it,   then  on   with  fresh  fury 
after  their    old  prey.     One    by    one, 
cushions,    wraps,   all  went  over  to  the 
hungry   pack,    cacli  gaining  us  an  in- 
stant's priceless  delay.     As  the  last  fell 
from  my  hand  the  foremost  wolf  liound- 
cd  forward,  just  missing  ray  arm,  whilst 
his  strong  cruel  jaws  met  with  a  painly 
audible  snap. 

Then  Eric  turned  and  looked  at  me 
—a  long  loving  glance— and  began 
knotting  the  reins  to  tho  iron  side  of 
the  driving  scat.  Instinctly  divining 
his  purpose  of  giving  his  life  to  save 
mine,  I  sprang  forward,  and  clinging  to 
him  frantically,  whispered  : 

"Dearest,  Vemeniber,  wo  stand  or 
fall  together  1" 

A  Euddeu  thought,  justified  by  our 
dire  extremity,  flashed  through  my 
brain — it  was'at  best  a  forlorn  hope.

It  was  a  cruel  sac 
rifice  :  but  necessity  knows  no  law,  and 
by  it  we  were  saved. 

In  years  after,  as  we  sat  around  the 
fire  at  "New  Year's  Eve,"  with  the 
storm  beating  wildly,  as  now,  against 
the  casement,  and  the  wintry  twilight 
closing  iu,  our  children  would  ask  to 
hear,  "  once  more,'  the  oft-told  tale  oi 
the  "  Salteu  houuds,"  or  our  flight 
"  for  dear  life."

Sib  :— 1  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  > our  letter  of  the  Uth  iust.,   snb- 
luitting  to  me  a  large  number  of  documents 
and  depositions,  and  asking  for  my  opinion  as 
to  whether  er  not  the  Virginius,  at  tho  lime 
ol   her  capture   by   the  Spanish  nibn-ot-war 
Ton  ado,  was  entitled  'o  c?ri^  tho  iiaR  oi  the 
L'nited  S'^aies,   auu  whether  or   n^t  she  was 
i.arr>ini;    it    improperly   and    without    right 
at   that  time.    Thc-e  questions    arise  under 
the    protocol    of    the    29th    ult.,     between 
the  Spanish  Minister    and    the   Secretary    of 
State,    in    which,    among    other    things,    it 
was  a^ieed    to    that    on  the  25th  inst.  Spain 
sball  salute  tho  flag  cf  the  United  States  ;  but 
it  fu!  the  r  providea  that  if  Spain  should  prove 
t'j  the  catisfaction  of  the  tjnitcd   States"  that 
tho  ViiRiinns  was  not    entitled   to    ckrry  the 
flag  of  the  United  Slates,  and  was  carrjing  it 
at  the  time  of  the  ca;  ture  witliout   righ'j    and 
impropeH^-,  t4io  salute  will   ba.  spontaneonsly 
dispensed  with,  as  in  such  case  it  t)einf'  not 
ueeessarily  requirable  ;  but  tbe  United  States 
will  expect  in  such  case  a  disclaim  of  intent  ot 
indignity  to  its  flag  in  the  act  which  was  com- 
mitted. 

Section  1  of  the  act  of  December  .31,  1792, 
provides  that  ships  or  vessels  registered  pur- 
suant to  such  act,  and  no  other,  except  such 
a^  shall  be  duly  qualified  ac  >ordiu£  to 
the  law  for  •carrying  on  the  fcUastlng  trdtie. 
and  dieijotuinatei  or  dtcmei  ships  or  ves- 
sels of  the  United  States,  shall  be  CDtithdto 
the  becetits  and  privileges  appertaining  to 
such  ships. 

Sec.  i  of  the  same  act  provides  for  an  oath 
by  which,  among  other  things,  to  obtain  the 
registiy  of  a  v.  ssel,  the  owner  is  required  to 
bwear  that  there  is  not  a  subject  or  citizen 
of  any  foreign  prince  or  state,  directly  or  in- 
directly, by  wav  of  trust,  confidence,  oi  other* 
wise,  liitere&ted  iu  such  ehip  or  vessel,  or  <n 
the  profits  or  issues  there  jf. 

Obvif.ltslv,  therefore,   no  vesSd  id  which  a 
forelffner  is  dheelly  ov  iildirectly  iuterestcd  ie' 
entitled  to  a  United  States  registry,  and  If  one 
is  obtained  by  false  oath  as  to  that  point,  and 
tht;  tact  iti  that  the  vessel  is  owned  or  partly 
owned  by  foreigner^,  she  cannot  be  deemed  a 
vessel  ol  the  United  Slates,  or  entitled  lo  the 
benetits  or  privileges  anpertaining  to    such 
vessels.     The  Viipinius  was  registered  i\i  New 
York  on  the  2Cth  dav   of  September,    1870.  in 
the  name  of  Patterson,  who  made  oath  as  re- 
quired by  law  ;  but  the  depositions  submitted 
clearly     show     that     Patterson     was     not 
iho      owner    of      the    vessel    at    that    time, 
but  that  the  vessel   was  the  property  of  cer- 
tain Cuba  1  citizens  in  New  York,  who  furnish- 
ed Ihe  necessary  funds  lor  her  purchase.    J. 
E.    Shepherd,    who   commamled   said   vessel 
when  she  left   New   York  with  a  certificate  of 
lier  register  ill  the  name  of  ratterson,  testi- 
fied positively  that  he  entereii  into  an  agtec- 
ment  to  command  said  vessel  at  an  interview 
between    Quesada,    Mora,     Patterson,     and 
others,  at  which  it  was  distinctly  uudeiKiood 
tliat  the  Virgiuius  belonged  to  Qiuijada.Mora, 
and  other  Cubans,  and  that  said  .Mora  exhib- 
ited to  him  receipts  fur  the  purchase  money, 
and  for  repairs  and  supplies  upon  said  steam- 
er, and  explained  to  him  how  said  funds  were 
raised    among  tho    Cubans    in    New    York. 
Adoli'he    de    Varo' a,     who     w^t-    Secretary 
of    the    Cuba     Mission     in    New    Y'ork    at 
the    time    the    Virginius      was      purchased, 
and  afterward  saih  d  in  her  as  Quesada's  chief 
ol  Htafl',  testifies  that  he  is  acquainted  with 
all  the'  details  ol  Iho  trannaction,   and  knows 
the   Virginias   was  purchased    with  fundr>  ot 
Cubans,    and   with    the    understanding    ami 
arrangement  that  Patterson  would   appear  as 
the  nominal  owner    because  foreign  owners 
eiiuld  nut  ooiiiii  »  United  (States  register  tor 
the    vessel.    Francis  liowen,  Charles  Smith. 
Kdward  lireenwood,  .John  McCaiin,   Mntthew 
Slurphy,     Ambrose     llawlings,     Thomas    <i.

<la  and  Cubans  leprtsented   by  him,  and  that 
lie    navigated,    controlled    and  .treited  such 
vessel   in   all  ics|X-cts  aa  thouuh   it  was  his 
properly. 

Nothing  appears  t)  weaken  the  force  of  this 
testimony,  tlKJUgh  the  witnesses  were  gener- 
ally bul>jecled  to  eross-examination  ;  bul.  on 
tlie  cf«ntrary,  all  the  circumstances  ot  the 
ease  tend  to  I's  corroooratlo  •.  With  the 
oath  fur  the  registry,  the  statute  requires  a 
bond  to  he  given,  signed  by  the  owner,  cap 
tiiiii.  and  one  or  mere  suretien  ;  bul  there 
were  no  sureties  upon  the  bond  given  by  Pat- 
terson and  Shepherd.  Pains  have  bicn  taken 
toasuerlRin  if  there  was  any  insniance  upon 
the  vessel,  but  nothing  ot  the  kind  has  been 
found,  and  Quesada,  Varona,  and  o< her  Cu- 
bans who  took  passage  upon  the  Virginius, 
instead  of  going  on  board  at  the  whar.  in  the 
usual  wav,  went  aboard  ofl"  a  tug  a.ter  the 
vessel  had  left  tho  harbor  of  New  York. 
I  cunnot  do  otherwise  than  to  hold,  upon 
this  evidence,  that  Patterson's  oath  was  false, 
and  that  the  register  obtained  in  his  name 
was  a  fraud  upon  the  navigation  laws  ol  the 
United  States.  Assuming  Ihe  question  to  be 
what  appears  to  conform  to  the  terms  of  the 
protocol,  whether  or  not  the  Virginius,  at  the 
time  of  her  capture,  had  the  right  as  against 
the  United  States,  to  carry  the  American  dag, 
1  am  ol  the  opinion  that  she  had  no  such 
right,  becausf.  she  had  not  been  registered 
according  lo  law  ;  but  I  am  also  of  opinion 
that  she  was  as  much  exempt  Irom  interlcr- 
eine  on  the  hj,vh  seas  bv  another  |>ower  on 
I  hat  ground  as  though  she  had  been  lawfully 
registered.  Spain,  no  doubt,  'lad  a  right  lo 
capture  a  ves-Tel  with  an  AmeriC.in  register, 
and  carrving  an  American  flag,  found 
in  her  own  waters  assisting  or  endeav- 
oring to  aid  the  insurrection  in  Cuba, 
but  hhe  had  no  right:to  capture  such  a  vessel 
on  the  high  seas  upon  an  iipprehcnsion  that, 
in  violation  or  the  legality  of  the  navigation 
laws,  or  of  United  States  laws,  she  was  on  her 
wav  to  assist  said  rebelhon.  Spain  may  de- 
fo'id  her  territorv  and  her  people  from  hostile 
expeditions  froni  what  is  or  appears  to  be  an 
American  vessel,  but  she  had  no  jurisdiction 
whatever  ov<  ftlie  question  as  lo  whether  or 
n.;t  such  vessel  is  on  the  high  seas  in  viola- 
tion ol  anv  law  of  Ihe  United  States.  Spam 
cannot  rightfully  laise  thai  quebtion  as  to  the 
Vir^inins,  but  the  United  States  may ;  and 
as  I  understand  thepiot<'Col,  they  have  agreed 
to  It,  and  are  governed  bv  that  agreement, and 
without  admitting  that  Spain  would  otherwise 
hive  any  interest  in  the  question, I  decide 
thm  the  Virginiu^-,  at  ihe  time  of  her  capture, 
wai)  without  right  and  improperly  carrying  the

Caleb  Cushing   un  tiie  Staliis   of    the 
Virgiaiiis. 

Caleb  Cushitjg,  tJlf  uewly  appoijited 
Utiuister  to  Madrid,  in  place  of  Sickles, 
resigned,  has  published  in  tbe  Washing- 
ton Daily  Catiitol,  aU  opinion  criticiz- 
ing the  Attorney-GeBeral's  opinion  ih 
the  Virginius  case.  It  seems  that  Gush- 
ing, who  has  usually  been  employed  as 
legal  adviser  of  th(3  state  department, 
was   cohsulted    at   the  outset  in   this 
case,  and  assured   Mr.    Fish   that   his 
case  was  a  very  bad  one ;  that  the  Tir- 
ginius  was  a  fillibuater,  and  our  gov- 
ernment could  not  exact  reparation  for 
her    capture.      The    Secretary    disre- 
garded     this     advice,    and    did    not 
consult    Mr.  Cushing    further.     That 
Mr.      Cushing       has       been        since 
selected     for     the     Spanish    mission 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  government 
needs   a  specially  skillful   minister  to 
disentangle    its   business  at    Madrid. 
Mr.  Cushing  criticises  Mr.  Williams  as 
follows:     •' The  decision  of  the  Attor- 
ney General  embraces  two  points:  first, 
that  the  register  of  the  Virginius  being 
a  fraud  upon  the  navigation  laws  of  the 
United    Stales,    she  had    no  right  to 
carry     the    American     flag;     second, 
by      carrying      the     American      flag, 
which  she  had  no  right   to  cany,  she 
was  ue  much  exempt  from  interference 
on  the  high  seas  by  ships  of  other  naval 
powers,  as  if  she  had   been  a  regular 
merchant  vessel,  prosecuting  a  legiti- 
mate trade  and  lawfully  registered.    In 
other  words,  on  the  highway  of  nations, 
whatever  pirate   or  outlaw  prefers   to 
dipguise  itself  in  American  colors   ob- 
tains   thereby    the    right    of    Amer- 
ican    prorectiou      as     against      those 
who   may    be    aggrieved    by    its    de- 
predations.    While  the  Virginius  was 
committing  a  crime  against  the  United 
States  which  rendered  her  an   outlaw, 
liable  to  seizure  and  confiscation,  and 
her  crew  to  punishment,  so   poteut  is 
the  American  flag,  which  she  so  wrong- 
fully   carried,    that    any  interference 
with  her  operations  is  an  insult  to   the 
honor  of  the  United  States,  lor  which 
we    are    duly    bound    to     make    war 
the        alternative        of        atonement. 
This     is    simply    the     doctrine    that 
a    robber    going  to    his   work  in  the 
stolen   clothes  of  a  respectable    man 
is  not  only  entitled   to  the  respect   of 
persons  he  intends  to  injure   as   if   he 
were  the  owner  of  the  garments  he  has 
assumed,  but  to  the  protection   of  tho 
owner  himself  as  against  his  intended 
victim.     This  is  uot   the  doctrine  that 
the  flag  protects  the  ship,  but  the  doc- 
trine that  the  mask  protects  the  male- 
factor.    It  is  the  offering  of  a  premium 
on  disguise.  It  is^like  saying  to   a  rob- 
ber :  '  Rob  with  your  face  exposed  and 
you  shall  be  punished,  but  put    on     a 
mask  and  you  shall  not  be  molested.''  "

The  Hungarian  pianist,  Liszt,  ap- 
peared in  public  in  the  eleventh  year 
of  his  age.  The  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
his  artistic  career  has  jnst  been  cele- 
brated at  Pesth,  Hungary.  The  festi 
vities  began  with  a  serenade  on  Satur 
day  evening  before  the  residence  of 
Liszt,  in  the  Fish  Market.  Two  mili- 
tary bands  were  stationed  iu  the  centre 
of  the  square.  They  performed  tliree 
of  Liszt's  compositions— the  "  Stephen 
March,"  the  "Geothe  March,"  and  the 
"Coronation  March."  Late,  in  the 
evening  the  municipality  gave  a  fete  in 
the  grand  hotel  of  Pesth.  the  Hun- 
garia.  A  gypsy  band  was  there, 
of  course.  Next'  day  the  Lit- 
erary and  Artistic  Association  sent 
its  greetings  and  congratulations 
through  its  committee,  at  its  head  the 
most  popular  dramatist  of  Hungary, 
who  delivered  an  address.  Later,  a 
deputation  of  the  town  came  to  pres- 
ent Liszt  with  the  document  by  w^ich 


the  town  grante  three  stipends,  each  of 
200  florins,  to  I'upils  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Musi&i  conferring  on  Liszt 
the  right  of  presentation  for  his  life- 
time ;  and  at  10  a.  m.  the  ceremony  of 
presenting  him  with  a  laurel  wreath 
in  gold,  which  had  been  got  up  by 
subscription,  was  performed  in  tiie 
great  hall  of  Rodoute,  used  for  all  such 
occasions,  as  the  most  spacious  locality 
in  the  town.  In  the  evening  Liszt's 
oratorio  of  "Christ"  was  performed 
before  a  large  audience,  mofiofwhem 
were  enthusiastic  enough  to  enjoy  the 
treat,  which  lasted  four  and  a  half 
hours.  The  third  day  was  taken  up 
by  a  banquet  given  by  Liszt's  admir- 
ers.

THE  FAKiH  BALLOONS. 


Ilotv  to  F4-<<l  for    I'roflt. 

Ouo  of  our  exchHiiges  siiys  :  We  have 
in  mind  nn  observing  farmer  liviug  in 
{jtintral  Kew.lork,  who  carofully  weigh- 
ed every  animal  he  was  futtoniag  e. ery 
week.  To  a  tine  steer  he  gave  daily 
four  quarts  of  barley  meal,  and  he 
found  tiie  increase  in  its  weight  to  be 
ten  pounds  per  week.  He  then  tried 
the  experiment  of  giving  eight  quarts 
per  day,  aud  he  found  that  the  weekly 
increase  of  weight  was  less  than  when 
foitr  qH'irtb  were  given.  Twelve  quarts 
^etfc  now  giceh  daily,  and  at  the.  end 
of  the  week  there  was  no  gain  of  desh. 
These  facts  teach  all  persons  who  feed 
domestic  animals  that  there  is  such  a 
thing  as  feeding  their  stock  so  largely 
orheavilv  that  the  profits  will  be  less 
iliau  if  the  stock  were  to  receive  small- 
er allowances.  When  a  portion  ot  the 
feed  passes  away  without  having  been 
dig«  sted,  it  is  a  reliable  indication  that 
feed  is  not  consumed  as  profitably  as  it 
should  bo.

We  have  written  touching  the  care 
of  lawns  and  the  wuy  to  preserve  or 
remake  them,  but  latterly,  as  we  ride 
around,  we  tind  an  apparent  need  of 
the  owuer  taking  yet  a  hint  toward  a 
free  knowledge.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  winter  the  grass  upon  the  lawn 
should  not  bo  less  than  threo  inches 
long;  this  from  abandoning  the  mow- 
ing for  a  few  weekrt  of  growth  late  in 
autumn.  It'  pr(»tectiun  in  wanted  to 
the  rootH  of  the  grass  by  reason  of  its 
having  been  too  closely  mown, 
or  by  reason  of  its  imperfect 
roots  of  pvaHses  in  spots,  then  rather 
than  apply  such  half  rotten  manure  as 
we  ^ee  tos often  done,  uiid  which  is  al 
most  invariul'ly  composed  more  or  less 
of  weed  or  c  o;if  so  grass  seed,  the  own- 
er should  ciinse  say  a  two-horse  wagon 
load  of  leaf  mold  or  top  soil,  from  some 
old  pasture,  to  be  spread  evenly  upon 
every  one  hundred  by  one  hundred 
teet  of  surface.  tJpou  this,  sow  a 
pound  of  clean  blue  grass  seed,  half  a 
buthel  ot  tine  boiie  meal,  eight  quarts 
of  salt  If  the  lawn  is  well  grassed, 
then  tlirye  last  two  special  mannr«.s 
will  be  bulHcieut  without  the  soil  aud 
Kced. — C'fi  cefiiud  J/uroJd.

AtlvauinjKf  of  ^litudying  tlotati)'. 

The  most  important  advantage  re- 
alii^ed  troni  knowledge  ot  botany  is  the 
pleasure  uuil  happiness  in  gives.  It 
make^  us  acquainted  with  the  vegeta- 
tion which  f-urrouuds  us,  the  trees,  the 
'3hruba  and  Ijerbaceous  plants,  and  also 
the  grastcb  which  contribute  so  largely 
to  the  wealth  and  support  of  mankind 
in  the  temperaie  zone.  Having  an  in- 
timate accpiaintance  with  these,  our 
daily  walks  or  rides  in  the  country  are 
made  douV)ly  pleasant  aud  agreeable. 
The  entire  country  belongs  in  a  measure 
to  the  botanist;  'tis  hia  to  enjoy  and 
^tlmire,  and  he  often  derives  more 
pleasure  from  it  thau  its  owners,  be- 
eanse  he  does  not  have  it  to  care  for  or 
pay  taxes  on  it. 

We  have  known  invalids  to  become 
perfectly  healthy  by  studying  botany 
und  .s'ilectii'g  plants.  Their  walks 
and  rides  were  pleasant  and  exciting, 
and  their  attention  being  always 
drawn  to  new  aud  pleasing  objects, 
Mieir  exercisiMvas  not  fatigueiug.  They 
*»vere  lo(>kiiig  for  something  new,  and 
rarely  failed  to  find  it,  and  sometimes 
it  was  a  rave  and  beautiful  fiower.  We 
have  been  told  by  doctors  and  others 
that  we  cuuld  ui  t  Jive  long.  We  ceased 
to  take  medicine  and  began  the  study 
of  botany,  ami  we  have  lived  many 
years  since,  and  now  can  walk  with 
tolerable  ease  twenty-five  miles  a  day 
to  collect  plants  for  the  herbarium. 

To  the  agriculturist  aud  horticultur- 
ist a   knowledge    of   botany   will  give 
more  pleas^ure   thau  any  other  science. 
It  is  with  [lauts  he  deals,  and  the  bet- 
ter he  uuderfitands  them  the  better  he 
can  manage  tln^m,  an.l  the   more   hap 
piucss  he  can  derive  from    their   culti- 
.  vation.,    tjuch  a  person  will    be   apt  to 
make  his  home   pleasant,   aud  its  sur- 
roundings   attractive    with    rare    and 
beautiful  flowers  and  fine  fruits.    Such 
a  person  has  more  of  the   elements  of 
happiness  at  his  command  thau  a  Stew 
art,  Vanderbilt,    or   Astor,    with  their 
millioqs,;   for  these  last  have, made  the 
ac

enlarged  by  scientific  studies,  and  they 
are  strangers  in  the  pleasures  which 
studies  afford.  The  many  cares  which 
they  have,  and  which  cannot  be  avoid- 


Soft  Qi.voerbbe ad.— Melted  butter 
half  a  coffeecup,  molasses  two  cups, 
one  egg,  one  t^blespoonful  of  giager, 
ouo  coffeecup  of  sour  milk,  two  heap- 
ing teaspoons  of  soda  added  to  the  last 
before  baking,  aud  flour  enough  to 
make  a  stiff  batter.  Bake  it  at  once  in 
an  oven  with  steady  heat.  No  cake 
burns  as  easily  as  molasst;s  cake. 

Pldm  PuDDiNO.— Seventeen  small 
crackers  pounded  ;  two  pounds  of  sul- 
tana raisins  ;  ten  eggs  ;  two  and  a  half 
quarts  of  milk  ;  two  tablespoons  of 
molasses  ;  a  little  salt  ;  one  cup  of 
sugar.  Season  with  cloves,  nutmeg 
and  cinnamon,  and,  if  desired,  a  glass 
of  wine.  Bake  moderately  lour  hours. 
This  is  very  nice  cold,  and  can  be  used 
when  needed. 

Russian  Pickle. — This  piquant 
pickle  13  thus  prepared  ;  Take  seed 
cacumbers  (yellow  on  the  vine)  cut  in 
lialf  lengthwific,  rinse  and  scoop  out 
the  seeds.  Divide  them  in  the  middle 
and  put  in  strong  salt  and  water,  to  re- 
main from  four  to  nine  days,  as  con- 
renient.  Take  out,  drain  and  wipe 
them.  Then  scald  in  sufficient  vinegar 
to  cover  them.  Drop  in  a  small  bit  of 
alum  tho  size  of  »  cherry  to  each  gallon 
of  vinegar,  aud  let  it  boil  well.  Stuft' 
the  cucumbers  with  one  (juart  of  small 
onions,  half  a  pint  of  garlic,  one  pint  of 
mustard  seed  mixed,  white  aud  bhick, 
half  a  pound  of  hor«o  radish,  ipiarter 
of  a  pound  of  black  pepper,  three 
ounces  of  cloves,  three  ounces  of  all- 
spice, and,  lastly,  two  nutmegs  pound- 
ed. Tie  up  each  cucumber  neatly  with 
twine  strijlg,"  and  add  to  a  large  three- 
gallon  jar  full  three  pounds  of  English 
Island  sugar —that  is  to  say,  the  very 
best  quality  of  brown. 

To  Dye  Stuaw  Hats. — For  Black. — 
Boil  two  pounds  of  logwood  and  half  a 
pouml  of  fustic  together  for  four  hours; 
boil  the  hats  or  bonnets  in  this  first, 
then  adil  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  green 
copperas  to  the  above  mixture,  aud  re* 
boil  the  articles   an  hour  longer.     Ex- 
pose t'neni  to   the   air  for  ten  minutes, 
place  them    iu  the  liquid  dye   for   an 
hour,  and  dry  and  brush.  This  will  dye 
twelve  bonnets   tir    hats.     For  Gray  — 
Boil  three-quarters  of  an  «>unce  of  cud 
bear  for  three  hours;  add    two  ounces 
of  blue  paste,  mix   with  as  much  water 
as  will  cover  the  bonnets,  let  them  re 
main  iu  soak  ten  clear  days,  rinse  and 
dry.     They   are    ready    for    blocking. 
This  is  enough   for   six  Ijonuets.      For 
Brown — Half  a   i)ound  ot  fustic  chips, 
qitarter  of  a  pound  of  pwach  wood,  half 
an  ounce  of    madder  :   boil  these   for 
four  hours,  add  half  a  pound  of  green 
copperas,  boil  tlR;   hats  for  two  hours, 
dry  and  bruah.     This  will   dye  two  or 
three  bonnets. 

Honey  for  Winter  Use.  — The  luxury 
of  honey  with  buckwheat  cakes  fur- 
nishes of  itself  sufficient,  inducement 
for  the  housekeeper  to    make    timely 

grovisiou  for  itia  supply.  Honey 
rought  to  table  in  the  comb  makes  a 
very  pretty  dish,  1  ut  can  only  be  thus 
served  during *a  short  season.  If  pur- 
chased in  any  large  quantity,  exposure 
to  heat  causes  honey  to  ferment  and 
become  thin,  while  the  tlrst  coKl 
weather  hardens  it  into  a  solid  white 
mas?,  uninviting  in  appearance  and 
rough  to  the  piUate.  Pour  all  your 
honey  together  into  a  clean  colander  ; 
support  the  ears  of  the  colander  by 
two  rods  resting  on  the  rim  of  the 
bowl.  Cut  tho  comb  transversely  and 
repeatedly  ;  then  leave  it  to  drain. 

This  will  be  accomplished  perfectly 
in  a  day  or  two,  the  honey  running 
through  a  clear  liquid,  leaving  the  wax 
behind,  clean  and  dry.  Bottle  the 
strained  honey,  cork  tight,  and  it  will 
be  ready  lor  use,  at  any  time.  To 
make  assurance  doubly  sure,  some 
housekeepers  let  their  strained  honey 
boil  before  bottling,  and  say  that  thus 
prepared  it  may  be  kept  ler  an  indefi- 
nite length  of  time.  A  warm,  dry 
store-room  is  to  be  preferred  as  a  place 
of  deposit. 


Alr>8hipa  Tha.t  Mftxr  I<a»<. 

M.  Wilfrid  de  Fonvielle,  writing 
from  Paris,  says  that  the  particulars  of 
the  course  of  every  balloon  save  two 
sent  up  from  Paris  during  the  Franco- 
Prussian  war  are  known. 

One  of  the  two  lost  was  the  Jacquard, 
sent  upjon  Kov.  2P,  18''0.  The  aeronaut 
was  a  sailor  named  Prince.  He  was  seen 
by  some  fishermen  traveling  westward 
over  British  seas,  and  to  drop  a  letter- 
bag,  which  was  picked  up,  handed  over 
to  the  French  officials,  and  regularly 
delivered.  The  azimuth  of  his  course 
wan  northwest. 

The  second  balloon  lost  was  the 
Richard  Wallace,  which  left  Paris  on 
January  27,  1871,  two  or  three  days  be- 
fore the  capitulation.  The  aeronaut 
was  M.  Lacaze,  who  had  been  educated 
in  aeronautics  by  Qordard.  The  bal- 
loon was  lo.Ht  sight  of  in  the  direction 
of  Rochelort,  after  dawn.  He  had  been 
spoken  previously  by  some  peasants, 
when  at  some  distance  ffom  the  sea,  and 
advised  to  stop.  He  desired,  however, 
to  land  nearer  Bordeaux.  His  balloon 
was  traveling  in  a  southwerterly  direc 
tion,  and  some  African  lateral  current 
may  have  carried  it  over  unknown  lands. 
M.  Lacaze  was  a  man  of  fortune,  and 
legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  by  his 
family  to  declare  him  deceased.  It  is 
not  impossible  that  the  aeronaut  may 
have  escaped,  as  it  is  reported  that  a 
parcel  of  letters  was  discovered  in  Natal, 
Africa,  not  long  since.  The  letters 
have  been  £,ent  to  the  Frenth  t*ost 
Office,  but  have  not  yet  been  received, 
and  it  is  thought  thty  may  turn  out  to 
be  those  sent  by  the  lost  balloon.  M. 
de  Fonvielle  says : 

"  If  no  trace  of  the  car  was  discov- 
ered by  tho  Natal  men  it  must  be  con- 
sidered a  proof  that  the  aeronaut  has 
made  his  descent  at  a  place  at  some 
diatanoe,  but  not  vcj-y  f ar^  as  a  balloon, 
when  uobodj  is  in  the  car,  cutlilot  by 
any  means  be  supported  in  the  air, 
even  with  a  strong  wind.  I  suppose  he 
muat  have  landed  at  a  distance  not  ex- 
ceeding 1,000  miles  in  the  interior.  As 
far  as  I  can  term  a  professioual  opin- 
ion lu  the  matter,  M  Lacaze  must  have 
cut  his  ropes  and  let  his  balloon  go  so 
us  to  shorten  the  time  of  his  being 
dragged  on  the  ground.  He  may  have 
jumped  out  of  the  car  aud  killed  him- 
self in  falling,  or  have  been  starved  in 
desert  lands,  or  murdered  by  natives. 
But  my  opinion  is,  as  far  as  I  can  form 
one,  that  he  was  blown  by  the  wiud 
alive  over  Africa,  aud  that  over  Africa 
the  last  tragedy  was  played,  vrith  a  re 
suit  which  isunknowu  up  to  the  present 
moment." 


Abmit  Uic  Sweet  Potato. 

The  sweet  potato  is  one  of  the  most 
witlely  distributed  cultivated  plants  of 
South  and  Central  America,  and  it,  as 
an  article  of  food,  passes  back  to  the 
earliest  historic  period.  In  Brazil  it  is 
called  Jiticn,  iu  Mexico  Cumote, 
words,  the  roots  of  which  belong  to 
the  oriqiual  tongue  of  the  country.  The 
name  batatas  is  a  corruption  of  potato. 
Even  upon  the  Autiles  this  useful  plant 
was  lonnd  cultivated  as  early  as  the 
year  1526.  Columbus  brought  it  with 
other  novelties  to  Europt-,  and  present- 
ed it  to  Queen  Isabella :  the  conse- 
quence was  that  this  plant,  which  is 
suited  to  the  climate  of  Spain,  was  im- 
mediately cultivated  there.  C.  Clusius 
mentionj  that  as  eaily  as  1601  he  had 
eaten  it  iu  Spain. 

The  sweet  potato  was  first  brought 
by  the  Spaniards  to  Manilla  aud  the 
Moluccas,  and  tlunce  by  the  Portu- 
guese distributed  over  the  entire  In 
dian  Archipelago.  This  plant  soon 
readied  Cbma  and  India,  although 
when  and  how  is  not  known.  There  is  a 
Chincses  as  well  as  a  Sauscrit  name  for 
this  plant.  It  has  ever  been  believed 
l»y  somo  to  be  of  Asiatic  »U"igin,  or  that 
the  American  and  Asiatic  plants  are  to 
be  considered  as  liill'erent  species. 
Neither  of  these  sujiposuions  is  prob- 
able, on  historical  grounds,  and  on  ac- 
count of  the  fact  that  fifteen  species  of 
this  genus  hitherto  known  are  peculiar 
to  America,  four  of  which  only  have 
also  found  their  way  tt)  other  parts  of 
the  world.  The  sweet  |>otato  has  not 
l»eeii  found  growing  wild  by  any  one, 
although  the  tropical  portion  of  Amer- 
ica is  to  be  considered  as  its  native 
country,  with  moat  show  of  probability. 


How  Uie  Fautee  Women  Drive  the  Men 
to  TTar. 

Cap*  CoMt  Caatle  Correspondence  of  the  Mew  Totk 
World. 

At  the  present  moment,  when  a  battle 
is  imminent,  and  is  perhaps  now  being 
fought,  there  are  in  Cape  Coast  a  num- 
ber of  loiterers  who  ought  to  be  in  the 
front,  but  who  will  not  go,  and  cannot 
be  driven  to  it  by  any  means  that  we 
can  adopt.     I  say  that  we  can    adopt ; 
for,  it  the  \rom';n  of  the    place  were  to 
take  it  into  their  heads    to    rrtiae    the 
war-cry,  you  would  not  be  able  to  find 
a  man  in  or  near  the  to^vn  in  an  hour's 
time.     They  only  resort  to  these  ex- 
treme measures  en  an  emergency,   and 
r:hen    they  themselves    become    con- 
vinced of  ihe  necei^sity  of  the  men  go- 
ing to  war ;  but,  when  they   do,    their 
manner  of  procedure,  although   most 
peculiar,    is     most     effective.       It    is 
as    follows  :      Arited    with    scourges, 
and  clothed  in  the  garb  of  nature,  they 
issue  forth   on   a  given  morning  and 
hunt  through  every  street  aud  corner 
of  the  town ;  and  woe  betide  the  skulk 
ing    coward   who  may  fall  into  their 
handF?.    as  he  will  receive  no  mercy 
from  his  captors,   who  will  probably 
leave  him  half  dead.     A  fe^  years  ago, 
I  think  it  was  in  1868,   when  the  Fan- 
tees  were  engaged  in  besieging  Elmina, 
a  war  at  the   time  piost  popular  with 
all  classea,   an  officer  of  the  garrison, 
who  W.1S  very   sick  and   was  living  in 
lodgings  in  the  town,   was  being  at 
tended  by  a  favorite   Fautee  servant, 
who  had  been  in  his  service  for  a  eou- 
Biderable  period.     Having  one  day  oc- 
caf^ion  to  send  him  to  the  Castle  for 
something  ho  required,   he  was  sur- 
prised to  find  that  he  did   not  return. 
So,    after  waiting  for  some  time,  he 
sent  to  make  inquiries,  when  it  turned 
out    that    the   unfortunate    man    had 
hardly     left      the     house      when    he 
was        viewed        by        a     gang     of 
these  women,   who  were  hunting  up 
stragglers,  and  immediately   gave  him 
chase.    He  escaped  into  the  Castle  and 
saved  his  bacon  ;  but  ncthiug  could 
induce  him  to  again  veuture  oilt  tlntil 
some  kind  of  permit  was  obtained  for 
his  remaiuing  in  the  town.  The  reason 
assigned  for  the  women  behaving  iu 
this  extraordinary  manner  is  that,  all 
the  men  being  siippesed  to  have  left 
for   the   camp,  thty   havb  the  towii  to 
themselves,    and   are  therefore    jirivi- 
leged  to  appear  as  they  please,  and  to 
punish  any  lurking  intruder.     I  may 
remark,  however,  that  this  privilege  is 
reserved  for  those  qui  sont  meres  de 
famillo;  young  girls  and   womeu  who 
have  been  less  blessed  are  compelled  to 
be   content  to  act   as  spectators,  and 
hope  for  the  time  when  they   will  have 
Hie  glorious  privilege  of  playing  the 
part  of  an  infuriated   Lady  Godiva  for 
their  couatry's  good. 

From  a  private  letter  from  Rome, 
dated  November  3,  we  glean  the  fol- 
lowing account  of  a  ctuious  interview 
between  two  noted  personages '.  *'  Joa- 
quin Miller,  the  Oregon  poet,  was 
here  yesterday,  and  I  requested  a 
Irieud  to  present  him  to  Miss  Honmer, 
the  bculptor.  The  interview  was  thus 
described  to  me:  When  the  studio 
Was  reached.  Miss  Ho?mer  appeared 
on  the  threshold  to  receive  her  guests.

Bad  for  Whifikey'Drinkerti. 
The  liondou  Grocer  reports  a  scarci- 
ty in  the  mark^  of  clotee,  caused  by 
a'  hurricane  that  swept  over  Zanzibar 
iu  April,  1872,  and  destroyed  the  whole 
of  that  season's  crop.  The  large  pro- 
duct of  pretiouB  years  prevented  the 
eflects  of  the  storm  ftom  being  felt  in 
the  London  markets  until  tccsntly, 
when  the  price  of  cloves  has  considera- 
bly increased,  partly  from  this  cause, 
and  partly  from  the  competition  excited 
by  the  efforts  of  speculators  to  get  con- 
trol of  the  market.  The  olove  plant 
requires  several  years  to  mature,  and 
it  is  not  expected  that  the  losses  of 
1872  can  be  met  by  new  crops  for  some 
time  to  come,  but,  fortunately,  the 
world  can  do  without  cloves  for  a  sea- 
son, if  speculation  should  materially 
increase  the  cost  of  this  oue  of  many 
spices.

On  Wednesday  last  a  gentle- 
roan  went  into  the  South   Berlin  coal 
kilns  near  the  village,  when   he  was  as- 
tounded  at  I'mding  the  woman   buried 
there,  with  nothing  but  an  old  door  to 
protect  her  from  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather.    She  was  living,  but  tho  child 
ItiV  dead  at  lier  side,  frozeu   to    death. 
W*heu   found,    lu   a    ieeble   voice,    bhe 
said  ahe  had  not  eaten  anything  in  nine 
When   asked   if  she   kntw  her 
child  was  dead,    answered,   "Yes;  and 
that  it  was  better  off  " 

She  was  taken  in  charge  bv  the  town 
poor-master,  who  immediately  sent  for 
Dr.  E.  A.  Hull,  but  the  poor  woman 
died  before  the  physician  arrived.  The 
physician  saiil  she  had  not  been  frozen. 
Her  limbs  were  black,  and  her  body  in 
a  horrible  condition. 

She  was  married,  but  her  husband 
had  left  her  and  was  living  with  another 
woman.

Spanish  Affairs. 

The  Spanieb  Coi  tee  met.  at  Madrid  on  Jan- 
uary  2d,  an-1  President  Gaetelar  read  his  mea 
■age,  in  which  he  speaks  flatteringly  of  the 
conditiun  of  the  country.  He  recommends 
fL'islntion  forpratuitous  public  inHtrwction, 
and  for  abolition  of  servile  labor,  and  of  Mav- 
ery  in  the  Spanish  dominions  on  both  aides  of 
the  Allanlii-.  The  European  powers  will  soon 
recognize  tho  republic,  to  which  none  of  them 
has  any  invincible  antipathy.  All  coontrics 
desiie.  primarily,the  maintenance  of  order  and 
jioteclion  of  tho  vast  interests  o(  commerce. 
He  promises  shortly  to  submit  documents  rela- 
tive of  the  Virginius  affair,  which  will  demon- 
etrate  that  war  has  been  avoided,  while  the 
principle  of  the  international  law  has  been 
upheld  by  the  Government.  The  army  is  re- 
covering from  the  effcctP  of  insubordination  ; 
riotous  f.utbrcaks  are  ceasing ;  municipal 
authorities  nollonger  seek  to  exercise  dictator- 
ship ;  porular  risings,  bariieades,  and  pro- 
nunciamentos,  have  bcoa  annihilated  by  uni- 
Tcrsal  suffrage,  and  he  appeals  to  tho  Cortes 
to  do  their  duty,  and  receive  the  verdict  of 
history  as  conservative  founders  of  the  Span- 
ish Bepublic.  Immediately  after  the  deliverj- 
of  the  message,  the  Cortes  adjourned. 

On  the  re-assembling  of  the  Cortea,  on  Jan- 
uary 3d,  the  deputies  on  two  votes  gave  a 
majority  of  20  against  President  Cssielar.  As 
sion  as'the  result  was  anno  need  Gen.  Pavia 
sent  an  ofiScer  to  the  Chamber  with  a  letter 
demanding  the  diasoluti  in  of  the  Cortes,  and 
thereupon  occupied  tho  palace  of  the  Cortes 
and  other  pubhc  buildings  with  14,000  troops. 
A  company  of  tho  Municipal  Guard  entered 
tho  Palace  of  the  Cortes  and  expelled 
the  deputien.  General  Pavia  with  hU 
staff  held  a  position  outside,  with 
cannnn  pointed  at  the  building. 
Ho  cummoaed  the  most  eminent  of  all  parties, 
including  members  of  tho  present  govern- 
ment, only  exoeptiug  Carlists  and  intransi. 
gcntes,  to  form  a  new  government.  This, 
Oon.  Pavia  declared,  wa<j  tho  only  means  lor 
the  salvation  of  the  country.  The  streets  are 
filled  with  people  »n<i  there  is  great  excite- 
ment, but  no  blood  has  been  shed.  A  new  Min- 
istry has  bee  i  formed,  as  follows  :  President, 
Serrano  ;  Minister  of  Poreign  Affairs,  Sagosta; 
War.  Zavala  ;  Justice,  Figueras  ;  Agriculture, 
Btccrra  ;  Finance,  Echcgarroy  ;  Interior,  Gar- 
cia Piuiz  ;  Marine,  Toncte.  A  decree  has  been 
promulgated  apnointing  Marshal  Serrano 
chief  i.f  execntive  power. 

I'lie  State  Department  at  Washington  has 
received  additional  facts  in  regard  to  the 
Madrid  coi'p  cJ'  etat  They  show  that  Pavia's 
troops,  a  fort  of  militia  force  with  which  he 
attempted  to  overthrow  the  Cortes,  were  dis- 
armed by  the  regulars,  who  were  afterward 
etaticned  throughout  the  city,  with  artillery 
planted  to  aid  in  maintaining  order.  It  is  also 
stated  thnt  Gen  Pavia  is  to  be  tried  for  high 
treason.  Castelar  tendered  his  ret^ignation  at 
"i  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  January  3,  and 
•erraiio  was  immediately  elected  President, 
The  new  order  of  things  at  Madrid  creates 
torisiderable  talk  in  dip.'omatic  circles  in 
«Vashiugton,  and  the  feeUng  is  one  of  fear  that 
the  experiment  of  a  Spanish  Republic  is  a 
failure.  Serrano  is  regarded  as  at  heart  any- 
bing  but  a  Kepubhcaa. 

A  dcLTCo  has  promulgated  at  Madrid,  sus- 
pending ponstitutioual  guarantees,  and  put- 
ting in  force  throughoatj  Spain  the  law  of 
1870,  for  maintenance  of  public  order. 

The  new  minister  of  thu  interior,  Garcia 
Kuis,  has  ordered  the  publication  of  all  Car- 
libt  and  intran-sigeute  newspapers  to  be 
stopped. 

An  armed  risi  ig  of  volunteers  of  liberty 
look  place- in  Saragossa  on  Sunday.  It  was 
inc:t''.l  by  tho  municipality.  Alter  eight  hours 
fighting  the  troops  took  two  hundred  insur- 
gent piisoriers  and  captured  bixoanuon,  anci  m 
lar^enuantitv  of  rifles  and  ammunition.  Tho 
municiija'ity  has  diciBulved. 

Seiior  Castelur,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the 
couuiry,  says  ho  must  protest  with  all  his 
energy  against  tlie  recent  brutal  coup  d'  etat. 
He  eonchtdes  :  "  My  conscience  will  not  pe-r- 
niit  me  o  associat;:;  with  demagogues,  and 
conscienc'3  and  honor  refuse  to  accept  a  situa- 
tion created  by  bayoufts." 

Several  members  of  the  majority  which 
voted  asainst  Castelar  now  approve  of  the 
stand  he  has  taken.  Tli j  capit  il  is  quie  ,  yet 
there  are  rmuorti  of  ditturbances  in  Vallado- 
hd. 

The  overthrow  of  the  Castelar  ministry  has 
been  favorably  leceived  in  Havana.  The 
Casino  E^panol  ia  especially  jubilant.  Tho 
voiunleerH  are  in  favor  of  nifua^-hy.  The 
Clown  on  the  sterns  of  Sauish  vrsi-eis  in  the 
harloi,  uhith  were  painted  nver  when  the 
republic  wa«*  in  vogue,  are  now  bcir.g  regiided. 
The  imperial  Spanish  coat-ofarms  has  again 
been  placed  in  the  palace  of  the  Caplain-Gen- 
eral. 

Zioss  of  the  Viigiuius. 

'J  he  United  Slates  steamer  Ossipco  arrived 
at  New  York  at  11  p.  m,  on  tho  29tli,  without 
the  fctiamer  Virginius,  which  vessel  she  wa 
c0mmi>8ioned  to  bring  to  port.  On  boarding 
her  the  startling  intelligence  was  communi- 
cated that  the  Vir.-iuius  had  feuutlert.l  oft 
Cape  Fear,  N.  C,  on  the  nvri.ing  of  the  2bili 
iiist.  Lieut.  Commander  Ilaswtll,  of  the 
Odsipeo,  madu  the  following  statement  eon- 
eerning  the-  disaster.  Tlie  Otsipee  left  Tor 
tugas  with  the  Virginius  in  tow,  on  the  morn- 
lugorthe  Uth  inst.  They  lia.l  fair  weather 
until  the  afteiuoou  o!  Saturday,  the  followin;? 
day,  when  a  gala  sprang  up.  They  continued 
to  havff  bad  weather,  and  the  Virginias  sig- 
nallofl  that  she  wa;?  baking  badly.  Capt 
Walter  de'erniined.to  shape  his  course  for 
<harle-8lon,  S,  C,  but  as  tb.y  got  into 
smoother  water  the  watei-  was  kept 
out  of  her  Sit;  room.  On  the  morning 
of  Chiielmas  day,  the  severe  wealhtr 
bavins  continued,  the  Virginius  was  fgain 
leaking  »8  bad  as  ever,  and  the  vcsstla  put 
into  Fry  n  :  Pan  Shoal^?,  about  ten  miles  south 
of  Cape  Fear  liubt,  where  suioother  water 
could  bs  nbtained.  Hero  the  vess*  came  to 
anchor,  Capt.  Wtiters  hoping  that  the  Virgin- 
ius v.o.ild  rido  out  tlio  gale.  Be-fore  dayliRht 
the  next  morning,  Fiidav,  Commander  \Vood- 
row  signalled  with  lights  that  the  Virginius 
wus  leaking  lapiuly^with  fires  out,  the  pumps 
stopped,  and  th  it  the  crew  wished  to  be  taken 
off.  Boats  were  lowered  from  tho  Ossipee  at 
daylight,  and  by  7  .\.  m.,  all  on  board  the  Vir- 
giniUB  were  t<aiielerred  to  the  f>rmer  vessel. 

As  a  heavy  ,-;<•»  wan  running  the  work  of  re- 
moving thecrtw  wat  one  of  mucli  danger  and 
difficulty,  and  therefore  no  lives  were  ri-^ked 
in  eudravoring  to  eave  their  personal  (flectH 
or  any  other  property  •!!  the  Vjrgiuius.  The 
hawscr  cf  the  Virginma  was  cut  and  a  buoy 
attftciied  to  mark  her  position  in  cate  she 
s.r.nk  out  of  sight.  The  Ossipee  remained  at 
anchor  during  the  day,  and  at  a  quarter  to  i 
P.  M.  the  Virginius,  which  had  been  gradually 
fcinking,  went  to  the  bottom.  She  sank  in 
ei;,'ht  fathoms  cf  wa»er,  a  pDrtion  of  her  masts 
remaining  above  the  surface. 

The  Railroad  Strike. 

The  strike  of  railroad  engineers,  which  was 
icauKurated  on  December  27.on  the  Pittsburg. 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago,  and  other  roads  at 
the  East  and  West,  is  at  an  erd.  On  the  Pitts- 
burg load  and  its  connections  the  men  have 
gone  to  work  at  the  reduced  wages. 
and  all  pasbenger  and  freight  trains 
on  the  r-^adi- aie  running  regularly.  On  tho 
Pj»t:bur',',  Cincinnati  and  St.  Louis  road  pas- 
senger trains  an  regularly  running,  together 
with  a  few  heal  freight  trains.  On  the  East- 
ern Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Road  the 
engineers,  pilots,  and  other  ferry  hands  of 
the  Company  reported  that  they  accepted 
the  reduction  of  10  per  cent,  in  their  salaries. 
A  c  mmittee  from  the  engineers  of  the  Penn- 
sylvaaia  CeatiaJ  Biilroad  waited  on  liilr.  Bar- 


ker, Assistant  Superintendent,  and  reported 
that  the  engineers  of  the  New  York  Division, 
numbering  13li,  have  decided  to  accept  tho 
proposed  reduciton,  but  would  present  a 
a  remonstrance  to  President  Thompson,  ask- 
ing that  when  business  improves  the  presLnt 
ratea  bo  restored.  At  Columbus  the  strike 
ocoaaioned  some'  uneasiness,  but  quieted 
down  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  railroad 
authorities  have  secured  a  sufficiency  of  non- 
union men  to  operate  the  road,  and  the 
strike,  which  appeared,  at  tho  outset,  to  be 
well  managed,  and  every  prospect  of  making 
trouble  for  the  roads  or  an  accession  to  the 
demands  of  iho  strikers,  i-i  reported  to  be 
at  an  end.  Men  arc  returning  to  work,  and 
no  fiuther  trouble  nerd  bo  apprehended. 

Tho  fiast. 

TuE  grocery  store  of  George  Alderton,  at 
Sagtnaw  City,  Mich.,  was  completely  destroyed 
by  the  explosion  of  a  can  of  powder  on  Friday. 
A  daughter  of  Mrs.  .Mderton,  fourteen  years 
of  age,  was  instantly  killed,  and  Mrs.  A.  was 
badlv  burned,  but  will  probably  recover.  A 
clerk  named  Williams  was  also  beverely  in- 
jured. Tho  explosion  was  caused  by  a  little 
girl  putting  lighted  matches   into   a  can  o 

powder. 

An  accident  on  the  Fort  Scott  and  Gulf  Rail- 
road, Thursday,  near  Lacygne,  Ks.,  ditched 
a  freight  train,  killed  fireman  Pender,  seri- 
oueiy  injured  brakemaii  Van  Tassel,  and 
shgbtly  injured  J  Collins,  Esq.  The  accident 
was  caused  by  the  displacing  of  a  rail  by  some 
murderous  villain.  The  people  of  Lacygne 
are  mnch  incensed,  and  would  hang  the  guilty 
party  if  known. 

The  Glenn  House  Vppeal  newspaper  ©fficc 
and  Btvcral  stores  and  shops  in  Paris,  Monroe 
county.  Mo.,  were  burned  on  Wednesday 
morning.  Loss  heavy,  but  amount  not  re- 
ported. 

WiLU.\M  Banta,  aged  45,  was  found  dea1S 
and  covered  with  blood  on  the  steps  of  a  sa- 
loon in  New  York  on  Thursday.  The  bar- 
lender  of  the  saloon  and  five  other  persons 
have  been  arrested  to  await  tho  investiga- 
tion into  the  cause  of  bis  death. 

The  West. 

A  TELtaaA-M  from  Paola,  Kansas,  slater 
that  some  fiouds  removed  a  rail  from  the  track 
of  the  Missouri  River  and  Gulf  Railway,  be- 1 
tweeu  llarnaid  and  Lacygne,  by  which  a 
freight  train  with  eight  loaded  cars  and  the 
engine,  bound  northward,  were  ditched,  be- 
tween  10  and  11  o'clock  Wednesday  night, 
killing  the  fireman  and  badly  injuring  iho 
conductor,  cngiuecrand  traUeman.

AoiRLuamed  Julia  Duggan,  ten  years  of 
age,  broke  through  the  ice  on  Des  Plaincs 
River,  at  Joliet,  111.,  on  New  Year's  day,  and 
was  drowned. 

Two  aiuBDEKs  were  committed  in  St.  Louis 
on  New  Year'j*.  John  Ward  beat  Patrick  Mc 
Goveiu  on  the  bead  with  a  biiek  so  Periouely 
that  ho  dicil  the  same  night,  and  two  unknown 
men,  partly  drunk,  met  on  tho  street  and  got 
into  an  altercation,  which  re-ulted  in  a  flght. 
One  man  knocked  the  other  down,  and 
plunged  a  knile  through  bi-i  forehead,  break- 
ing the  blade  and  leaving  part  of  it  in  the 
man's  head.

Generil  'Sam"  Houston,  United 
States  Senator  from  Texas,  was  phys- 
ically A  magniticent  (specimen  of  man- 
hood. His  dress  was  extravagantly 
outre,  suggebtive  of  both  the  frontiers- 
man and  the  ludiau.  He  possessed  a 
great  mind  aud  a  great  heart,  aud  his 
many  peculiarities  were  harmleBs  and 
endearing  rathor  tlian  repulsive.  His 
courtesy  to  womt^n  was  rcmaikable  and 
he  never  addressed  one  otherwiise  than 
as  ladi/.  "  OiKid  morning,  lady,"  was 
bis  iuvnriable  salutation  to  any  fnir 
iriend  whom  he  mot  at  the  breaklast- 
table  or  elsewhere  during  the  earlier 
hours  of  the  day.

New  Bailroad  Bridge. 

The  great  iron  bridge  of  the  Chi- 
cago, Alton  and  St,  Louia  Bailroad 
Company,  crossing  the  Mississippi 
river  at  Louisiana,  Mo.,  was  completed 
on  Wednesday,  and  a  train  of  cars 
pi'ssed  over  it.  This  bridge  consists  of 
nine  spans,  ranging  from  160  to  260 
feet  in  witdh.  The  draw,  which  is  444 
foet  in  length,  is  the  longest  in  the 
world.  The  total  length  of  the  bridge 
is  2.052  feet.  In  it  are  5,000  cubic 
vards  of  masonry,  50,000  cubic  yards 
of  rip-rap,  and  250,000  cubic  yards  of 
earth  embankments  ;  aud  its  super- 
structure is  all  irou  of  the  best  qual- 
ity. The  whole  work  has  been  done 
in  less  than  six  mouths,  it  having  beeu 
commenced  iu  July  last.  A  dyke  half 
a  mile  long  is  being  built  from  the  H- 
liuois  shore  so  as  to  insure  a  permanent 
chonuel  through  the  draw.

lIuw|to  Keep  Hums. 

Every  scasioa  more  or  lesb  hams  aro 
destroyed  by  insects,  or  rendered  too 
tiupalfttablc  to  be  eaten  by  decent  peo- 
ple. By  folic  wing  this  method  the  in- 
sect can  be  entirely  kept  at  a  distance, 
and  it  is  simple,  and  within  the  reach 
of  almobt  every  farmer  in  the  country. 
After  the  moat  has  been  well  eured  by 
pickle  and  Hmoke,  take  Bome  clean 
ashes,  free  from  bits  of  coal,  moisten 
them  with  a  little  water  80  that  they 
will  form  a  paste,  or  e'se  just  wet  the 
hams  a  little,  and  run  on  the  dry  ashes. 
Rubbed  in  thoroughly,  they  serve  aa  a 
capital  insect  protector,  and  the  hams 
can  bo  hung  up  in  the  smoke  house  or 
wood  chamber  without  any  danger  of 
molestation. 

sweeny   Kcmcdy. 

An  Tndiauian  says  he  has  cured  a 
valuable  horse  in  this  way  :  Take  an 
old  ftockiuR  ;  make  a  little  bag  out  of 
some  part  of  if  four  or  five  inches  long ; 
till  it  with  Bait  ;  sew  the  end  up  ,  take 
a  bucket  with  some  water  in  it  ;  dip  iu 
the  bag  with  salt ;  now  double  up  your 
fihirt  sleeve,  and  rub  the  sunken  part 
for  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  llub 
freely,  occasionally  pulling  the  skin  so 
as  to"  loosen  it  after  rubbing.  Grease 
it ;  frebh  butter  is  best,  although  other 
grease  will  <lo.  .Tlub  it  in  also.  By  so 
doing  several  mornings  suecessively, 
no  doubt  the  mare  will  get  well.  It 
will  take  two  or  three  months  for  the 
sunken  part  to  grow  out  even  with  the 
other  parts.  It"  the  hair  rubs  oil',  it 
will  grow  again. 


feed  too  strongly  at  first,  and,  having 
commenced,  not  to  intermit  the  feed. 
Better  begin  low  and  increase  the  feed 
of  grain  as  the  winter  progresses. 

When  the  ewe  is  within  three  or  four 
weeks  ol  lambing  we  should  always 
feed  oats  if  possible.  It  strengthens 
the  animal  wonderfully  to  undergo  the 
labor  that  is  soon  to  come  and  sustain 
the  tax  on  her  system  during  parenti- 
tion.  If  grain  has  been  fed  regularly 
no  fear  need  be  felt  of  inflammatory  ac- 
tion. If  roots  have  been  previou.'^ly 
feed  do  not  intermit  them,  but  add  the 
oats  in  the  place  of  the  corn  that  it  is 
supposed  has  been  previously  fed. 
This  being  observed  and  due  care  hav- 
ing been  taken  against  frightening 
them,  as  previously  suggested,  no  fcurs 
need  be  entertained  but  that  the  flock 
will  winter  all  right,  and  como  out 
strong  with  their  lambs  in  the  spring.

Securing  Apple*  fur  the  «Kr   Year. 

One  of  the  most  successful  agricul- 
tunstri  ill  till-  country  is  Robert  Pell, 
who  has  a  1,200  acre  iarm.in  Ulster  Co., 
New  York,  all  ill  the  higliest  state  of 
cuUivation.  Que  feature  is  an  orchard 
of  200  acre.-*,  planted  exclusively  with 
the  Newtown  pippin,  and  the  product 
of  this  orehiiril  is  famous  iu  Europe  .le 
well  as  at  homo.  To  obtain  his  pres- 
ent perfection  in  fruit  culture,  Mr.  Pell 
btndied  Hio  iirt  'jf  pomology  and  loiUii- 
ed  how  to  assist  nature  in  her  ("llorts 
io  support  uiankiud.  Commonly  speak- 
ing, the  np|>l<'  tree  bears  every  alter- 
nate year.  Mr.  Pell  determined  upon 
having  an  iiumial  harvest,  and  to  give 
his  oroh  irl  a  hand-somc  start  he  sacri- 
ficed the  crop  of  a  bearing  year.  All 
the  applet  were  picked  while  green. 
He  diacovered  thai  the  germ  of  next 
year's  fruit  was  iu  existenco  i.t  the 
time  of  the  apple  harvest,  but  the  tree 
would  be  so  exhausted  that 
this         germ  would  fail  of 

development,  and  a  year  of  rest  would 
follow  before   another   crop   could    be 
produced.     Having  stopped    his  tree? 
from    fruiting  in   the    manner  I  have 
mentioned,  he  was  sure   of  a   crop   on 
what  was  generally  the  ofl-year,  and  he 
determined    to    follow  this   up    by    a 
treatmeiit  which  should  abolish  the  ofl"- 
year  sy.stem.     He  learned  that  trees  re- 
quire  a    variety  of  food,    the  chief  of 
which  is  found  iu  potash,  lime  and  so- 
da, and  his  orchard  has  been  thus   ted 
with  all  thesaect)s8  th:ithas  been  antic- 
ipated.    The  potaiih   i-t  found  in  wood 
ashes,    lime   is     obtained  from   oyster 
shells  at   low   cost,  (stone  lime  being 
undesirable,)    while  soda    is   supplied 
by  common  >ult.     In  orchards  thus  fed 
and  judici'-u^ly  pruned  cannot   f.iii    of 
Kucoess,    and   although  this   season  is 
generally  short   of  ajiples,    Mr.    Pell's 
crop  iu  of  usual  .dniudatice. 


Vaefiil  IllntH  and  UeclpiB. 

Cement  fob  Wood  Vessels.— A  mix- 
ture of  lime  clay  and  oxide  of  iron, 
separately  calcined  to  flne  powder, 
then  intimately  mixed,  kept  in  a  ch»8e 
vessel,  and  mixed  with  the  requisite 
quantity  of  water  wheu  used.  This 
will  make  the  resael  water-tight  if  the 
ingredients  are  good. 

Cold  Cbeam.— This    recipe  will   be 
found  very  nice  for  making  a  pleasant 
salve    for    chapped    hands    and    lips. 
Shave  very  fine  one  tablespoonful  of 
best  spermacetti ;  take  two  tablespoon 
fuls  of  pure  olive  oil,  and   one   table- 
spoonful  of  white  wax,  also  cut  into 
fine  shavings.     Put  all  mixed  ti>gether 
into  a  small  cup  placed   into   a  larger 
vessel  of  hot    water.     Let   the  water 
boil  around  it,  and  stir  gently  all   the 
time  until  the  mixture  is  of  the  con- 
sistency of  richest  cream.     Just  as  you 
remove  the  salve  from  the  tire  add  two 
drops  of  genuine  attar  of   roses,   and 
put    away    for   use    in    n  Kmall   obina 
gallipot,  closely  covered  with  a  bit   of 
kid. 

To  Clean  Kid  Gloves. — Place  a  flne 
towel,  folded,  on  the  table,  on   which 
lay  your  glove;  take  a  piece  of  flannel, 
and  with  the  forefinger   dip  it   lightly 
into  the  milk,  then  rub  it  about   twice 
on   a   piece   of  common    brown   soap; 
proceed  to  rub  the  glove,    commencing 
with  the  thuml ,  and  as  the  flannel  tin 
ger  lip  becomes  dirty  chango  it  till  no 
dirt  comes  otT  the  glove.     After  clean- 
ing the  front  and  back   of  the   tinger, 
open  the  finger  and  agaiu  lay  it  dowu 
flat,  this  time  to  clean  the  sides,  other- 
wise you   would   find  a  streak  of  dirt 
wnen  the  rIovo  is  dry.     After   the   fin- 
gers, clean  the  palm  and   back,  taking 
care  no   particle  escapes,  otherwise  a 
streak  will  appear.     When  the  glove  id 
dry  pull  it  out.  and  a  white  clean  glove 
will  be   the  result.     Too    much    soap 
stiffens  the  glove;  too  much   milk  is 
equally  objectionable. 

Recipe  fob  Ccbino  Meats. —The 
Germautown  Telegraph  gives  the  fol- 
lowing: To  one  gallon  of  water  take 
IJ  lbs  of  salt,  i  lb  of  sugar,  J^  oz  of  salt- 
petre, J  oz  of  potash  ;  in  this  ratio  the 
pickle  can  be  increased  to  atiy  quantity 
desired.  Let  these  be  boiled  together 
until  all  the  dirt  from  the  sugar  rises 
to  the  top  and  is  skimmed  oil'.  Then 
throw  it  into  a  tub  to  cool,  and  wheu 
cold,  pour  it  over  yonr  beef  or  pork, 
to  remain  the  usual  time— say  four  or 
five  weeks.  The  meat  mu^it  be  well 
covered  with  pickle,  and  should  not  be 
put  dowu  for  at  least  two  days  after 
killing,  during  which  time  slightly 
sprinkle  with  powdered  saltpetre, which 
removes  all  the  surface-blood,  etc., 
leaving  the  meat  fresh  and  clean.  Some 
omit  boiling  the  pickle,  and  find  it  to 
answer  well,  though  the  operation  of 
boiling  purifies  the  pickle  by  throwing 
off  the  dirt  alwavs  to  be  found  in  salt 
and  sugar.  If  this  recipe  is  properly 
tried,  it  will  never  Co  abandoned. 
There  is  none  that  surpasses  it,  if  so 
good.

Where 
tMiiy  a  ftw  iMf  kept,  and  the  children 
ate  allowed  to  have  lui  interest  in  them, 
a  little  c.ire  will  obviate  this.  Another 
vicious  practice  is  attempting  to  drive 
sheep  with  a  cur  dog,  which  is  ii  nui- 
sance which  r-»h<>uld  never  be  tolerated. 
Have  only  the  geutliest  of  collies  or 
none;  an  uniranuHl  dog  among  sheep 
is  only  a  gr.ido  better  than  a  wolf. 

Ctilti\ate  the  temper  and  allectiun  of 
sheep  to  tluit  degree  that  they  will 
allow  ^voiito  approacli  them  and  caleh 
them  at  any  time.  You  Avill  hud  that 
it  pays  always  to  have  yonr  flock  under 
this  fiubjeetion.  Jf  your  sheep  fly 
from  you  at  yonr  approach,  and  jump 
over  any  «»bi)tacle  that  may  be  iu  their 
way  iu  llieiv  fruutic  etlorls  to  escape, 
make  up  voit  mind  that  you  are  not 
ealeulaled  f<u  keeping  sheep  and  sell 
the  fl"ek  at  the  tirst  i>pportunity. 

For  cxtta  eu ly  lambs,  if  you  have  a 
(hotonghly  warm  place  for  lambing,  the 
ewe!3  should  V>e  put  t'.<  the  ram  about 
thetiist  of  Oetober.  They  will  then 
drop  their  lambs  about  February  Uist, 
since  the  average  period  of  gestatieu  of 
the  ewe  if.  about  1-52  da.>!<.  Lambs  fur 
killing  yoiiiig  .should  not  bo  dropped 
later  than  the  lirst  o.  March,  which  is 
about  the  time  for  ail  of  them  to  come 
except  a  few  for  extra  early  lambs.  The 
better  clasn  of  hotels  is  always  eager  to 
obtain  theae  very  early  lambs  at  fancy 
prices,  if  they  be  really  prime. 

Thus  a  few  of  the  ewcs  having  beeu 
tupped  early  iu  September,  let  the  bal 
ance  be  served  during  the   latter   days 
of  September  and  the  first  days  of  Oc- 
tober.    When  bleeding  for  mutton  it 
is  better  to  provide  a  proper  place  for 
lambing,  and  have  even  the  lambs   in- 
tended lor  ripe  muttou   come  as   early 
as  March,  since  they  stand   the  winter 
much  better  than  later  ones.     From  the 
time    the    rutting  season    is  over,   the 
ewes  being  with  young,  they  should  bo 
well    cared    for    and    provided  with  a 
warm  'laru  ;  if  the  basement  of  a  bank 
barn  so  much  the  better.     Thi.s  should 
be  at  all  times  kept  well   littered,    and 
the  yard  ids  >   should   be  carefully  at- 
tended to  in  this  respect.     Feed  plenty 
of  sweet  bay  and  a   little   grain   every 
day.    and   salt   regularly  ;  iu   fact,  let 
them  have  access  to  salt   at   all   times. 
Thev  will  then  take  only  just  what  they 
need.     If  apples  are  plenty,  or   if   you 
raise   beetb,    carrotn,   turnips   or  pars- 
nips, you  may  fted   about  a  quart  of 
these  each  day  to  shetsp  with  profit. 

Sheep  also  relish  oat  straw  if  bright 
and  clean  ;  the  leaves  of  corn  fodder 
are  also  eagerly  sought  after  by  tht^m. 
All  these  should  be  supplied  if  jiossi- 
ble,  for  sheep  like  a  change  iii  their 
food  and  seem  to  relish  it  more  strong- 
ly than  any  other  farm  stock.  Care 
Bhould  be  taken  in  feeding  grain  not  to 


Euf'HRED  Applks  — Tttko  ten  apples 
of  bright  fresh  color — Spitzenbergs  are 
nice- -wash  them  and  put  them,  with- 
out paring,  into  a  saucepan  with  a  cup 
of  water,  and  cover  closely.  When 
nearly  cooked  add  a  full  cup  of  white 
sugar  and  flavoring  of  cinnamon  or 
vanilla,  and  let  them  simmer  ten  min- 
utes. Then  lift  the  apples  up  tenderly 
into  a  glass  dish,  and  pour  the  syrup, 
when  it  has  partially  cooled,  over 
them.  .\  Kpocmful  of  rich  ereaui  add- 
ed to  each  apple  when  served  out  will 
be  found  a  great  improvement. 

CoFFEK     FOR     FK8T1V.\L.><. — TLis  bi  v- 

crage  may  be  made  on  a  large  scale  as 
fiillows  :  Parch  and  grind  the  coflee 
and  put  it  into  lidiinel  bags,  each  hold- 
ing about  half  a  pound  ;  sew  them  up 
lightly  all  round.  When  the  festival 
time  comes,  heat  in  a  cican  wash- 
boiler  as  much  water  as  will  be  re- 
quired for  the  first  making  of  coflee  ; 
when  it  boils  throw  iu  one  or  two  of 
the  bags  and  let  them  V>oil  ten  or  fif- 
teen minutes,  more  or  less,  according 
to  the  strength  desired.  Then  take 
them  out.  Add  boiling  water  when 
necessary  and  throw  in  another  bag  ol 
eoft'ee,  allowing  it  to  remain  ten  or  fif- 
teen minutea  more  only,  as  before.  In 
this  way  the  beverage  w  ill  be  kept  aro 
niatic  as  well  as  strong,  and  the  bitter- 
ness of  long- boiled  coflee  is  prevented. 

To  M.\KE  Rye  BnEAD.— Set  your 
sponge  as  for  wheat  bread,  at  night ;  iu 
the  morning  add  a  little  salt  ;  wet  up 
with  sweet  milk  ;  do  n^it  mix  it  with 
the  liamls,  but  instead  sflV  w  ith  an  iron 
spoon  ;  grease  your  pans  ;  drop  in  your 
dough,  let  it  rise  and  shove  into  the 
oven,  aud  you  will  find  it  much  sweeter 
and  better  than  if  you  had  mixed  it 
hard  with  the  hands.  Rye  bread  is 
healthful,  as  a  change,  alternating  be- 
tween wheat  bread,  also  giving  a  better 
appetite  than  either  one  or  the  other 
all  the  while.  City  people  think  it  a 
great  treat  wh»»u  we  place  rye  bread 
before  them.  Why  they  do  not  have  it 
made  at  home  is  more  than  I  can  com- 
prehend. 

U.    S.    Grant    Cake.— One    pound 
flour,  one  pound  butter,  one  of  sugar, 
ten    eggs,    one    gill    of   braudy,    two 
pounds  of  currents,  two  and  a   half   of 
raisins,  half  a  pound  of  citron,  half  an 
ounce  maee,  half  an   ounce   cinnamon, 
two  nutmegs,  one  teaspoon  ful  ginger, 
half  a  Avine-glass  rose-water  ;  euriukle 
currents  and   raisins    with    flour,    mix 
brandy   and   rose  water  together,  add- 
ing the  spice  thereto.     Stir  butter  and 
sugar    together,  beat    the    eggs    very 
light,  aud  add  to  the  butter  and  sugar. 
Add  part    of    the    flour,  then  add    the 
spices  and  liquors,  then  the   flour  aud 
the  currents  and  raisins.     Stir   all   to- 
getber,  butter  a  large  pan,    and   cover 
the  sides  and  bottom  with  white  paper 
well  buttered,  then  put  in  some  of  the 
cake,  then  some  citron,  then  cake  and 
citron,  and  bo  on  until  the  cake  is  in 
the  pan.     Bake  four  or  five   hour-i,    or 
until  it  is  done  thoroughly.

Tnosu  who  »ball  Infclst  npon  any  ondPlon 
of  luattriil  interest  to  the  public,  will  pr.itialdy 
be  met  by  the  old  argument  of  "uufriendly  an.l 
unjust  discrimination,"  since  all  ihe  oher  roads 
lo  Iho  State  are  not  before  the  Legislaiure  for

"The  primary  cause  of  the  agitation 


iimrdiscontent  of  labor  tod  ly.  is  found 
in  the  insatiable  greed  of  cjpital,  which 
has  demanded  and  securotl  for  it.*clf 
special  and  unjust  privileges  at  the 
hands  of  n  itional  and  Stitu  h^gisla- 
tures," 

"I  n  a  representative  democratic  gov- 
ernment liKo  ours,  tlicre  is  but  one 
well  grounded  cause  of  alarm  among 
Ihe  common  people,  as  to  tho  deuiinds 
and  powers  and  encro  ichments  of  cap- 
ital. That  cause  exists  in  the  willing- 
ness of  legislatures  to  grant  special 
privileges  to  corporations. 
'  "Extraordinary  rights  and  immuni- 
ties by  means  of  corporate  charters 
c  inferred  upon  aggregated  capital,  are 
dangerous  to  Iho  welfare  .and  to  the 
liberty  ofthe  masses." 

The  tendency  toward  centralization 
is  probably  inherent  iu  and  ineradi- 
cable from  the  progressive  business 
spirit  ofthe  age,  andallof  its  influence 
and  effects  are  not  bul  ;  but  the  lon- 
deocy  needs  not  to  be  fostered  by  le;i- 
islation— it  meds  not  the  aid  of  the 
Stale.  It  i«  suftlelently  atrono;  ami  ag- 
gres.Mive  wilhoul  the  lielp  of  extrinsic 
iulluences.  Its  advances  are  in  aid  of 
capital,  not  of  labor  :  of  the  few,  not  of 
the  masses. 

While  I  think  legislative  control  of 
this  subject  is  essential  to  our  prosper 
ity  and  have  no  doubt  of  its  ultimate 
general  adontlon,  1  am  not  free  from 
doubts  whether  we  shall  not  find  the 
act  of  1871  (i  f  maintained)  too  arbitrary 
and  uneUstic. 

It  miy  be  contended  with  much  force 
that  all   roads   cannot   be    required  to 
carry    passengers   and    freight    at    the 
same  rates  without  injustice;  that  a  car 
load  of  goods  should  be  taken    over   a 
road  cheaply  ciu-tructed,    easily   kept 
open  in  wint  r,  and  doing  an  immunso 
business,  at  less  expense  than  over  an- 
other costing  twice  or  thrice   as   much, 
operated  at  great    cost    and    doing   a 
limited  business    ;  that  events   might 
justify  a  change  in    the    rates    on    the 
samo'road  at  ditt'erent  times  and   under 
changed  c'lrciiinstances,  and  hence  that 
the  substitution  of  a    commission,    for 
the    present    inflexible     standard    by 
which  all    rates    are     required    to   bo 
giiaged,  is  advisable.     This  Boanl.  after 
making    themselves      thoroughly     ae- 
quainted  with  the  circumstances  of  all 
the  roads,  might  liv  and    osUiblish   the 
freight    taritVs  upon  each,  or  the  com 
panies  themselves  be  left   to  do  this   as 
at  present,  an  appeal  to  be  proviiled  to 
the  Doaid  in  nil    cases    of  complaint, 
and   perhaps     In     all   important  cases 
from  the    derI.«ion    ofthe    Board   to   a 
court  of  reroid— the    charges  allowed 
or  rates  fixe  1  by  the    Board,   and   their 
decision,  to  be  "received  by  all  courts  as 
prima  laeie  rfasonttble  and  lawful. 

But  if  every  person  'aggrieved  by 
over  charges  or  unjust  dtseriniinatiou 
is  c  impelled  to  go  to  the  courts  for  re- 
lief in  the  tlrst  instance,  and  the  onus 
rests  with  him  to  make  out,  by  proof 
of  au  inlinite  number  of  eircuinstanci  s. 
the  unreasonahlene^s  of  the  company's 
action,  to  b?  determine  1  by  a  court 
and  jury  with  no  praclicil  knowledge 
of  the  business,  or  spet^ial  knowledge 
ofthe  principles  invidved,  as  is  almost 
of  neeessitv  the  c  ise,  the  time,  trouble, 
and  expense  involved  in  every  con- 
troversy m  ikes  the  remedy  feared  m  »re 
then  the  disease,  except  in  extreme 
cases . 

(fentlenien  of  high  integrity  and  adc 
quale  aetpiiremoiiis,  nominated  by  the 
(Jovernof  .ml  confinn'd  by  the  Senate, 
might  in  onjunction  with  the  Com 
missioner,  constitute  sit.  h  Board— 
the  Commissioner  upon  reciving  a 
complaint  to  convene  the  Boar.l  to  de 
t-rmine  the  matter-the  general  dutio 
of  his  ortiee  remaining  a-i  now  fixed  by 
law.

Whither,  eon- 
sideriug  the  extent  of  the  inten  sis  nt 
stake  to  therailrotd  <a)mpanie-<,  an  I 
the  complicated  and  delical ;  nature  of 
thoir  iluties,  a  Board  could  be  create  I 
that  wouhl  maintain  the  conlidenee  of 
Ihe  people. 

It  is  now  plain  th.at  competition  be- 
tween rival  companies  will  never  give 
the  lequired  relief.  The  facts  which 
have  multiplied  on  every  hand,  both  in 
this  countiy  and  Europe,  seem  to  me  to 
amount  t>  u  dem  >n-lr.ilioii  on  this 
point.  The  purchase  and  operation  ol 
the  roads  by  the  Stite  or  the  general 
g.>vernment"  are  Impracticable  and  s  > 
out  of  the  question.  Were  thi^y  pracfi 
cable,  it  might  allbrd  the  most  satisfac- 
tory solution  of  the  problem.  The 
English  and  Atuericau  syst'-m,  which 
implies  no  State  ownership  and  no 
State  control,  has  prove  I  e\i»ensive  tind 
unsatisfactory  to  everybody  except  to 
the  corporations  enjoying  exclusive  do- 
minion. 

The  Belgian  system,  implying  an 
owner.ohip  hy  the  State  of  lines  eiudigh 
t')  shape  and  control  tho  |»  dicy  and 
management  of  them  all,  has  proved 
the  most  ecououiieal  and  acceptable  to 
the  public. 

The  Krench  system,  signifying  strict 
governmental  inspi-etion  and    super  vis 
i'ln  of  all  the  roa  Is  in  the  empire,  re..,'u 
lating   their  charges    and   alliwing  no 
tarill"  advances   vviihout   showing  good 
cause    and   obtaining    Icive— has   pr.»- 
tected  the  people  against   rings,  cnubi- 
natioii.H, consolidations  and  extortion- 
.securing  to  them  equitable  an  I  uniform 
taritfs,   whih'   the   rates    allowed  hav.' 
been  sufficiently  liberal,  and  the  acti.'U 
of  the  government  so  prudent  and  con- 
servative, that  railroad    intiresls   have 
had  a  steady  and   wholesonie  develop- 
ment without    those   wild  spcculilivc 
eras  which  have  here   perioiicilly   dis 
lurbul    the    husint'ss   and  hnancei  of 
the  entire  country,  and  by  tlieir   explo 
sions  overwhelmed  mlllons  in   bank- 
ruptcy and  despair. 

1 1  appears  to  me  that  an  approxima 
lion  t  >  the  Frendi  system  is,  in  our  cir- 
cunisiance-i,     more      practicable      and 
pr.Mitiies  us  m  >re  relief  than  any  other 
sehetue. 

Neither  c.in  Stale  acti-m  al.Mie  ac- 
c.nnplish  all  that  should  be  attained  by 
legislation. 

The  cKpen.e  of  tran-p  irling  to  and 
from  the  great  markets  of  Ihe  East  is 
the  chi -f  grievance  of  which  we  com- 
plain, although  way  rates  are  in  many 
casjs  excessive.  Wh.  ther  the  State-, 
intermediate'  between  us  and  the  Atlm 
lio  seaboard  will  take  any  action  in  the 
promises— what  rates  they  will  fix  or 
what  they  will  accomplish  if  ihey  make 
the  attempt,  ws  can  only  guess.  ShouM 
the  rates  n  it  be  ma  le  less  on  our  grain 
as  it  passes  through  those  States  th  in 
rates  It  will  be  necessary  to  fix  upon 
their  own  g.io  Is  in  order  to  enaole 
roa-ls  10  d  >  local  business  at  tdl,  their 
legi9liti)n  can  work  us  no  benetit.  In 
my  annual  me-.sage  uddre-sed  to  the 
Lesrisluture  tw.>  years  ag->.  I  expross«'<l 
th- opinion  t'lit  "harmony  and  unifor- 
mity on  till'  great  through  r'Uites  trav- 
ersing elilfci-ent  Stitcs  will  only  b.^ 
secured  wh.-n  Congr.ss  —  un  ier  it^ 
p  jwers  for  regulating  commerce — shall 
assume  control  of  the  matter.'  After 
considerable  reflection,  it  still  appears 
lo  me  that  the  same  reasons  that  justify 
and  demand  State  control,  r..quire  Con- 
gress t")  supervise  the  through  tariffs 
of  the  greit  int'jr-Slatc  linca. 

Tlie  railways  of  to-diyhave  become 
as  tench  the  great  highways  and  arteries 
of  comuieri-e  and  travel  as  were  lakes, 
rivers  and  the  common  roa  Is  in  the 
last  century,  tanl  that  they  sh.ould  be 
considered  as  exclusively  tne  property 
ot  their  nominal  slockhilders,  and  as 
independent  of  all  public  ontrol  as  the 
lands  of  the  freeholder,  or  the  store  and 
gooJs  of  a  merchant,  is  a  proposition 
thtU  the  world  will  never  a^s.mt  to  in 
the  future,  whatever  blin  I  concessions 
it  may  have  made  in  the  past.  Should 
it  be  determined  that  the  companies 
alone  have  the  power  to  mike  schedules 
and  prescribe  rates,  independent  of  all 
legislative  contral,  then  every  person 
agiineved  must  goto  the  courts  for  re 
lief,  and,  as  a  condition  of  recovery, 
must  establish  the  fact  in  every  case 
that  the  charge  is  au  unreisonable  one 
under  all  tli«  peculiar   circuQistaaceg 


alTectiuglhe  question.  This  will  be  a 
burdensome  and  expensive  undertak- 
ing, that  but  few  persons  will  have  the 
courage  to  •ncounter.  But  tho  Legisla- 
ture can  at  least  pre<»cribe  the  penal- 
ties which  shall  follow  a  conviction, 
even  to  the  couJemuallon  and  revoca- 
tion of  the  powers  and  franchises  of  the 
corporation  oll'ending;  and  this  will 
eventually  open  the  way,  through  a  re- 
granting  of  tho  roads  and  franchises  to 
the  old  company  with  restricted  pow- 
ers, or  to  a  new  corporation  which  shall 
take  them  subject  to  the  necessary 
reservations  to  the  State. 

We  should  not  delude  ourselves  how- 
ever with  the    idea     that     legislation, 
however   efflciently  'administered,    and 
however  friendly  the  courts,  is   all  that 
is  essential  to   obtain   cheap   tr.mspor 
tatiou.    It  could  undoubiedly   be  made 
a  powerful  auxiliary,  and  perhaps  our 
main   dependence   during   the   close  of 
navigation  when   railroads  are  without 
competition.     But  after  all  it  is   a  d<-ba- 
table  question  whether  wheat  and  other 
like   bulky   articles,    in    the   enormous 
ciuantities   now   and    hereafter   to    be 
produced,  can  bo   profitably  transport- 
ed by  rail.    The  less  cumbersome  pro- 
ductions,  and  tho    rapidly   increasing 
demands    of  general     commerce,   may 
work  nil  the  roads  which   are,   or   may 
be  built,  to  their  fullest  capacity.    The 
necessities  ofthe  cise  can  only  be  ful- 
ly met  by  a  comprehcnsivo  scheme  of 
internal"  improvements  embracing  the 
improvement  of  the   Mississippi   river, 
deepening  its  channel  and  cimstructing 
the  necessary  cinals  around  its   rapids 
and  the  Fort  Saint   Philip  Canal  at  its 
mouth— tho   Wisconsin  and  Fox    River 
Improvement -the  Niagara  Ship  Canal 
— of  the  Georgian  Bay  and     Lake  Erie 
Canal — tho     deepening     and     widen- 
ing  of     the    Erie      Canal    and      the 
uso     of    steam    thereon,     with    some 
route    of     water    communication    be- 
tween tho  Mississijipi  and  the   Atlantic 
balow  the  ice  line,  and  perhaps  a  double 
track  railroad  constructed  and  control 
led  (if  not  operated)  by  the  general 
govern  me  it . 

The  average  freight  of  a  bushel  of 
wheat  from  St.  Paul  to  Chicago  by  rail 
and  thence  by  water  via  New  York  to 
Liverpool,  is  CI  cents.  From  St.  Paul 
to  St.  Louis  7  1-2  cents,  and  thence  via 
New  Orleans  to  Liverpool,  all  the  way 
by  water,  .M  1-2  cents— a  saving  of  9  1  2 
e'cnt.s  per  bnshel.  On  an  average  ex- 
port of  2.''i  OC>0,(KH»  bushels  per  annum, 
this  would  enhance  the  value  of  our 
wheat  crop  $  2,.'n.''>,O0O  each  year. 

This  is  what  the  improveinent  of  tho 
Mississippi  River  up  to  the  re»iuired 
stanilard  signifies  to  Minnesota. 

And  aeain,  we  cannot  be  loo  often 
reminded  that  one  of  the  mo't  potent 
means  of  liberating  our  farmers  from 
their  dep.^ndeiice  upon  Liverpool  and 
tho  Ea.st,  is  the  annihilation  of  the  dis- 
tance b'tsveon  their  firms  and  their 
markets  by  biinging  the  producer  and 
consumer  together.  Let  tho.se  who 
make  our  agricultural  Implements,  spin 
and  weave  our  wool,  manufacture  our 
whett  into  flour,  and  m-fke  all  the  use- 
ful things  lor  which  we  spend  our 
inone}'.  \y.\  go  fir  as  possible,  brought 
to  Utf  with  their  innumerable  shops  and 
faetories,  to  consume  our  products  and 
multiply  the  values  of  our  possessions. 
Full  relief  muH  come  from  all  these 
sources  combineiL

Sii.ee  your  Jidjouriiuieut,  I  have  re- 
ceived comninnicUioiis  from  the  hon- 
orable comniittee  havii'g  Ihe  charge  of 
this  cntorpriso,  suggesting  the  methrKl 
of  raising  tho  requireel  means,  and 
handsomely  acknowledging  Minnesota's 
donation  to  the  general  work  of  deelici- 
tion  It  is  proposed  that  appropria- 
tions be  made  by  the  States,  and  contri- 
butions by  tho  citio'S  which  furnished 
forces  to  the  Army  of  tho  Potomac, 
that  fought  the  battle  and  won  the  vic- 
tory of  Gctiy.sburg.  These  comninni- 
catious  will  ho  laid  before  you  and  the 
whole  subject  submitted  to  your  consid- 
eration. I  trust  that  when  the  roll-call 
of  patriotism  Is  sounded,  Minnesota 
will  never  bo  found  at  the  rear.  I  have 
caused  to  be  forwarded  to  the  trustees 
of  the  Anlietam  battle-field  and  ualion- 
nl  cemetery  the  appropriation  hereto- 
fore mide  (or  their  benefit. 

A  hiiudsome  monument  to  the  mem- 
ory of  the  sohliers  of  the  Fifth  Kegi- 
ment  Minnesota  Volunteer  Infantry, 
buried  iu  the  cemetery  at  Fort  Ridge- 
13",  provided  tor  at  your  last  session,  has 
been  duly  erected.  It  stands  15  feet 
ten  inches  high,  and  is  constructed  of 
tho  best  quality  of  Vermont  marble, 
with  lower  base  of  Kasota  .stone,  three 
feet  three  inches  square,  two  feet  two 
inches  high,  v\ltich  supports  a  marble 
base,  die,  e^tp  anil  spire,  or  shaft,  all 
symmetrically  ppoportionod.  On  the 
monument  is  inscribed  the  dale  of  its 
erection  by  the  State,  and  the  names  of 
the  deceased. 


At  the  adjournment  of  the  last  ses- 
sion ofthe  i.,egislatrtre,  the  State  was 
in  correspondence,  tliroui^h  its  agents, 
with  a  delegation  of  (rerman-Russo 
M.-nonites,  representing  abmtt  sOtX)  fam- 
ilies intending  to  emigrate  from  Russia. 
The  delegation,  fourteen  in  number, 
had  then  reached  the  conntrv,  but  not 
tho  State.  Through  the  Invititlion  ex- 
tend, d  to  them  to  visit  us,  the-y  came 
to  Minnesota  hv-t  summer,  and  made  a 
thorough  and  practical  exploration  of 
the  Slate.  The  bill  before  the  Legisla- 
ture fof  an  appropriation  in  aid  of  im 
tnigration  hnving  failed,  the  existing 
boiinl  of  imiuicration  proposed  to 
take  no  action 

I  deemed  it  to  tho  interesb)f  the  State 
that  some  suitable  person,  who  could 
speik  their  language  and  w.is  well  tic 
qiiainted  with  the  State,  shiuild  lie  au- 
thorized to  receive  said  delegation  on 
tliiir  arrival  and  accompany  them  on 
their  tour  of  investigation,  thatihcy 
should  not  be  misled  in  the  interest  ol 
private  speculations,  or  of  rival  .States 
or  .sections,  and  accordingly  appointed 
lion.  Wm.  Seegcr,  w  ho  h:id  previously 
been  in  correspondence  with  them,  the 
agent  of  Ihe  Slate  for  such  piirpos". 
Mr  Seeger  aecompiuied  them,  as  well 
as  a  subsi'»|uenl  delegation,  whom  he 
went  to  Elkhart,  Indiana,  to  meet,  and 
ICC  dupinied  to  Minnesota,  all  over  the 
State,  making  a  thorough  and  practical 
iiispeclion  of  its  various  resources 

Twentv  familic',  out  of  thirty-five 
who  landed  in  this  country  early  in  the 
season,  have  purchase  1  lands  and 
settled  in  Cottonwood  cmnly  in  this 
Stiite,  as  a  consequence  of  the-ie  efl"orls 
and  inve-iti.gations,  au  1  .are,  lam  in 
formed,  well  pleased  wilh  our  people 
and  satisfied  with  Ihe  location  they 
have  made.  It  is  to  be  hoped  and  ex- 
pected, if  a  juelicious  course  is  puriued 
toward  them,  that  this  is  but  the  fore- 
runner and  nucleus  of  numerous  hap- 
py and  wealthy  Poltlements  of  these 
people,  and  others  who  pronii.se  to 
fidlow  them. 

Mr.  Seeger  has  made  a   report  to  me 
which  I  hertiwith  submit,  and  a-k  your 
attention  to  the  many  facis  and  thotiobt 
ful   suguestions  and    recommeuilations 
it    contains.      Immigration     into    this 
State,  for  the  past   two  years,    has  per 
ceptibly  diminished,   and  if   we  would 
reaj)  of  this   field,    rich  in    wealth  and 
numbers,  we  cannot  sleep  while    the 
energy  and  money  of  our  more  enter 
prising    neighbor's    carry    oQ'  au  ea«y 
victory. 

OttOLOUICAL  SCHVEY. 

Under  the  legisUtion  of  the  last  ses- 
sion, the  B  )ard  of  Regents  were  requir- 
ed to  direct  the  iinmetliale  survey  of 
Ihe  peat  deposits  of  the  State,  and  to 
cause  an  investigation  of  and  report  on 
the  salt  springs. 

While  these  special  investigations 
have  e>ccupied  a  con.siderablo  share  ol 
the  feiMon's  work,  the  pmgresa  ofthe 
general  survey  h'ls  also  been  pushed  so 
f.ir  as  the  means  and  tho  time  would 
permii. 

The  field  of  observations  has  been  in 
the  southern  and  southwestern  por- 
tions ofthe  State.  The  counties  of 
Nobles,  Cottonwood  and  Jackson  have 
been  pretty  ihoioughly  explored  for 
peat,  and  tho  valley  of  the  Minnesota, 
together  vvth  those  of  some  of  its  trib- 
utaries, have  been  subjected  to  a  more 
thorough  geiloglcal  examination  than 
they  had  over  before  received. 

The  result  ofthe  seison's  work,  both 
scientific  and  economical,  are  highly 
interesting  and  important  Some  of 
the  questions  relating  to  the  fuel  sup- 
plv,  whether  of  pelt  or  coal,  are  fully 
and  quite  conclusively  discussed  in  the 
report  of  the  Slate  Geologist.  In  the 
discussion  ofthe  value  of  our  peat  de- 
posits, several  orignal  analyses  are 
appeiide  I,  perf.irmed  by  the  chemist  of 
the  survey.  The  different  methotls  of 
I  renting  peat  are  described,  and  various 
suggisivc  comnaris.ins  with  wood  are 
made  showing  its  heating  power. 

In  the  matter  of  the  salt  springs, 
nothing  further  has  been  elone  than  to 
ascL-rtain  definitely  the  location  ofthe 
springs  and  the  condition  of  the  U.  S 
land  grant  which  the  Legislature  has 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Biard  of 
Regents  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
survej''. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  survey  may  now 
proceed  to  completion  as  rapielly  as 
passible.  There  is  no  surer  way'  to 
devel  ip  the  resources  ofthe  State  than 
to  publish  reliable  reports  thereon  by 
sclent  3ts  who  can  speak  authoritative- 
ly and  knowingly  of  what  ihey  may 
see.  The  intent  of  the  liw  is  that 
every  separate  county  be  caretully  ex 
amined.  The  work  hitherto  has  been 
mainly  that  of  a  reconnoissance.  De 
tailed  county  surveys  will,  I  am  in- 
forniC'l,  be  begun  next  year.

DEPART.MEXT  OK   INSURANCE. 

By  reference  to  tho  last  report  of  the 
Insi'irance  Cemmissienor,  it  will  be  ob- 
served that  the  total  ivssels  of  tho  vari- 
ous fire  and   life   insurance  companies 
operating  in  the  Slate,  amounted  at  the 
close  of    T872  to    $:;40, 308,509  20,  and 
that   the   premiums  collected   by  these 
companies  during   tho   vear  reached   a 
total  of  $1,172,171.70      It  thus   appears 
that  the  aggregate  sum   annually   paid 
by  tho  people  of  this  .Stale  for  inelem- 
nity  against  the  vicissitudes  of  life  and 
fortune,  is  more  than  double  the  aunual 
taxes  collecteil  for  the  various  ordinary 
purposes  «d'   State  gavernment.     Con 
sidering  the  magnitude  and  sacred  char- 
acter of  the  trusts  involved,  it  may  well 
be  donbted  if  the  public  interests  in  any 
other  dirccti.m  m^ire   imperatively  dt;- 
mand  a  watchful  and  efticient  supervis- 
ion.    The   results   of    the  law  of   1872, 
creating  this  dep.irtment,  fully  justify 
the  wisdom  ol'  this  cnactinent,  while  In 
view  of  the  wide  pidilic  distrust  arising 
from   the    exactions    and    mismauage- 
mcnl  of   corporate    bodies,    I    ciiinot 
iloubt  your  fav.orable   cousieleration   of 
such  measures  as  will  a'd  to  enforce  its 
salutary  provisions. 

The  "department,  while  sub.serving 
grave  public  intere'sls,  entails  uo  ex- 
pense up'di  the  Stile,  but,  on  Ihe  con- 
trarj',  an'ords  it  a  revenue,  the  tolal  ex- 
penses since*  its  orgauiziition,  exclusive 
of  printing,  having  bt-en  but  $3,0St.?.3, 
while  the  aggregate  receipts  derived 
from  licenses  and  fees  provided  by  law, 
have  reached  the  sum  of  $7,9.')0  '2.5. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  trt-asurer's  re- 
p.irt,  that  the  two  per  cent  tax  on  pre- 
miums for  the  year  ending  November 
;10,  187:^,  yielded  it  revenue  to  the  State 
of  *. '1,853.02.

This  institution  has  miintained  its 
high  standard  of  us.  fulne-s  and  excel- 
lence during  the  yo.ir. 

The  d  !>  Viltnent  of  the  inmates  has 
been  good.  Their  progre-.s  in  learning 
and  in  overcoming  the  vicious  habits  of 
their  past  lives  is  very  encouraging. 

Allhoiigh  the  average  number  of  tho 
alteiidar.t--  htis  be  mi  larger  than  during 
any  preceding  year,  ahnoal  perfect 
health  has  prevailed— the  result  of  reg- 
ul.ir  hours,  a  wholesome  diet  and  en- 
foreel  cleanliness.  The  managers  in 
their  annu  il  report  call  your  attention 
forcibly  t  >  the  fact  that  the  c  mimit- 
uient  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  iu- 
mitos  can  be  directly  traced  to  the 
Intemperate  hsbils  o"f  their  parents 
The  statements  of  the  cases  of  many  of 
these  litllo  outcasts,  driven  iu  their  ten- 
tier  years  from  their  homes  Into  the 
streets,  friendless,  and  in  destitulion, 
until  llieiy  have  found  a  home  iu  this 
asvlum,  will  tou<  h  the  heart  and  moisten 
the  eye  of  the  most  matter  of-course 
rea.ler.  I  comiuMul  the  facts  and  argu 
mollis  presented  in  Ihe  report  to  your 
lU'isl  Serious  consiileration. 

The  Warden  of  the  State  Pri.son  also 
attributes  to  intemperance  seven-eighths 
of  the  crimes  for  which  convicts  are 
senleuee.l  to  his  cusloly. 

The  olij-.'cl  of  the  Reform  School  is 
the  reformation  of  its  iutnales  and  the 
prevention  of  crime,  but  it  seems  that 
the  main  sjirino  of  much 'misery  and 
crime  lie^  beliind  our  asylums  and  pris- 
ons, and  that  their  numbers  are  but  a 
measure  of  tlie  depth  auil  force  ot  the 
evil. 

That  statesmanship  is  the  best  which 
shall  successfully  deal  with  this  source 
of  misery  and  vice  rather  than  with 
their  symptoms  and  c->nse.|uence8.  Over 
one  hundred  boys  have  been  honorably 
from   tie 


tUelr  very  fonnd^tioDS  with  accumulated  ice- 
bergs, tha«  promising  a  demonstration,  on  a  re- 
spectable scale,  ofthe  trnth  of  the  "g'acla  the- 
ory." The  seweri  constmcted  avoid  these  dtf 
flcnltloi  and  tender  tbe  cells  dry  and  comforta 
ble 

Tbe  Incpflctors  estimate  tbit,  to  complete  tha 
prison  In  all  respects  accordlns:  to  the  plan  of 
accommolating  three  hundred  convicts,  will 
require  an  expendit  ire  01°  $85,000  more.  It  i-. 
left  with  you  whether  tbe  contemplate  1  a  Idi 
tioos  and  improvements  ahalt  be  coutinued  at 
present  or  poetpaned  antil  the  public  revenues 
arc  more  abnudai  t. 

The  exlst'ng  law  aVreviollng  the  sentences  ol 
convicts  for  good  behavior   has    au    excellent 
effect  in  maintaining  di^cipllue.     It    cannot    of 
conr«e  apply  to  life    convicts,    who,    realizing 
that  their  situ  at  ion  4  are  hopsless  a.^l  that  good 
behavior  brings  no   reward    to    them,    are    the 
most  tronblcsome  class  in  the  prison — not  only 
in  open  violations  of  discipline  but  a'so  in  con 
cocting  BChemee  for  a  "general   jail    delivery,'" 
and    fomeating     liiatibo-dinatiou     amocg   the 
other  convicts.     T^e  Board  therer>rd  raise  the 
inquiry  wheth.r  It  is   do"  possible  to  reach  tbi  < 
clase  by  olferiag  them  an  opportunity   of   earn- 
ing tbe  means  to  alleviate,  if  nottbclr  own  coa- 
dltlon,  that  of  a  dependent   faid.y   or  rela'ive; 
anl  suggests  that  a  strict  account  of    the   good 
time  earned  each  year  by  life  co  ivlcts  be  kept, 
and  that  the  State  pay  each  of  them    for   snci 
time  tbe  same  per  d^em  which  it   receives  frm 
tne  contractors  for  tbe  labor  of  such  prisoner. 
A  good  Buggestion,  but  it  should,  I   think,  have 
a   wider    application.     Every    prisoner  wh  se 
behavior  Is  merltorioas  sboald   tave  an   Inter- 
est in  bis  own  earnings,    which    he    ehould   b^ 
allo'ved  to  contribute  toward   the    support   of 
bis  family  or  to  lay  by,  that    he    may    not    bs 
wb,' lly  destltnte  and  dependent    npou    his   dis- 
cbarge from  confinement. 

Thia  destitution   reinforced   by  the  disgrace 
and  anspiciou  attaching  to   a  convict,   render- 
ing him  an  outcast,  and  too   often  etanuing   in 
tho  way  of  bis  earuiuit    the    means   to   supply 
even  tbe  absoluie  wants  of  nature.  l«   the   mos 
fruitful  source  of  a  return  to      criminal      life. 
When  an  boaeat  eCort  fall4  to  obtain  a  living, 
tbe    ordinary    conscience  ot     mankind    easily 
jastifles  a  resort  to  other  meins        Oor  penal 
lustit'Jlions  tboogb  agreat  ways  in  advance  ever 
those  of  a  former  age,  are  Btill  conducted  t.io 
much  npou  the  theory    that  mere  punishment 
and  not  reformation  is  the  main   object.      Not 
that  tbo  p'jnifebmenta  inflicted  upon  cinvicti  for 
InBubordi  jatlon  ire  any  longer  cruel  or  inhuman 
but  that   the    whoie  theory  jind    practice  of 
prison    life  appeals    too  much   to  tbe  ani  rai 
and  too  little  lo  tbe  manhood  of     the      con- 
vict. 

The  following  are  a  few  of  ibe  elementary 
principles  that  should,  be  incorporated  into  our 
system  of  prison  life. 

1st.  Continue  the  practice  of  shortening  Ihe 
sentence  by  an  allowance  tf  "gooit  time"  for 
good  behavior. 

•Jd.  Provide  for  a  proper  classiftcaliin  of 
priaoners  according  to  chai-anter,  and,  parhaps. 
the  r.ature  of  tho  crime  of  which  convicted,  that 
the  better  Bhall  not  be  contaminated  by  tli.^ 
worse — that  tbe  youug  and  Inexperienced  p.  is 
oner  shall  not  be  forced  into  daily  assocliiion 
with  the  hardened  criminal,  and  ompeiled  to 
absorb  all  bla  vices. 

Nine-tenths  of  those  confined  In  the  State 
Prison  since  1:  was  opened  have  been  sent  for 
their  first  offense.  When  a  new  prison  is  erect- 
ed, ae  oae  should  ba  be:ore  many  years,  Ihe 
two  prisons  and  Ibe  Reform  School  will  afford 
reasonable  opportunities  for  the  desired  classi- 
fication of  criminals. 

3d.  Give  every  prisoner  a  per  cenl.  of  hie 
eirnlnfs  If  I  la  labor  Is  let  by  the  State  to  con- 
tractors, let  the  namber  of  boors  that,  he  tball 
serve  them  be  fixed,  not  to  exceed  eight  pe 
day,  or  when  tba  natare  of  his  work  will  per- 
permlt  it,  let  the  number  of  piece*  that  snail 
constltnie  a  day  s  work  be  specfled  in  the  co  i- 
tract,  the  prisoner  to  bavo  extra  pay  for  all  ex- 
tra work. 

4tb.  Let  every  judicial  aentenco  of  more 
than  a  year  Include,  as  a  condition  of  h\i  re- 
leace  at  that  or  a  Bul>sequeui  time  (wilh  some 
exceptions  for  manifest  reasons)  that  the  iiris 
oner  shall  have  learned  or  practiced  a  trade — 
tbe  State,  of  course,  providing  the  inea-js, 
with  due  reference  to  bis  taste  or  t-kill. 
In  tbe  meant. me.  the  passage  of  a  law  wb'ch 
sb.uld  allow  the  Governor  10  remove  youn;; 
convicts,  under  a  certain^  specified  age,  and 
convicted  of  light  offenses,  from  Ihe  State 
Prison  lo  the  Reform  fcchool,  upju  thd  recom- 
mendation of  the  prison  iuspec'ors,  would,  I 
am  fully  persuaded,  have  a  most  beueficial 
elfect.

Ace  rdiug  y  alter  repeated  modiflca- 
ti'jus  of  ]>!aua  and  e<.timates,  iu  tbe  month  of 
August  contracts  were  let  for  tbe  two  buildinga 
for  the  aggek'Hte  eum  of  $49  525,  both  to  be 
completed  ou  the  first  day  of  August,  1874. 
Some  repairs  will  be  needed  on  the  old  build- 
ing to  harmonize  its  interior  with  that  of  the 
new  part.  Upon  the  pre«enta'lon  of  estimatea 
for  tj)is  purpose,  as  v.ell  as  for  the  beating  ap- 
para'ns,  and  tor  furniture,  you  wl'l  doubtless 
m&ke  the  necessary  appropriation.  A  consid- 
erable supply  of  apparatus  will  be  essential  to 
the  development  of  the  scientific  work  of  the 
Institution,  for  which  proTlalou  abeuld  be  made 
in  Boafou.

BELIEF  RECOMMKNDED.

Thir  r.monstrant  force  of  public  opinion  has 
produced  as  yet  few  practhal  results.  It  Us, 
however,  all  of  the  characteristics  which  have 
ahvay.-.  marked  the  preliminary  stages  of  great 
political  rev.dutlons  in  our  country,  beginning 
wiihcomw;alut.  progre'sing  Into  dlscu-<slou  and 
from  discussion  to  remedial  measures,  some- 
iliiifs  moderate,  sometimes  revolutlouary, 
wlo.se  suuver^lvo  character  has  always  been  lu 
direct  proportion  to  the  obduracy  of  reMstauce. 
Kor  no  interest,  no  matter  how  wealthv,  no 
matter  how  reputable  or  able,  no  matler  bow 
hoary  wlch  pre-ctlpiive  sancion,  or  apparent:y 
Intreuched  lu  coustilulioual  safeguards  devt.sed 
In  times  far  back  and  for  c  indltlons  not  Ihen 
foreKi-en.  has  ever  heeu  able  to  wlibsiand  the 
jiower  of  the  popular  will  when  brought.falrly  to 
bear  upon  li. 

We  are  at  this  time  entering  npon  an  epoch 
which  will  bj  a  marked  one  among  the 
manv  which  In  our  country  have  been  signalized 
by  coMesis  bet*eenthe  people  and  artlflcial 
histituiious  which  were  apparently  built  for 
perpetuity.  The  real  uuestloE  Is  bow  far  has 
the  orlg  nal  idea  of  a  "government  by  the  peo- 
ple, through  the  peopla  and  for  the  peojle"  be-- 
came  obsolete  through  those  gradual  procesM? 
hy  '  whkh  vital  elements  of  popular  sover 
elgnty  hava  been  abdicated  by  the  people,  and 
given  over  to  a  regency  of  private  Interestswork- 
Ing  for  a  purpose  nominally  pnhPc.  For  It  Is 
not  to  be  denied  ihat  there  has  Intervened 
in  our  Lffairs  a  political  agency  which  thi  ty 
years  ago  had  no  existence  whatever.  It  Is  noi 
Ihe  people  acting  Ihrongh  the  agency  ol  a  new 
party,  but  It  ls|capltal,  corporate  and  confedera- 
ted, seeking  its  private  ioiereste  through  statu- 
tory means  and  profaning  every  depirtmcnt  ol 
government  la  the  effort. 

Before  the  war  even,   lor  sceirp  men  hcd  ei 
prer-^ed  their  aiprehensioii]  that    the    tendency 
to  mass  the  most  important    busincsa    Interests 
into  the^form  of  corporations   is    franght    with 
danger  fo  our  political    Insntnilons.       At    that 
lime,    however,    these    attiilclal    bodies    were 
much  less  numerous  than  il.iy  now  are.    They 
acted  Indepandently  and  w.-re  compeiltory.     In 
scarcely  any  Instat-ce  had   .hey  commenced    to 
yield  to  that   tendency    towards    consoii.la.lon 
which     Is  classifying    and      massing    the   cor- 
porate Interests  of  the  country  by    an    elective 
force  which  until  recently  has  beenjperfectly  re- 
sistless.    Within  the  last  twelve  years,    and    by 
a  system  of  centralisation  which  Is  at  war  with 
the  elementary   prlncble*   of  our    instlintlons, 
these  corforatliins,  which  are  the  most  Import- 
ant and  ai  the  same  time  tbe    most    dangerous 
In     revolt    of    all      tbe      aaxi  larles    of     our 
livlli/atlou,  have  coab-sced    by    confederatious 
of  properly,  franchises  and  abilities  so  compr,!- 
beiislve,  so  able  and  so  reao'ate  that  tbelr   con- 
tiol  of  tho  powers  which  make,  declare  and  exe- 
CK.te  the  I'tw  hits  bccomo  a    marked    leatare   of 
Ihe  limes  in  Mhich  we  live.     Formerly  the  iiia-e 
and  the  c^rpordtlona  which  It  created  were  coiu- 
mentfurate.

Ibe 
principle  which  Is  iiivoKed  to  vindicate  It.  con- 
talus  poesbllllles  wtlch  no  one  can  cutem- 
iilate  with  anv  complacency,  who  fears  that 
the  people  by  their  liberal  acqole'ence  In  the 
esercbe  of  douh'ful  authojity  ^y  the  Uidted 
States  during  a  critical  pe.l.Kl,  have  given  to 
(be  forces  of  centralization  powers  which  may 
nlllmaiely  make  the  Slate,  mere  ai'P«"»£«* 
of  Ihe  Federal  authorliy.

The  expense  of  moving  producU  has  become 
the  great  expense  of  life,  and  It  U  the  only  dis- 
bursement over  wh'ch  he  who  pays  can  exer 
else  no  control  whatever,  lie  has  a  voice  In 
determlulcg  bow  much  bis  taxes  shall  be.  Iu 
tho  ordinary  tranaietlon*  of  Hie  he  can  bny 
and  sell  whore  he  cUoosee.  and  compeiltiou 
makes  the  bargain  a  jmt  one. 

Uut  in  regard  to  Lis  crojis  he  is  under  dnrcss 
as  to  their  carriage  and  uader  dlctailim  as  to 
Ibelr  price.

The  penalties  for  a  vioKlioii  of  fie  statute 
are  a  line  of  one  thousand  dolUri  lor  every 
ollense,  anlalso  forfeiture  of  francb'.ses  f^r 
tul.'U^er. 

I  entertain  no  doubl  of  the  rouslliu'louallly 
of  ih-s  a.  t  in  t  very  p -r  iciilar.  and  i-f  ihe  com 
pleie  justice  i.f  the  priiieii>le-«  upon  which  It  is 
basc.l.  The  Supremo  I'oiirl  "f  Mir  Mate  ha-< 
pr.'uounce.l  In  fiivor  of  lis  v.ili. illy,  ai  lo  ihe 
Winona  Jt  St.  I'eler  Company.  The  removal 
of  the  case  In  which  that  ili-cisiou  was  given  by 
wiit  of  error  to  the  Supreme  Court  .>f  the  Uni- 
ted States,  ha.-  postponed  the  llnal  dciisionsof 
111  -  .|iiestloiii«  bivolve.l. 

This  law  has  been  vl.dal.d  by  every  r.tilroad 
t-.>m|iaiiy  In  the  Sta.e.  Not  a  flngle  one  of  It- 
provisions  ha-«  been  obeyed.  The  obstacle  !.• 
the  enforcement  of  the  line  which  It  Imposes 
has  been,  that  the  private  cl.'/eu  1*  enable  or 
unwlliUig  to  Incur  the  expense  of  a  protracted 
litigation.  V.ryfewof  ourciiizens  are  ship- 
pers. They  se.l  their  produ-,ls  to  .lealers  at  the 
sta  Ions,  who  are  fre.pieiiily  merely  Iniyers  for 
the  company  or  Us  favorites,  and  the  pr.jd.icer 
Is  tliir  ton  ^eldotll  in  a  posidon  lo  sue  f..r  the 
penalty,  nor  i-  tie  lu  th"  p.vs-es!»i.>ii  of  ihi  facts 
which  will  warrant  proceeding-'  for  a  forfeliuro. 
Tho  buyer  at  the  -tatlou  is  so  dependent  upon 
the  conipony  thai  II  i*  not  fur  b's  Interest  to 
make  any  coiapllnt.  The  riit«  be  pays  so 
allecia  the  prl'eof  what  h-' buys,  that  tbe  bur- 
den d.ies  not  fttll  np.tn  hlni.  Tlu  merchatit  is 
to  deptndui.l  upon  the  couioany  f  >r  Iranspjr- 
tatl.iu  Ihat  he  Is  deterred  from  probecuthin  by 
the  fear  of  vexatious  retaliations.  Ue  there- 
fore ad. is  tho  c.>.-»t  of  transportation  to  the  co-t 
of  his  co'T>moalll.-s.  and  s.iys  nothl;  g.  The 
extortion  is  tuus  eventnally  siiOered  by  the 
c^insiimer. 

This  evil  Is  a  public  one,  affecting  every  oil 
l/er,  ami  ll  Is  sub.i.ltted  wliether  tho  S;a  e 
ought  not  to  undertake  the  detection  of  vlo'a 
lion*  an.l  the  puoi^hineni  of  viola  ors  of  Ihe 
law.  If  this  l;ollry  shall  tjo  o.loplod,  the  stat- 
ute sh.iuld  be  so  amended  as  to  en  Ifo  the 
Siaie  to  a  moiety  ot  the  panalty,  by  way  of  In- 
demnity for  Its  charges. 

It  Is  provi.led  by  the  acts  of  February  ST, 
ISTt,  oud  March  »i,  l^'.l.  ihat  the  franchise*  of 
of  the  companies  can  ba  adjudged  f.irfeltod 
and  a  receiver  appointed  psndlng  the  litigation. 
The?«  a.-e  very  extremo  me:.siirits,  but  the  evils 
thoy  arc  lulenucd  to  remedy  aie  no  le»8  estiemo. 
It  Is  a  (luesii.-n  wheth.  r  Ihe  c.ialumacy  of  tbe 
companies  has  not  made  necessary  tho  iippUca- 
tloii  of  those  subver^ive  remedies.  If  It  shall 
saem  to  you  that  it  is  eMK;.!U-nt  to  tcek  redress 
i'l  this  mauuer.  it  will  be  your  dniy  lo  pre- 
scribe mode^  if  pr.'cedure  more  i  lllcacloiis 
than  any  now  afforded  l>y  our  siatuies,  which 
upon  tl.l* subject  are  tlugularly  vague  and  uu- 
satisfactory. 

The  conipar  ios  assert  that  Ibe  statutes  pre- 
scrihe  lusumoiciit  and  unprofliablo  ra  es  in 
many  instances.  This  Is  iK.ssihly  true  To 
construct  a  just  and  etpiitable  f  y-tem  of  tolls 
cannot  be  done  in  a  .lay,  and  It  I*  to  bo  re 
gretted  perhaps  that  the  companies  dc.-llned  to 
give  to  the  framers  of  the  act  of  1S71  the  bone- 
fits  of  their  experience  and  coausela  while  Us 
pr.)vl  loi:s  were  under  consiUeration.  Any 
omplaluts  by  the  conipinies  will  certainly  be 
ontertaiu».d  by  the  Legisialure  In  Ihe  spirit  of 
justice  and  h.tiorable  dealing. 

But  concessions  should  be  sparingly  gran  ed 
In  Iho  way  of  amendmenrs  to  a  law  which  has 
been  violated  so  systematically.  So  long  as  Ihe 
coojpanles  stand  npon  the  ground  that  any  law 
upon  the  subject  it  tuvald.  It  may  be  best  not 
to  relax  the  stilngency  of  tbc  avts  no-*  in 
for.  c  until  the  principle  which  i-.  really  In  Is- 
sue is  settled.  If  the  act  Is  amenae.i,  care 
shoulii  ba  taken  to  provide  that  all  pcualiies 
and  causes  .'I  action  wulrh  have  accrued  thall 
be  preserved  as  fnliy  if  the  amendmei.ts  had  not 
been  ma  le.  We  arj  so  near  to  a  decisi'>u  npon 
tho  principles  involved  In  the  act  ot  18TI, 
that  ths  public  should  ecji  bo  prevented  by 
amendatory  legislation  from  obtaining  a  judl- 
elal  determination  o(  lis  rights  under  tbe  Uw 
as  it  now  is. 

It  is  V roper  to  sla'c  that  the  cvo  la  which 
lbs  Snprame  Ciirt  bas  beld  the  act  of  :^7:  to 
be  hiuulng  upon  the  Winoos  A  Si.  Hi-fer  Rail- 
road Company  may  be  hell  not  to  affect  « er- 
taln  olhar  coapinics.  These  orgaxlxitiona,  of 
which  the  St.  I'aul  A  Pacific  Company  is  the 
most  proiuint>nt,  are  »pecltlca!ly  and  in  ter>LS 
empowered  under  the  Territorial  legislation  by 
which  they  were  lucorporuto'l,  to  prescribe 
anch  rates  as  they  shall  determine.  Tue  char- 
ter of  tho  '•■'iuona  &  b*.  Poter  Comp.iny  con- 
tains no  snch  provision. 

If  it  shall  be  deiided  that  any  of  tbrte  com 
panle^  have  t  .I*  power  vested  In  them  by  Invi- 
olable contra  t,  tnea  tbe  subjugalb.n  of  tbe 
people  wl, I  bo  most  complete  uutil  this  right  is 
annihilated  by  leg  tiraato  proceed  ngs  under 
tbe  forms  of  law.  The  mere  oxtstence  of  any 
such  power  In  these  b.iJiesis  a  stiudicg  menace 
to  the  in-aterlal  prosperity  of  ibe^tatc. 

Fi  rtnnately,  however,  thcra  are  lawful 
means  by  which  thcs^-  dan.crous  elem  nts  can 
be  uilminated.  The  sanae  power  cf  eminent 
dom  tin  which  the  c  -mpantes  ba.e  used  ao  freo- 
ly  aa  delegatea  of  that   f onciion  of  loverelguiy, 


Cin  bo  appUed  to  them,  to  any  of  ibelr  proper- 
ty, or  to  any  of  ihelr  Incorporeal  lr«ncht*is. 
Just  ar  the  company,  using  for  that  purp.  se 
the  deputed  sovereignty  of  tho  Slato.  obiatned 
Its  right  of  way  over  the  pro  erty  of  the  un- 
williiig  citizen,  so  can  the  State  acquire  the 
right  to  prescribe  rale*  np.)n  the  r  is.l  o*  the  un- 
willing company.  In  a  direct  proc«|edlng  by  (he 
Slate  for  Ihat  purpiwe.  | 

II  may  be  s  Id  that  the  Sla'e  cai,iuot  acq>ilre 
the  rliht  except  upon  the  piyment ,  of  a  Ju  t 
conJi»eneation.  This  Is  true  but  It  U  not  par- 
ticularly alarming.  Tho  measure  of  value  In 
such  a  case  will  not  ba  tbe  amount  which  abuse 
or  extortion  will  yield.  If  permltied  to  continue 
forever.  Tbe  .piestlon  will  be— What  shall  the 
State  give  as  the  value  f'f  such  a  I'lght  when 
justly  used  lu  order  to  acquire  the  power  lo  u-'e 
it  lu  the  same  just  way?  The  time  Is  probably 
far  diftanl  when  any  suib  ac  Ion  will  be  nocea- 
sary.  But  It  Is  w.l' for  the  people  to  know 
what  llmiiles  power  they  posters,  and  It  will 
be  well  for  the  oompanles  to  pause  aud  con- 
sider whether  they  will  provoke  Imo  action 
such  powers  now  lorojant  and  In  reserve. 

There  's  another  way  to  relief  lo  which  the 
so-rilled  vested  righ  sof  tbe  companies  can  be 
c.mcsded  to  tbe  In  Heat  extent.  It  U  by  consti- 
tutional amendment  prescribing  that  when  anv 
statute  la  ensc-.ed  in  favor  ot  or  for  the  b»ucflt 
of  a  rall'oad  company  at  Its  Instance,  the  com- 
pany shall  by  tbe  mere  force  of  the  beneficial 
enactment  be  sobject  to  such  duties  and  con- 
trol by  tUe  Slate  as  the  constitutional  amen-! 
ment  shall  la.po»e.  favorable  and  eua  ling 
legislation  fr.m  year  to  year  Is  so  much  a  mat- 
ter of  neceselty  to  the  companies  that  such  an 
amendment  will  in  the  conrse  of  time  do 
much  to  annlhllata  the  powers  of  self-regula 
tlon  which  have  hy  au  opp'e  slve  use  caused 
the  people  to  a-sume  their  present  attitude  to- 
wards ihe  corporations. 

The  constitution  recently  adopted  In  Pene- 
sylyaubi  conialne  provls  ons  wh  ch  the  expe.l- 
ence  of  that  Ipng  snfferirg  Haie  has  demou- 
sir*ted  fo  be  necci-a.-y  for  Its  general  welfare. 
I  commend  these  provisions  lo  ^oijj  attention, 
and  recommend  teat  you  submit  to  the  people 
an  amenilmeni  to  the  coustltutlon  which  will 
compass  similtr  results  here.

Honed,  beca-se  to  give  thai 
rcdef  Is  the  prerogative  of  the  general  govern- 
ment, and  yon  will  doubtless,  by  re  olutlons, 
so  Instrnct  your  Senators  and  Represeniailves, 
ihit  ibey  will  present  lu  emphatic  form  the 
wlsbea  of  their  coustltuenu.  ^ 


TAXATIOW. 


The  desire  of  our  people  for  railways  Induced 
the  legislatur-  at  a  very  early  .lelod  lu  ibe  his- 
tory of  Minnnesjta  to  grant  to  the  companies 
an  Immunity  from  the  ordinary  methods  A  tax- 
ation and  allowed  them  to  commute  lor  taxws 
by  paying  a  per  centum  npon  gross  earnings. 
Whatever  may  l>e  Justly  said  in  cri  Iclsm  of  this 
po  Icy  it  is  probably  now  too  late  to  endeavor 
to  change  it.  Tbe  Supicme  Court  In  Ihe  ca.se 
ol  I'archer  vs  the  First  Division  of  tho  Saint 
Paul  &  Pacific  Railroad  Company  has  decided 
that  th'j  legls  atlon  by  which  this  commuiatlon 
was  allowed  Is  a  co  tract  which  cannot  be  ba 
paired.  But  as  the  per  centum  paid  by  tbe 
railroads  Is  ia:>ldb|brcoiuiiig  one  of  tbe  most 
Important  sources  of  revenue,  too  much  care 
cannot  be  taken  thut  the  State  recede  all  th- 
returns  to  whi'h  It  Is  entitled.  The  exlraordl 
nary  exemptions  wtilch  the  companies  ehl.iy 
from  school,  road  and  other  muLlcipal  taxes 
and  the  premium  which  Is  thus  offered  them  to 
hold  tbrtlr  millions  of  unburdened  acres  for 
spec'ilative  purposes  uutil  Improvements  lu 
which  I  hey  have  no  share  and  the  resu't  of  tnx- 
atl  >n  of  which  they  bear  no  part  sha'l  make 
them  Immensely  valuable,  should  li.cl-e  every 
depsriaient  of  ihe  gov  rument  to  the  most  scru- 
llni/ing  vigilance  In  this  respect. 

The  Kallrnad  Commissioner,  in  \>U  report  for 
the  year  Iv7i.  called  alien' I  m  to  two  notable 
evasions  of  taxaHon.  Within  the  year  just 
clD-e.l  one  of  tbe  companies  ectpilosced  In  the 
construction  maintained  by  Ihe  Bia'e.  Tbe 
other  de'.Uifi  '.ent  company,  the  Sv.u  hern  Minu- 
e-'jfa,  I' 8  11  In  default.  The  road  is  now  In 
Ihe  hands  of  a  receiver  appointed  by  the  Un  ted 
S  ales  Circuit  Oonrt,  aud  an  early  appltcaU.m 
will  bo  made  to  ti.at  tribunal  for  an  oider  di- 
recting the  rectlver  to  pay  tbe  amount  due  to 
the  Siato. 

Your  attention  Is  a*9i  called  to  the  claim  cf 
the  State  of  three  per  ceul.  npon  Ihe  earning" 
of  the  Winona  A  SJt  Peter  Company.  Tho  char- 
ter oiiu-lnally  provided  that  Ihecompany  should 
pay  three  per  ceuinui  of  its  gross  earnings  lu 
ll.u  of  iHxatlo:!  On  March  4ib  ISt; 5.  tbe  leg- 
islature at  tlie  Instance  of  this  company,  p-issod 
an  act  which  aulhorizod  It  to  consolidate  with 
Iho  Minnesota  Co-  tral  Railroad  Coiupauy.  Tho 
a.i  a  BO  reijulred  the  company  lo  conslruci 
fences  a'ong  Us  line,  and  changed  the  per  cent- 
um so  that  instead  of  three  percent  ihecompany 
should  pay  only  only  one  per  cent,  on  lis  gross 
earnings  for  the  first  three  years,  two  pir  cent, 
for  the  u-xl  sereii  ye-^rs,  am)  ihrtw  per  ecu. 
thereafler.  In  a  Utile  over  one  year  alter  Ihe 
pissage  of  this  law  Ibe  eompiny  denied  lu  the 
courts  Ihe  cousiltullonallly  of  Ihe  provisions 
which  re.juire  It  lo  con'trnct  fences,  and  the 
Scpreme  Cou  t  held  lu  favor  of  the  company. 
Having  released  luelf  from  thlj  obllgat'ou  the 
ompany  lualutain*  that  those  portloua  of  the 
act  which  are  to  Its  pecuniary  vlvantage  are 
valid  aud  coiutttiiilonal.and  has  In  conseq  lenco 
paid  only  one  and  two  per  cent,  ou  Its  gross 
earnings.  As  these  leglsailvo  exemptions 
from  tsxatlon  are  snstalnablj  only  as  contracts, 
an.l  as  this  amendment  Is  sustainable  on  no 
other  principle  the  Suoremo  Court  haying  de 
clde«l  to  be  vol.1  that  w  Ich  the  company  was  to 
perform  a-t  a  consldeatl'in  foi  au  abatement  of 
the  per  c  btuo!.  It  seexs  bh  act  of  hardihood  to 
maintain  as  the  compi  y  does,  ihat  the  obliga- 
tions of  statute  silU  exl.->t  as  against  tbe  State. 
I."  there  Is  no  error  In  this  view  the  company 
shoiilil  pay  thieo  per  cent,  upon  its  groes  earn- 
ings for  each  year  since  18f  5.  Tbe  amoiinl 
due  the  Sta'e  Is  estimated  by  tbe  Railroad  Ooui- 
mls<tloier  at  aluml  tt'il.4DS.'2S. 

If  the  Legislature  shall  coincide  with  those 
view,  I  recoinmend  special  remedial  legisla- 
tion which  will  ensure  the  collection  of  this 
amiiuiit. 

I  am  satl-Oed  that  tho  mode  of  ascertaining 
Ihe  gross  earnings  l«  not  adeq-iate  to  the  per 
feet  security  of  the  Slato.  Under  the  law  as  It 
now  1b  the  companies  are  reqiiirtd  lo  keep  au 
accurate  accoiiut  of  earulngs  aud  to  furuleb  tbe 
rauie  once  a  year. 

While  no  .leanite  com,  lalnt  on  this  subj-ct 
has  beeu  brought  to  my  attention,  still  I  am 
saiisfled  that  the  law  should  require  uiouibly 
account*  and  mombly  piyments.  This  will 
save  the  State  from  danger  of  loss  In  cases 
where  roals  may  hippea  lu  the  co  .r-e  of  a 
year  to  go  Into  the  bands  of  a  receiver  In  a  full 
for  a  foreclosure,  for  lu  such  a  stale  of  things 
tho  State  loses  ail  power  of  coercion,  aud  It  la 
even  extremely  queailonablo  whether  uedir 
such  circumstances  the  State  Is  entitled  to  any 
preference. 

Your  duly  will  also  Impel  yon  to  Ibe  CM.eld- 
eratl  >n  of  aiio  thersnVjett  connected  with  taxa 
lion  fully  «•<  im|>ort-inl  as  these  q  leslloiis  to 
which  I  have  a.lveried.  1  refer  in  thisconuec 
lloii  to  the  undoubted  fart  that  some  hum'reds 
o»  thousands  of  acres  which  were  formerly  ex- 
empt from  taxation  as  belo  -glog  to  the  rtllroail 
companies,  no  longer  In  substauco  belong  to 
them,  have  been  sub'lautlally  alienated,  yet 
which,  by  dlelngeLUou*  eva»lons  of  tbe  law, 
Bland  lu  l-olated  Imuiuntty  from  those  buriens 
to  which  a'l  proporty  In  like  condition  ought  lo 
be  Bubjjct. 

The  Railroad  Commissioner  has  called  atten- 
tion to  the  e  Instances  with  most  commendable 
fiilellty  In  •  very  report  which  he  hoe  made,  but 
I  have  yet  lo  learn  that  there  has  been  any  leg- 
islation adequate  to  secure  t'>  the  peeple  the 
igbts  whlca,  though  they  have  doubilees  ac 
rrued  lu  the  p:emlsC8,  have  been  empty  and 
barren  of  any  positive  results. 

For  the  puriK)se,  therefore,  of  making  more 
emphatic  the  duly  of  the  Legislature,  I  take 
occasion  here  :o  point  out  briefly  »ome  of  the 
cas«8  of  dere.lctlon  which  have  occurred  on 
this  subj.'ct,  basing  the  saeraent  upon  tbe 
reports  of  the  Railroad   Comm'.seloner. 

One  of  these  Instances  relates  lo  lauds  cona- 
pr  sed  In  the  grant  to  tue  St.  Paul  &  Pacific 
Railroad  Company.  The  facts  are  »o  compll 
cated  that  their  full  recital  cauuot  be  given 
here.  They  are  fu'ly  aei  forth  on  page*  41  and 
24  of  the  report  of  the  Rallr  .ad  Commlsloter 
for  Is71,  to  which  your  altenilon.ls  request- 
ed 

The  next  instance  in  this  connection,  to 
which  I  deem  It  my  duty  to  call  your  attenllou, 
relates  to  tbe  Minnesota  Central  Railroad  Coin, 
pauy. 

In  1867  ibc  railroad,  rolling  stock  and  equip 
mcnls,  which  formerly  belonged  to  ibis  com- 
pany were  sold  to  the  Mlwaukee  t  8t.  Paul 
Rillway  company.  I  am  in  poesesslon  ol  no 
record  evidence  a«  to  what  became  ol  the  lands 
ol  the  former  company,  but  It  Is  suted,  no 
doubt  with  entire  correctness,  that  they  were 
not  dl-posed  of  In  any  of  the  transactions  In 
which  Ihe  transfer  of  the  other  property  was  In- 
volved „„„  , 
la  1S7-J  there  were  about  135,000  acree  «f 
th-se  ;and«,  none  ol  which  had  ever  beeu  lax- 

^The  qae*tlon  la  have  the-«e  lands  become 
taxable  under  tbe  constliutioof  The  difficulty 
here  ts  greater  than  It  is  in  regard  to  ihe  trans- 
actions of  the  St.  Paul  Jt  Pacific  Company,  to 
which  I  have  advened. 

Tbe  lands  were  graatod  In  consideration  that 
the  grantee  should  l.  i  only  construct,  bnt  also 
operate  a  certain  line  of  road.  To  these  ends 
Ibe  company  was  empowered  to  cotstrLCt  aud 
to  eperaie  the  road,  to  hold  lands  whlcl  were 
exempt  from  taxation. 

It  ettempte  to  subdivide  these  franchises 
which  In  their  origin  weri  a  unit.  It  nnder- 
t4kea  to  e^ll  the  road  and  tbe  power  to  operate 
It  nuder  tbe  original  corporate  franchises  to 
aooiher  company,  with  the  same  exemption 
from  taxation,  and  al*o  undertakes  to  reserve 
etoiign  corporate  franchlaes,  by  way  of  reald- 
nnm  to  bjld  lands  exempt  from  taxation. 

Tblt  looka  to  me  like  a  mere  device  and 
cover. 

If  It  was  Intended  by  the  original  company 
to  re;!re  ectlrely  fnm  Its  bus  ness  as  a  railroad, 
to  dfvise  all  that  busineea  with  Its  Instrumen 
laiitlies  to  another  concern  with  jast  enough 
•  nd  no  more  ct.rporete  powers  left  In  the 
tMiautor  to  aurvlT*  a*   a  corporation     deftUog 


In  real  estate,  to  create  two  corpora.ione, where 
b  fora  t'lore  was  bnt  oao.  to  give  to  these  two 
all  of  the  powers  which  were  ves'.od  iu  tho 
original  bo  ty.  each  corporation  to  be  eieirpl 
fr.-.m  taxation— then  It  ca  .  be  j-istly  character- 
ized as  mce  devl-o  to  evade  taxation.  1  am 
not  entirely  clear  that  under  th's  sta'cn'out 
the«e  U'lds  a-c  taxable.  But  there  Is  Ihat  iu 
the  transaction  itself  which  demands  au  inves- 
tigalloH  for  the  purp.^se  of  asierialning  whether 
these  lands  have  not  l>cen  substantially  so  dis- 
posed of  f>s  to  subject  them  to  taxa-.iou  upon 
the  most  undoubted  prloclple*. 

Your  a  tentlon  IS  also  rtquested  lo  certain 
transic-.lons  In  regird  to  a  portion  of  the  Ian  5e 
which  enured  to  tho  Winona  &  St.  Petl-r  Rail- 
road Comjiany. 

On  Ihe  .llHl  day  of  Ootol>er,  1S07,  an  agree- 
ment was  made  lu  writing  between  certain 
persons  and  Ihe  comjiauy  based  ni>on  an  In- 
dehto'lurss  due  from  the  company  lo  them. 

The  substance  of  th»  agreement  (after  a  re- 
cital that  the  com])Sny  le  entitled  to  a  quantity 
cf  land  under  the  acts  of  Congress  estimated 
at  tiOO.niiO  acres)  is  Ihat  tbe  company  has 
agreed  to  sell  aud  convey  to  these  patties  as 
many  acre*  ol  land  heretofore  granted  by  Con- 
gress to  the  State  as  tbe  compary  shall  receive 
from  the  State  on  account  of  the  conslruttlon 
ofoncbuadred  oiiJ  five  mtlc-e  ol  road,  which 
lands  the  company  agree  to  convey  either  to 
ihe  other  parties  to  this  agreement  or  as  they 
shall  in  wrlildg  direct  The  spec  flc  Ian  ?s  thus 
bsr  ainedarn  ascertaine.l  by  commencing  at 
Winona  and  taUing  all  the  railroad  lands  we.l 
Within  tho  limits  of  tbe  grant  until  the  grantees 
shall  have  received  as  many  acres  as  the  com- 
pany shall  have  obtaloed  for  tbe  construction 
of  the  one  hundred  and  five  miles  weat  of  Wi- 
nona. 

This  Is  an  agreement  to  sell  and  convoy  these 
lands.  The  actual  proprietary  ^Interest  of  the 
company  is  nothiig.  Ill*  »  mere  trustee  to 
convey  at  the  request  of  tho  beneficiaries  The 
State  has  agreed  not  to  tax  the  property  uf  ths 
company  In  these  lands.  But  it  has  never 
agreed  not  to  tax  such  an  equiiable  interest  as 
this.  The  equ  table  right  Is  property  as  actual 
as  any  otljer.  and  It  ought  to  be  taxed  to  tha 
full  measure  of  Its  \alue,  whlrh  is  maul.'eslly 
the  full  value  of  the  land. 

A  similar  transaction  has  been  disclosed  In 
the  manigemeul  of  the  Koutbern  Minnesota 
railroad  couiiiany. 

Cerialu  creditors  of  this  corporarlon  held  the 
bonds  of  tbe  company.  These  bo-ids  were  by 
agreement  surrendered  and  pUd  for  b»  Uu'i 
cerilficates.  and  «s  a  part  of  tbe  .rausac  lou  he 
company  executed  to  trnsteea  a  coiiveyance  ot 
one  hundred  thoustn  I  acres  ujwn  trust,  to  all 
aud  dispose  of  and  to  aj.ply  the  proceeds  to 
tbe  redeniptloD  of  the  land  certificate*,  wbo^e 
holders  a.e  to  look  wholly  to  the  land  for  their 
paymeut.  The  company  Is  not  to  be  I'ahle  for 
any  deficiency,  nor  can  the  laud  revert  to  It  b  y 
rbJenJi.tion  or  otherwise.  It  has  none  of  Ihe 
elements  of  a  mortgage.  The  substance  of  the 
trausactiou  Is  that  the  holders  of  liie  cerliUcates 
are  joint  owners  of  the  beneficial  estate  created 
by  the  trust  deed  In  regard  lo  wiieber  ihtse 
lands  are  suVj  ct  to  taxailon,the  test  is  are  I'jey 
he  property  of  the  company.  Thai  they  are  not 
Is  manifestly  tbe  only  au>wer  lo  the  quie  lou. 
The  couipo!  y  has  nelibor  an  equilaMe  nor  a 
legal  title;  the  legal  title  Is  lu  thu  tru-tecs,  aud 
the  equitable  ililo  helongs  to  tbe  holde-s  of  the 
certirtcates  The  transaction  is  in  eOect  the 
creation  of  a  real  e.«taie  business,  iu  which  Ihe 
caplal  is  landa,  and  In  which  the  rlghi  to  the 
caplal  !B  evidenced  by  shares  lu  lie  shape  of 
stock  Certificates. 

It  Is  weil  understood  that  tbe?c  signal  in- 
stances of  successful  evasion  of  tbe  common 
burden  of  taxilloa  are  not  fiio  only  ones 
which  have  occurred.  The  oilers  aremattirs 
of  private  aud  undisclosed  arrangouien  b 
and  can  j.robably  bo  bror.ght  to  11-ht 
only  by  a  legl.-laiivo  Investkatiou.  I  tecom- 
mtnd  therefore  that  you  thoroughly  Investigate 
at  as  early  a  period  In  the  ccsflon  as  praclicab  e 
ihe  managemeui  of  every  railroad  company  lu 
tho  Sbite  In  regard  to  lie  lauds  or  other  iiroperly 
with  a  view  of  Inceasing  ihe  obj.cis  of  taxa- 
tion to  every  practicable  extent.  A  fuiihful 
and  fiorle  s  perlormanee  of  your  duly  In  this 
respect  will  go  far  to  alleviate  the  burden  of 
taxatiou  upou  real  estate  low  borue  almost  en- 
tirely by  tbe  farmers  of  this  tjtatc  whose  cju- 
stltueuts  most  of  you  are. 

Prope:  ac  ion  lu  this  resiiect  will  tend  also 
to  the  accomp  UhmeLt  of  another  most  heuefl- 
clal  r  suit.  If  these  lauds  can  be  subjected  lo 
taxation  they  will  be  brought  Into  market  much 
sooner  Ihau  will  he  the  case  if  they  are  a  lowed 
to  remain  uniasel  aad  at  the  same  lime  to 
gio*  In  value  by  the  exertions  an.l  expenditures 
of  the  citizen  who  Is  eu.iowed  with  no  such  iui- 
muultles  as  have  beeu  enj  yed  hy  the  owners 
cf  this  property. 

At  the  j.resent  time  the  fact  that  this  projierty 
Is  unlaxou  1*  the  great  obstacle  to  llie  si>eedy 
sctileuient  of  tho  countiy  along  the  ral  road 
lines.  These  lands  ore  hell  at  specilailve  pilces 
c.iupaiod  with  tho  double  ui<uluium  at  which 
ibe  Uulied  Blatoi  hold  the  adjoining  cviu  sec 
tloi  s. 

Tbf  policy  scorns  to  have  been  Inaugurated  lu 
this  Stattj  I  f  sepirasing  Ibe  lands  from  ibe  road 
aud  iu  oijeratioaa,  one  organization  owning  ihe 
land*  wl.i:e  aiiotuei  <i*ns  ami  operates  tue 
r.ia.l.  luelead  of  litilUUiig  up  lh«  b.iriiicpB  of 
the  road  by  pressing  ttie  lands  to  sale  at  a  rea- 
sonable, thereby  ensuring  au  increase  of  the 
pop.  latiou  and  production  of  the  c  luniry  lrlt>u- 
lary  to  the  road,  tho  lilati  seems  to  bo  to  h.jl.l 
the  lands  from  the  ou  ^et  at  p. Ices  which  drive 
the  senior  lo  fird  l.  ke  up  tho  government 
tracts,  or  ofien  to  go  beyond  Ihe  Umiu  for  ihat 
purpose,  the  company  or  some  Interior  and  iu- 
vlalhle  ring  hol.liug  ihe  lauds  as  au  Invc.*  niout 
lur  su  iudeleruilnate  time. 

If  your  Invostigailous  bnug  you  to  Ibe  on- 
clutlou  that  a-..y  <  f  ihe-e  lands  are  taxable  Ihe 
statuios  asthey  now  ore  c..utaln  ample  provis- 
ions for  taxal'ou  hereafter  aud  tlie  Railroad 
t  ominissiouer  reports  that  he  took  In  l37:t  the 
necessary  measures  to  have  taxed  for  that  year 
the  lauds  which  lo  merly  appertuiued  to  ihe 
three  coinpaules  which  I  have  specifically 
uamud. 

bnl  If  these 'ands  are  taxable  M  all,  Ibey 
have  beeu  taxable  for  several  years,  and  for 
that  jierlod  have  shareil  no  part  of  the  common 
burden,  it  caunot  he  that  the  only  result 
which  can  accrue  to  the  Sta  e  from  the  detec- 
tion of  proper. y  wulch  has  been  made  to  evade 
its  primary  duiy  is  that  It  shall  bairo  comi>lein 
amnesty  f.>r  the  pa*t  and  be  subject  to  no  other 
obllgallou  cxf.  pi  lo  render  future  taxes  lu 
common  with  the  otner  proporty  with  which  il 
should  have  shared  this  uurdee  for  years  be 
fore. 

A  tax  is  a  contribntl  n  due  from  prcperiv  to 
ttie  State.  'Ihe  mere  fact  that  the  owu-;r  has 
Concealed  blm-elf  under  au  a.iaj.  and  bis  prop- 
erly under  au  alibi,  does  not  a  ate  one  panicle 
from  the  force  of  the  obligation.  For  these 
reasons  1  recommend  such  spec  al  l'gls!atloii 
as  t »  this  Class  of  propery  as  will  subject  It  to 
pav  the  piopt.rtioi.a;e  auiouuts  which  it  should 
have  paid,  to  be  estimated  upon  tho  basis  of  the 
various  equallzarloua.  assessment-,  paymeuis 
aud  distrlltutlve  purposes  of  taxation  for  the 
years  of  n-ju-payment.  This  may  have  the 
gnise  of  special  anl  d  s.rimlnative  la  aiiou  al 
vai  lance  with  Ihe  rues  of  uniformity  and  valu- 
ation prescribed  hy  tbe  Cousiltuliou.  Bat  a 
moment's  refl.'Ctlou  will  show  that  this  guise 
Is  merely  speclojs.  The  course  jiroposed  will 
carry  out  the  con-tltuuoual  reiiulremenU  which 
have  not  been  carried  out. 

The  tousiituilon  requires  that  all  taxes  shall 
lie  as  near  y  e.iiiul  a^  may  be.  They  have  u  t 
lieen  equal  because  ol  tbe  abelracllou  of  u 
vest  mass  of  pro|)erly  from  the  scope  of  laxa- 
tio  '.  This  will  equalize  that  luequaliir.  The 
Coustltutioc  also  presctlhes  that  all  properly 
shall  be  equalized  and  uuilorm  thronghoul  tbj 
Mate.  How  can  this  requirement  have  been 
observed  when  large  areas  of  real  estate  have 
not  beeu  considered  at  all.  and  that  by  no 
fault  of  the  Stale,  but  by  the  evasive  manage- 
ment of  Its  true  owueis?  The  course  proposed 
will  be  a  tardy  assertion  of  tbe   constituliioual 

rule. 

The  Constliutlon  also  provides  that  laws  shall 
be  pasted  taxing  all  real  property  according  lo 
lu  true  value  In  money,  lu  t^ls  case  this  has 
not  been  done. 

It  may  b;!  sa.d  that  the  taxes  of  the  preceding 
years  have  all  beru  paid,  au.i  that  tbe  amount 
to  accrue  In  this  Ins.ance  will  be  a  surplus 
While  this  may  bo  trae,  as  a  fact,  it  Is  merely 
sophlsllcal  SB  an  objection.  1;.  does  not  Ilo  lu 
the  mouth  of  him  who  le  lo  be  affected  by  the 
payment  to  advance  any  such  consideration. 

IN  VESTMliNT  OF  THE  8TATK  FUNB9. 
The  ameudmuul  adopted  al  Ihe  last  election 
to  sec  Ion  twelve  of  arilcle  nlue  of  Ihe  Consti- 
tution, Imposes  upon  tbe  Legislature  a  very  Im- 
portant duty  In  refereuce  u  tbe  binds  of  the 
Stale.  By  tbe  provisions  of  the  article  to 
which  this  is  amendatory  it  was  made  em- 
bezaemeut  to  deposit  any  of  the  Slate  or 
School  funds  In  banks,  oud  the  act  approved 
March  11,  1871.  so  far  as  il  ailempled  to  eu- 
ihorize  such  a  deposit  in  banks  lo  be  designai 
ed  by  ih«  Uoard  ul  Auditors  created  by  that  act, 
Is  doubtless  invalid. 

By  ihts  amendment,  however,  the  author 
Uy  of  th9  Legislatue  to  pnacrlbc  in  what 
manner  the  state  and  School  lunds  maybe 
liept,  transferred  aud  and  disbursed,  has  been 
very  muthincreased  so  that  almost  any  mtthod 
of  Uan.jliug  them  will  be  wbhoat  offense  pro- 
vided it  was  done  in  such  a  manner  as  may  be 
"prescribed  b/  law." 

Ihe  queailon  of  policy  U  th'i«  fairly  submit- 
ted to  your  discrciion.  In  exercising  this  dls- 
crc-tion  il  will  be  neacseary  fer  you  t .  determ- 
ine whether  It  is  better  for  the  Treasurer  lo  he 
both  the  actual  cnsiodiaa  aud  dlahurser  of  these 
funds,  or  whether  the  practice  of  loaning  the 
money  to  bants  by  way  of  oeposli  on  interest 
isprferable.  11  U  i«  deemed  best  that  tbe 
firet  method  should  be  adopted,  a  safflclent  ap- 
propriation will  be  necessary  to  provide  a  safe 
place  for  keeping,  for  the  pre.-cnt  v-cllUies  for 
that  purpose  are  notoriously  inadequate.  If, 
However,  itaball  seem  on  the  whoU  m.i.e  pro- 
vident to  adopt  the  policy  prescribed  by  the 
B"t  of  March  11,  1S»3,  then  too  much  care  can 
uot  be  Uken  thai  ibe  scareiles  exacted  from 
the  deposliaries  shall  be  adequate  beyond  all 
nue-tlon.  The  siiuatioa  lu  watch  ihe  banks  of 
ine  country  have  beeu  for  thj  past  few  months 
as  thereeult  of  the  fi.  nuclal  |dimcaltles  which 
came  upon  nsnuheraldcd  aud  uuloieseen.  Is  a 
moniUoniba  y,nraciloo  should  be  marked 
with  the  extiemest  circumspection. 

Your  legtslailon  Bhouid  guard  against  any 
maieriaUinnovaUon  upon  ine  metm  d  in  which 
the  echov/l  fund  has  been  hero  oiore  Invested. 
Ooder  the  conatituilon  a«  it  now  is,  the  LegU- 
l»tare(»n,  It  la  probable,    author.zo  iUi»  luad 


to  be  loaned  in  the  same  way  ae  ordinary 
funds.  T'lis  wa!  not  lawful  before  the  adop- 
tion of  the  amendment.  I  regard  the  existence 
of  any  such  power  as  extremely  daugcnms  to 
Ibis  Important  interest.  Such  powers  In  ether 
States  over  similar  endowments,  dedicated  not 
only  to  Ihe  benefit  of  the  present  geueiallon. 
but  which  are  also  a  solemn  trust  for  the  nu 
born,  have  been  attended  with  most  deplora- 
ble resiilu  in  nearly  every  ins  ar.ce. 

The  prInMiial  of  our  school  fund  Is  bo  enor- 
mous, the  temptation  to  pervert  it  will  be  so 
ovcrp.vwc-rbig  In  i>rofl'i.aie  limes,  they  who 
have  desired  the  perverriou  of  the  lund  have 
been  so  persistent  lo  other  Ktate*.  and  legisla- 
tures and  executives  have  been  so  complaisant 
aul  ea-y  yielding,  that  any  law  which  makes 
such  results  possible  baa  generally  been  the 
forerunner  ol  their  sp-  edy  accomplishment.  1 
have  grave  doubts  concerning  the  wisdom  of 
depositing  or  loaniag  the  sums  which  are  the 
product  of  taxation.  There  la,  however,  some 
protection  lu  the  fac  thai  dUburjeseut  follows 
so  quickly  upou  collect  on.  But  I  have  no 
'oub,  whatever  that  any  ruch  policy  iu  regard 
to  a  pcruiaDeut  interest  beating  fund  Is  ucwlse 
aud  that  it  w  11  eud  lu  the  linpairmeut  or  ai>ul- 
hllatiou  of  the  fund  la  tU  :  cmeurreot  voice  of 
a'l  experience.  The  Infinei.ces  whici  Induce 
such  a  JO  ley  arc  so  luridious,  so  unscrupulous 
and  so  |  ersuvitiug,  Ihat  their  success  has  on'y 
been  a  questiou  of  time.  Tho  Legislature  can 
eiiavt  th-it  Ihe  pjtrl-couy  of  the  children  which 
tius  been  hoardvd  in  iimlouba'd  securities  with 
such  paternal  tare,  can  be  taken  out  of  those 
securities  and  loaned  to  hanks, or  to  iuclvlduals 
or  to  corporations  So  lon^  as  the  iulerest  Is 
paid  on  eu<  h  loai.n,  piblic  vigllatice  la  too  apt 
to  sleep  as  to  Ihe  pr  nclp.il. 

I  re.-pectfuliy  su  limit  whether  tA  to  these 
funds  t  Bhoul  1  not  be  provided  by  aa  amend- 
ment t'j  ibe  coustituiion,  tbat  something  like 
tbe  prts'  nt  policy  of  investment  aball  be  estab 
I'shed,  in  such  a  munner  that  none  ot  tbe  b.flu- 
ences  and  dangers  of  which  I  have  sp..<ken  can 
ever  ijipbril  them. 

The  constitai  io.a  does  require  such  i.n 
'nve^tment  of  the  funds  res  ling  from  the  sale 
of  ihe  luie~nal  imp-ovemcnl  lands,  while  It 
leaves  the  school  fiiui  subj*c.  to  the  hazards 
which  have  been  ueuiloued. 


EDCC'.VTION. 

Any  a'fcmpt  to  call  attention  even  In  the 
luo-t  gcueral  manner  lo  tho  leading  q-icstlon* 
of  lutere-.!  to  the  S  a;e  will  fall  far  s'lori  of  com- 
pleteness if  due  reference  to  the  inlercets  of  ed- 
uca'iou  is  omitted.  These  lutcrests  have  so  in- 
tricate a  connection  wl;h  the  good  morals  and 
fntnre  well  being  of  the  State  that  they  are 
hipplly  eonsectfttod  against  Ihoso  con.-ldero- 
ilons  of  political  conviction  which  aflect  nearly 
every  other  subj-ct  of  p.-pular  Interest 

We  have  gone  far  enough  In  projecting  the 
general  iilan  of  a  system  to  feel  a*»ured  Ihat 
when  the  entire  woik  Is  completed  It  will  be  a 
Infiy  aud  com-nenioraiivs  monument  to  the  en- 
ligh-eued  foreknowledge  of  lie  i)rojectorB. 

So  far  as  our  svst em  of  common  schools  Is 
concerned,  it  Is  believed  that  no  Stale  has  been 
able  to  show  such  j.erfecilon  wlthlu  the  same 
period  of  Its  existence. 

The  school  fund  is  a  ready  very  great,  and 
tho  public  sentiment  that  in  these  Institutions 
are  i  ur  ured  tho  pr  uci|des  aud  seutiments 
which  above  all  other  appllaiipes,  will  tend  to 
the  peri>etuatlon  of  our  system  of  popular  gov- 
ernmen  ,  baseu  upon  pn|iular  IntelliKence,  has 
been  mauif'Stert  by  a  linera'Uy  of  expenoitnre 
for  which  munificence' Is  au  Inadequate  expres- 
sion. 

Oiir  Plate  University,  iimler  the  careful 
an.l  sagacious  management  to  wbicb  it  has 
been  subject  for  the  last  lew  years,  is  gra.l- 
ually  as.siiuiing  that  pre-eminence  whiili 
the  lUiivor.sity  o!  the  State  ought  to  oc- 
i-ujiy. 

The  jivineipal  tlefeet  in  our  system  seems 
to  b;-  that  the  ilillerent  cl.a.sses  of  schools 
are  too  iniiili  like  independent  bodies,  and 
lack  tliat  ijiterdei>endeiu-e  which  ought  to 
conne.  t  tlirm  in  one  federative  organiza- 
tion. The  University  is  now  too  much  an 
inslitiition  by  itself.  A.s  our  school  system 
now  is,  theie  is  no  metliod  whereby  the 
u'ladiiate  of  our  higlier  intermediate  schools 
ian,  by  virtue  of  his  graduation,  enter  the 
University.  It  seems  to  me  that  in  many 
.if  our  siiiools  the  iiMirse  of  study  should 
be.s.ia.ljusted  that  it  may,  nt  its  highest 
^tage,  1  e  direetly  aii.'i  unbrokeniy  coiitin- 
connaeiK-ement  of  the  uuiver- 


iicl  by  tlie 
sitv  <-('urse. 

ill  many  of  <  tir  tovms  there  are  high 
schools  whose  scojip  of  u.sefulness  can  lie 
re.i.lily  rxten.led  to  include  this  object.  It 
i.s  a  fait  that  more  students  are  dejtrived  of 
a  university  education  by  the  want  of  fa- 
cilities fur  prep:.ralory  instruction,  than 
t'rom  any  other  eause.  The  fact  that  the 
bov  or  ffirl  of  tender  years  must,  in  order 
to'ieceive  prepaialoiy  in.struetiou,  be  sent 
awav  lioin  hunii-  inilnen.e.s  during  tliat 
t^-nder  and  iiiti.al  period  when  ehftraoter 
is  slia])ed  in  eiidiniiig  forms  of  goo.l  or 
evil,  deters  many  jvareiilci  from  giving  their 
ihil.ben  tbe  '.eiielit  of  a  collegiate  eourse. 

To  bring  the  oomnion  sehool  into  direct 
.-onneetion  witii  tiie  university  is  a  prob- 
lem Worthy  of  your  most  thoughtful  e.in- 
si.leratioii. 

Knowing  that  the  hi^h  Rchools  of  Mich- 
i..'aii  iia.l  assumeil  this  very  desirable  rela- 
liuii  to  tlie  university  of  that  State,  1  eu- 
leie  I  into  a  eorresjionden.-e  witli  I'resi.ient 
Aiig.-ll,  of  that  iIl^ititu1ion,  wlio  is  thor- 
. (Uglily  .Diivini.-.l  of  the  wisibnn  of  the 
si-h.iiie.  He  iiilorms  me  that  a  eomniittoe 
o(  the  faculty  visits  onee  in  every  year 
every  public  high  s.-li.tol,  at  the  reijiust  of 
its  Sehool  IJoar.l,  un.l  reports  its  eon.lition 
to  the  la.ulty.  If  the  faeulty  is  satisti.-d 
from  tbe  report  tlitit  tlie  preparatory  .-..tirse 
of  stu.lv  in  tlie  soliool  embraics  all  tbe 
subjects  r.-.iuire.l  for  a.lmi.ssion  to  the  uni- 
vt-r.sil-',  tlu-n  the  graduates  iVoni  su.li  pre- 
jiaratory  e-mrse  are  admitted  t.>  tlu-  liesh- 
inaii  elass  of  the  university  without  exam- 
ination. 

No  goo.1  rea.'son  is  apparent  -why  flie 
adojition  of  a  similar  plan  in  Minnesota 
will  ii.it  beinodiictive  of  the  most  l>enefi- 
ciul  results.  It  will  el-vate  the  stan.lar.l 
of  scholarship  in  the  .schools.  It  will  give 
to  the  lilizeu  an  institution  near  his  own 
home,  where  his  ehildren  may  re-eive 
their  prejiaratoiy  iustruetion,  and  will  re- 
.luit  for  the  U'liiveisify  it.self  many  slu- 
.lents  who  will  ..tberwise  be  eompelle.l  to 
torego  the  benefits  of  a  university  eiluea- 
tion. 

I  theref.ire  recommend  fiiieh  legi-^lation 
as  will  make  praotiuab'.e  this  or  some  simi- 
lar plr.n.  Conference  by  your  c-otnmittees 
with  the  State  Superintendent  of  S.-huols, 
with  the  instructors  in  the  University  and 
with  Ihe  tea.'bers  of  the  s.-veial  High 
Srhools.  will  .loubtless  re.<ult  in  adjusting 
the  detiiils  of  a  satisfactory  an.l  efficient 
law  on  Uie  subject. 

TIIK    STATE     BOARI)    OF    HEALTH. 

The  oi>erationB  of  the  Sbite  Board  of 
Health  b>r  1873,  together  with  a  statement 
of  its  requirements^  liave  beeu  submitted 
to  me  in  an  informal  manner.  This  im- 
portant auxiliary  to  the  State  government 
was  established"  by  the  act  of  March  4, 
1872.  I  am  deeply  impre.ssed,  not  only 
with  tho  eonectness  of  the  theory  upon 
which  theS>tate  has  jiruceedel,  but  also 
wfth  tl:«  wise  eonijireliensiveiiess  of  the 
plan  by  which  the  olfieers  of  the  Board  are 
endeavoring  to  perform  a  useful  part.  An 
examination  of  the  reports  of  the  Board 
will  sli.iw  liow  eompreheusive  the  ]tlan  is 
bv  which  some  of  the  most  eminent  men 
of  the  medical  jirofession  are  willing  to 
dev.itt-  their  learning  and  experience  lotlie 
l.ubiii-  goo.l  without  exie.'tation  of  re- 
ward. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Legisla- 
ture mill  afford  them  every  reasonable 
a.ssistanee  in  making  their  efforts  effectual.

With  all  lliis  there  is  imi>eu<iing  an  insa- 
tiable demand  for  greater  pxi)enditurc-a3  iti 
the  interest  of  plans  which  have  as  yet 
taken  no  shape,  and  who.e  only  animate 
organ  seems  to  lie  tlie  voiee  which  clamors 
for  gifts.  For  all  this  thi.i  people  is  now 
paying  the  jienalty  of  universal  distrust, 
universal  hoarding  of  money,  universal 
depreciation  of  seeuritie.*  hitlierto  deemed 
impregnable,  universal  detue.-'iation  in  the 
value  of  real  proi)erty,  and  worse  than  all 
a  universal  despondency  as  to  the  future. 
The  convictions  of  the  most  steadfast  are 
un.-^ettling,  and  the  diary  of  crime  present- 
ed bv  the^newspapers  is  frightfully  sugges- 
tive "that  a  depraved  state  of  public  morals 
jiervades  tbe  times. 

Such  legislative  ]»odiefi  as  youra  can  act 
a  eorrective  p.art.  There  should  be  inex- 
orable retrenehment  wherever  it  is  i)Ossi- 
ble.  Enterprises  wliicli  call  for  expendi- 
ture .should  I  e  made  to  wait  iu  all  en.ses 
wliere  circumstances  permit  delay.  There 
should  l>e  relentless  investigation  of  all 
suspected  abuses  and  to  them  should  be 
applied  the  most  thorough  remedies  which 
wise  legislators,  stimulated  by  a  sen.se  of 
wrong  and  resign  si  bility  can  devise. 

THE    SCHOOL    AXn    SWAMP     LAXBS  Or  IXDIAX 
KESERVATIOXi*. 

By  the  organie  act  of  Mini^esota,  Bections 
sixteen  and  thirty-six  in  e.aeh  township 
are  reserved  forscliool  purposes.  By  the 
act  of  Congress,  approved  March  12,  1S60, 
was  granted  to  the  State  all  of  the  swamji 
and  overflowed  lands  within  its  limits, 
made  thereby  unfit  for  cultivation,  which 
remained  tinsold  at  the  passage  of  the  act, 
not  iu(  hiding  any  lands  which  the  United 
States  may  have  reserved,  sold  or  disposed 
of  (in  pursuance  of  any  law  enacted  jirior 
to  March  12,  1860)  prior  to  confirmation  of 
title  in  the  State.  As  to  lands  hereafter  to 
lie  surveyed,  they  are  to  be  selected  by  the 
State  witiiin  a  certain  time  after  notice  to 
tlie  Groveruor  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Inter- 
ior that  th-i  surveys  have  been  comi)leted 
and  confirmed. 

It  will  be  seen  that  as  to  the  school  lauds 
the  title  in  the  State  is  a  present  title  t.i 
sections  sixteen  and  thirty-six  in  each 
township  which  w.-Li  un.iisposed  of  on  the 
third  day  of  march,  1S49,  the  dalb  of  the 
jiassage  of  the  organie  act.  As  to  the 
swamp  lands,  though  the  right  of  the 
State  may  not  l»e  so  undonbted  as  it  is  to 
the  school  lands  it  is  to  Ih?  noted  that  the 
act  conveys  by  words  of  present  grant  all 
wliich,  up  to  the  time  when  the  State  le- 
.^eives  its  ])atent,  may  not  have  Wen  dis- 
pose! of  in  pursuance  of  any  law  enacted 
prior  to  March  12,18G0. 

Under  these  statutes  therefore  the  State 
of  Minnesota  has  an  immediate  interest  ill 
all  tliat  jiortion  of  the  State  which  ha.s  not 
been  surveved. 

In  the  year  1872  the  Unite,!  States,  act- 
ing through  a  snbor-linate  officer  undertook 
to  sell  all  of  the  n<eri-hantable  ])ine  and  ce- 
dar timber  on  the  Leech  Lake  Indian  res- 
erv.ation  which  may  be  within  four  miles 
of  any  stream  navigsible  for  logs,  and  it 
was  agreed  that  the  contract  shall  embrace 
all  of  such  timlier  w  ithin  the  limits  of  the 
reservation  as  above  de-eribed. 

In  th.'  year  1S72  the  United  States  made 
a  similar  cortract  in  regard  to  the  pine 
timber  on  the  Red  Lake  reservation. 

Within  the  limits  of  these  reservations 
there  are  many  thousands  acres  which, 
when  surveyed,  will  be  of  school  lands 
whose  value  i-esults  entirely  from  their 
pine.  The  reservations  .also  contain  vast 
tracts  which  the  State  is  entitled  to  regard 
as  swamp  lands,  who.se  value  ia  also  de- 
pendent upon  their  pine. 

The  effect  of  these  contracts,  one  of 
wliich  runs  for  nine  years  aud  the  other 
for  twenty  years,  will  l>e  exceedingly  de- 
trimental'to  the  State  in  a  pecuniary  jwint 
of  view.  If  the  contracts  are  performed, 
the  State  will  have  but  a  barren  heritage 
in  this  patrimony. 

With  the  ciue.stion  whether  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  has  any  riuht  to  dis- 
j>ose  of  all  that  which  makes  these  lands 
valuable,  simbly  by  re-ison  of  its  relations 
to  the  Indians  whose  title  is  merely  tlu* 
of  o.-oujiancv  of  lands,  the  ullimate  title  lo 
which  is  in  "the  United  States,  the  Stai-^ 
has  little  to  do  except  as  to  those  lan.ls  in 
which  it  has  a  proprietary  interest. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
has  .lecided  that  a  State  can  be  seized  of 
the  fee  in  lands,  siil>je.-t  to  the  In.lian  title 
which  is  simply  thai  of  o.-cupancy. 

]  i-ecommend  such  action  as  will  fully 
protect  the  important  interests  of  tbe 
State,  which  have  Irf'eu  put  in  jeopardy  by 
this  transaction. 

Gentlemen,  you  are  about  to  enact  .an 
important  part.  The  well  I  ein;j  of  the 
State  is  in  your  hands.  Your  acts  will 
live  afler  all  memory  of  those  who  per- 
forme.l  them  h.>i.s  passe.!  away.  We  are 
ephemeral,  but  the  State  is  a  peri>etuity, 
Tho.se  who  will  follow  ns  cannot  und.i 
our  work.  If  it  is  insufficient,  it  will 
weaken  the  strength  and  mar  the  beauty 
of  a  struiture  which,  like  s.mie  material 
edifiies,  will  require  siicce.ssive  generations 
of  arehiteits  aud  builders  for  its  comple- 
tion. 

That  every  act  of  yours  may  make  the 
public  weal  better  than  it  was  before,  the 
sincere  and  efficient  co-oi)eration  of  the 
Executive  department  is  hereby    pledged.

Tbe  great  bulk  of  these  rentes  have 
found  tbeir  way  into  the  pockets  of  tlio 
French  farmers.     It   was  found,  whcu 
the  temptation  was  placed  before  them 
that  nearly  every  farmer  in  France  bad 
a  secret  board  of  gold  "Napolcons"aiid 
5-franc  silver  coins,  of  tbe  existence  of 
which  there  was  a  suspicion,  but  of  the 
fact  or  amount  I'.ttle  was  known.     The 
common  people   of  France    rarelj-  de-> 
posit  tbeir  money  in  savings  banks  or 
anywhere    else    except  in    an  earibeu 
crock  in  tbe  ground.  But  every  French- 
man, no  matter  wb&t  bis  politico  or  re- 
ligion— whether  be  is  a  royalist,  a  re 
publican,  or  a  communist;  a  Catholic.a 
Protestant,  or  a  skeptic  — has   absolute 
confiuence  in  the  solvency  of  his  gov- 
ernment,   and  is    willing   to  loan   bis 
last  franc,  shirt,  or  pair  of  eabots.  The 
subscriptions  (or  tbc    national  loan  ti 
liberate  France  from  tbe  occupation  of 
tbe  bated    and  abhorred  L'AUemague 
(German),  amounted    lo   lour    or   Uvu 
times    tbe  sum    required;  and    at   all 
places  where  the  b(5oks  were  opened  to 
receive    proposals    for    rente.-,     tucro 
were  great  crowds,    much   excitement 
and    contention,    and    a     scramblin!; 
rush  to  reach  the  books.   For  24  hours 
in  advance  of    tbe  time    for  openiug 
them,  long  lines  of    women  held   their 
places,  regardless  of  rain  or  beat,w.ind 
or  weather,  and  impatiently  waited  for 
the  procession  to  move  upon  thu  books 
and  make  their  oflcnnga  of  so    m-iny 
hundreds  or  thousands    francs    each; 
for,  iu  making  these  subscription?,  the 
women  manage  the    busiuess,  as  they 
do  pretty  much  every    other   busiuess 
in  France— tbc    men  standing    help- 
lessly idle,  and  watching  their  spimsea 
with  the  feeling  wbicb  the  inferior  has 
for      the     Superior. — Correspondent-e 
Chicago  I'ribune. 


The  institutions  designed  for  the  unfor- 
tiinnte  and  the  criminal  will  demand  your 
attention.  The  foundation  ofthe.se  institu- 
tions is  among  the  first  and  most  onerous  of 
the  .liities  of  young  States.  In  the  j-erform- 
aiic-  of  this  duty  Minnesota  has  pr.iceeded 
with  a  comjileteness  of  plan  and  expendi- 
ture thatsieaks  volumes  for  her  liberality 
ami  lienevoleiice. 

You  will  be  called  uixm  doubtless  to 
appropriate  money  in  order  to  make  the 
baildings  and  other  tmnlities  more  com- 
nieusurate  with  immediate  needs.  While 
your  policy*should  not  be  meanly  illiberal, 
still  you  should  in  such  time.*  as  these  of 
financial  embarrassment  act  with  great 
eionomy,  and  grant  no  greater  aid  than  is 
required  to  meet  e^iigencies  which  cannot 
be  postponed. 

It  is  not  to  \ie  doubted  that  all  of  your 
appropriations  will  be  gnidei  by  a  due 
.^ense  that  the  strictest  economy  is  at  this 
time  a  real  nece.'^sity.  We  have  fallen 
iijxiii  times  of  sreat  linancial  distre.'ss,  and 
that  dJ?tress  is  intensified  by  uncertainty 
as  to  what  the  future  will  bring  forth. 
After  nearly  four  months  of  fevered  crisis 
it  i-:  a.«  yet  doubtful  whether  we  are  on  the 
way  to  recovery,  or  whether  we  are  drift- 
iUiT  towards  an  irremediable  collapse  of 
our  entire  business  systems.  For  the  past 
eight  years  Sute«,  counties,  cities,  towns 
aiid  individuals  have  indulged  in  expendi- 
ture which  in  many  instances  has  been  ri-    

utously  profliKate;  "new  offices  have  been  \  f^^ 
created  for  which  there  has  been  no  need; 
salaries  have  been  increased  far  beyond 
the  limits  of  an  adequate  compeu.?ation; 
villai/e.-^  and  cities  yet  struggling  in  their 
inf.int  beginnings  have  Inaugurated 
schemes  olimprovement  far  beyond  their 
present  ability  to  pay  for,  and  have  tbere- 


Manufactnred  Dwarfs. 

The  business  of  manufacturing 
dwarfs  by  mutilating  children,  unhap- 
pily, was  at  one  time  followed 
as  a  profession  by  '  a  party  of 
villians  who  had  reduced  it  to 
a  system.  In  tbe  preliminary  chapters 
of  "L'Homme  Qui  Rlt."  Victor  Hugo 
gives  an  account  of  the  operations  of 
these  persons  which  is  full  of  painful 
interest  They  call  themselves  "Com 
prachicos,"  and  Ibey  labored  to  supply 
tbe  demand  which  existed  a  couple  of 
centuries  ago  in  almost  every  Euro- 
pean country  for  dwarfs  and  distorted 
human  beings  for  the  royal  palaces 
and  for  the  homes  of  tbe  wealthy  no- 
bility. Tbe  King  must  have  have  his 
misshapen  jester;  the  fine  lady  her  fan- 
tastic page  or  footman;  tbe  nobleman 
his  hunchback  lackey;  and  even  the 
Sultan  bis  grotesfiue  buffoon  for  the 
seraglio  Tbe  demand  was  far  greater 
than  the  supply  afforded  by  tbe  freaks 
of  nature,  and  tbe  Com-* 
prachicos  undertook  to  make  good 
tbe  deficiency.  They  fabricated  mon-, 
sters  upon  a  largo  scale.  Tbe  head- 
quarters of  this  infamous  fraternity 
were  in  England,  but  its  ranks  were 
recruited  from  all  countries,  and  its 
operations  were  extended  to  other 
countries.  Tbe  organization  bad  its 
origin,  we  believe,  in  Spain. 

Tbe  Compracbicos  procured  children 
for  tbeir  purpose  in  various  ways. 
Sometimes  there  was  an  heir  to  an  es- 
tate who  was  in  tbe  way  of  somebody, 
and  be  would  be  sold  into 
the  bands  of  the  Order  to  be 
mutilated         beyond  recognition. 

Sometimes  pauper  and  orphan 
children  would  be  disposed  of  by  rela- 
tives who  did  not  wish  to  take  care  of 
them;  and,  often,  again,  when  tbe  raw 
material  was  not   offered    in  sufficient 


quantities,  tbe  Compracbicos  would 
kidnap  children  for  their  purposes. 
Once  in  their  bands,  there  was  no  poB«. 
sibillty  that  a  child  could  be  rescued 
without  mutilation.  Taken  when  very 
young,  they  were,  as  Victor  Hugo  ex- 
presses it,  "touched  up  so  tbat  their 
parents  would  not  recognize  them." 
Sometimes  the  Comorachlcos  would 
operate  on  tbe  spine  in  such  a  way  that 
tbe  child  would  have  a  bumped  back; 
oc  they  would  leave  the  dorsal  column 
straight  and  alter  the  coun- 
tenance They  would  cut  the 
muscles  so  tbat  tbe  little  one  would 
wear  a  perpetual  and  diabolical  grin.or 
would  have  its  face  set  permanently 
in  some  fantastic  shape.  By  a  peculiar 
process,  the  growth  of  another  would 
be  stunuted  so  tbat  the  child  would  be 
a  dwarf;  while  in  other  cases  the  joints 
and  muscles  of  the  limbs  would  be  so 
treated  that  they  would  acquire  un- 
natural suppleness.  These  patients 
would  be  sold  to  showmen,  who  train- 
ed them  as  gymnasts.  Sometimes, 
also,  tbe  throat  would  be  manipulated 
the  purpose  of  giving  the 
child  peculiar  vocal  poweri". 
Charles  II  had  a  being  thas  muti- 
lated, whose  office  was  to  move  around 
Ibe  palace  at  night,8ignaling  the  hours 
by  crowing  like  a  cock.  A  certain  Dr. 
Conquest  of  London,  wrote  a  Tolume

The  following  article  taken  from  tho 
Country  Gentleman,  so  tluilling'.y  tut.-i 
forth  tho  fearful  results  of  using  to- 
bacco that  the  most  hardened  sinner 
must  repent  and  hasten  to  bo  wise  alter 
reading  it: 

"First  experiment,  a  hog  w.ts   shut 
up  in  a  tight  pen,  aud    his   ouly    food 
was  one  half  pound  of  tobacco  a  d«y. 
In  one  week  he  had  lost  four  pouad:i. 
Second,  a  mule  was  placed  in    a  still 
without  food.     Two  plugs   of  tobacco 
were  placed  before    her  twice    a  dny. 
She  grew  gradually    restive.     Ou    the 
third  dsy  one  plug    was  forced  down 
bet  throat,  when  she  tore  the    esperi- 
mentor's    ear  with  her  teeth,    showing 
tbe  bad  effect  tobacco    has    ou    one's 
dispositioa.       It      was      then     found 
necessary  to   muzzle    her  so  that  Khe 
could  not    open    her    mouth.     At  the 
end  ol  eight  days  she  died.     Third,   a 
dcg  Was  nailed  up  in  a  tobacco   hogs- 
head.    At  tbe  eud  of  four  days  he  was 
taken  out  much  reduced.     Fourth,  an- 
other   dog    was   inclosed  in  a  tobacco 
barrel  aud  rolled  down  a    steep     hil!. 
Within  two  years  that  dog  went  mtci. 
Truly,  these  are  Satau's  nets  !    I  could 
cite  plentv  more  of  such  experiments. 
We  all  know  that  a  single   drop  of  the 
oil  of  tobacco  placed  on  tbe  end   of   a 
dog's  tail  will  kill  a  man  in  a  minute. 
Of  four  men  lately  killed    on   the  Erie 
Railway  three   were  smokers,  and  the 
father    of   the    other    an     inveteratn 
chewer  of  tobacco.     On  tbc   bodies  of 
tbe  two  men  washed  ashore   after   tho 
late  storm    on  Lake  Mic>higan,  papers 
ot  tobacco  were    found.     In    my  own 
ntighboihood  a  very   distressing  acci- 
dent,  by  wbicb  a  very  estimable    lady, 
the  mother  of  seven    lovely    childien, 
broke  her  leg,  wasoccasioaed  by  a  pair 
of  runaway  horses  running  into  a  fenco 
that    surrounded    a    field    of  tobacco, 
Miss  Chloe  Flatfoot   recently  died    iu 
the  county  adjoining    mine  at  the  age 
ot  116  years.     She    had    both  cliewe.i 
and  smoked    over  100   years,    and,  aa 
she  had  no  disease  till  tbe  time  of  her 
death,  it  is  only  fair  to  suppose  that  it 
was  tobacco  that  killed    her.     For    so 
long  a  time  was    Satan   spreading   his 
nets  for  her;  but  I    think  Mr.  K.    will 
agree  witb  me  that  he  must    have    her 
sure  now.    But  why  multiply  examplosv 
You  know  how  it  is  yourself.     So,  Mr. 
Editor,  do  not  go    on    helping    sj.read 
these  nets,  by  showing  In    your  pajier 
bow  to  grow    large    crops  of  tnbacr  « 
any  more.     Uatber   inteiline  ibe  book 
of  Proverbs  with   the  remarks  of  our 
second    Solomon.     Only  let    lue  a.ld  a 
word    of  caution  to    that    genlk-man. 
Does  he,  let  me  ask.  use  tea  or  coffee '" 
There  areother  nets  of  Satan  as  well  as 
tobacco.     Does  he  eat  mince  pies  aud 
use  salcratus?  More  nets.     Does  he  in 
dulge  in  ice    creams    or    oysters'/  Let 
him    beware,  lest,   when  he    least  ex- 
pects, Satan,  in   scooping  iu  his  tobac- 
co users,  fly  away  witb    him!  Graham 
bread    without  salt    is  his  only  salva-x 

lion."

Not  long  ago  there  lived  on  the  Gor- 
pals  side  of  the  river  an  old  man,  who 
occupied  an  apartment  in  a  sunk  flat, 
the  grated  window  vf  which  was  below 
the  level  of  the  street.     He  followed 
the  occupation  of  a  rigger  when  he  first 
attracteel   my  attention,  but  his  whole 
bearing  gave  ample  evidence  that  the 
greater  part  of  his  life  had  been  spent 
at  sea.     Ho  was  not  by  any  means  a 
big  man,  but  he  had  a  massive   head 
and  a  very  large  face,  while  his  nose 
(or  bis  cutwater,  as  he  himself  would 
cftUed  it)  was  of  prodigious  dimensions. 
Altogether,  his  coTintenance.  wrinkled 
and  grizzled  by  ago   aud   exposure  to 
all   kinds  of  weather   though   it  was, 
was      sufficiently    out      of    tho    way 
to      attract      even     the^    cursory    ob 
server's    attention,    aad     seen     as    it 
was  by  me  every  day  as  he  passed  me 
on  his  way  to  work,  it  gradually  came 
to  impress   me  with  the    idea  that  its 
owner  was  no  common  seaman,  aud  to 
awaken  n  desire  iu  me  to  know  some- 
thing of  the   man's   former  life.     But 
for  a  while  it  appeareif  as  if  my  desire 
was    doomed    to  ilirtuppoiutmeul,   for 
Sam  (that  was  his  n.iiue)  fought  phy  ot 
all  my  advances,  and  I  found  it  a  hard 
matter  to  get  him  to  repose  such  cou- 
tideijco  in  me  as  woulel   induce  him  to 
spin  ouo  of  his  yuruB,  the  material  for 
which  I   felt    convinced   was  l,>ing  in 
abundance  behind    the    rugged   face. 
Oue  night,  howev.  i^  I  came  across  him 
when  he  was   in  that  cotnlition  which 
can  be  described  as  two  sheets  m  the 
wind,  and  the  third   one  shaking,  aud 
from  a  wortl  he  used  in  eouveisation,  I 
at  once  knew  that  Lc  hiid  been  at  some 
time  of  hi.s  lift*  "among  the  niggois." 
"  So  you    have    been   in    the  slave 
trade  ?"    I  icranrked,    interrogatively. 
"Well,  yes;  I  believe   I   have,"  he 
respoucled,  speaking  with  an  American 
accent,  for  he  was  a  bom  Yaukee. 

"You  would  get  good  pay  iu  a  ship 
uf  that  kiuel,"  I  ventured. 

He  nanioil  a  large  sum  as  the  wages 

ho  received,  besides  which  he  asserted 

he  cot  "  two  prime  slaves  "  per  vnyagt. 

"That  would  p.iy,"  I  said,    "  if  you 

hud  a  leaee  of  it," 

"  Pretty  fnir,"  he  responded;  "but 
k>ok'ee  h<  re,  governor.  I've  done  a 
sight  belter  nor  that  in  my  time,  that 
I  huve.  I've  luule  seventeen  hundred 
dollars  in  forty  mitintes.  There  for 
you,  master ;  what  do  you  think  of 
that,  now'r 

Of  course  I  expressetl  my  astonish- 
ment, anil  to  my  great  delight  1  man- 
agetl  to  get  him  persraded  to  tell  me 
all  about  it. 

"I  was  shipped  on  board  a  privateer 
at  the  time,"  he  began,  "and  we  was 
a-luying  in  Buenos  Ayres,  getting  in 
stores,  and  gettiug  up  our  standing 
rigging.  Dull  work  it  was  fe*r  us,  for 
you  see  so  lonc^  as  we  lay  there  we  had 
our  day's  work  to  do  all  the  same  as 
if  we  were  at  sea.  aud  theio  wasn't  no 
chance  to  make  auylhiug  in  the  way  o' 
prize  money.  Well,  all  of  a  sudden  we 
gets  orde-is  to  elear  up  dee'ks,  send  up 
the  yarils,  bend  on  any  old  sails  we 
e.nild  lay  our  hands  on,  without  wait 
ing  for  the  new  canvas  as  was  ordered, 
at'd  make  all  vcady  to  ^o  lo  sea  at  once. 
We  Eced  as  there  was  some  jolly  game 
afoot,  though  wo  knew  we  Bhouldu't 
hear  what  it  was  till  we  put  to  sea:  and 
the  same  night  wo  got  the  orders  we 
was  ready  to  clear  out  o'  port.  You 
bet  your  pile,  sir,  there  was  some  work 
done  that  day.  The  fellows  iu  the  rig- 
ging didn't  take  so  long  to  turn  their 
quid,  or  knock  ofl  work  every  time  they 
spat  to  tee  where  it  dropjcd,  as  they 
had  done  regular  fur  a  furl  night.  They 
knew  as  there  was  something  to  work 
for,  and  they  turned  to  with  a  will  : 
auel  about  midnight  we  stuuel  uiit  at 
sea.  Next  morning  at  eight  bells  the 
skipper  culls  us  nit,  aud  said  as  how 
be  hearel  a  Spani<4h  galleon  had  left 
Lima  with  her  iiold  full  o  dollars,  and 
we  was  going  to  see  if  v/e  couldn't  get 
a  few  of  the  yellow  boys.  We  gave  the 
old  man  a  cheer,  splicetl  tho  muiu- 
brace,  and  went  forward  again,  like  to 
jump  out  o'  our  skins  wi'  joy  at  the 
idea  o'  the  pile  o'  ';hiue«'s  we  was  going 
to  pick  up.  We  male  our  6e>uthing 
froelv,  for  she  was  a  good  ship,  aud 
uiik*  a  to'snllttuf  sail  hreeze  there 
wa.sn't  much  afloat  as  couKl  go  to 
win'ard  o'  her ;  but  when  we  got  to  the 
latitude  of  the  Falkland  Islands  a  sou'- 
west  gale  sprang  up,  aud,  of  course, 
there  wasn't  much  lieael  way  made 
while  it  laste.l.  It  blew  ti  reg  lar 
buster,  sir,  I  tell  you ;  and  we 
had  to  unship  half  of  our  giuis  and 
send  them  down  into  the  hold  to  keep 
the  ship  trom  going  over  on  her  beam 
ends.  The  gale  lasted  nearly  a  week, 
and  we  ke(it  beating  about  without 
making  a  degree  o'  southing  the  whole 
time,  auel  every  one  on  us  mad  to 
think  that  the  galkon  might  get  to  the 
south'aid  o'  the  Horn  before  us,  and 
then  it  was  ten  chances  to  one  but  we 
missed  her.  The  skipper  was  the 
maddest  o"  the  lot,  and  by  an'  by, 
when  the  wind  chops  round  to  the 
east'ard,  what  does  he  do  but  seta  a 
course  for  the  Stiaitn  of  Magellan.  He 
was  a  bold  fellow,  that  old  man,  for 
there  "wasn't  many  as  had  worked 
through  them  Straits  then,  though  I've 
heerd  as  one  o'  Her  Majesty's  frigates 
worked  through  under  close-reefed 
topsails  since.  Anyhow,  it  wasn't  no 
joke,  I  tell  you,  groping  our 
way  without  a  chart,  some- 
tin"  es  with  laud  within  half  a 
mAe  o'  each  side  o'  us,  with  a  man  in 
the  chains— now  and  then  singing  oul 
'a  half  less  five.'  No,  sir,  it  was  close 
work ;  but  we  had  luck  and  we  man- 
aged it.  And  sure  enough  if  the  old 
man  hadn't  come  through  'hat  way 
we'd  had  our  v'yage  all  for  nothing,  for 


forty  minutes,  sir,  we  wrought  that 
gun  until  it  was  so  hot  it  needed  no 
priming,  and  if  we  didn't  make  a 
wreck  o'  that  there  galleon  by  that 
time  I  never  seed  a  wreck  in  all  my 
cruising.  Then,  in  course,  she  stnxck; 
for  what  else,  I  axes  you,  sir,  conld 
she  do,  with  her  fore  and  mainyards 
shot  away  at  the  slings,  her  mizzen- 
mast  gone  by  the  board,  and  her  head- 
rigging  run  down  in  a  heap  over  the 
jibboom,  and  hanging  into  the  sea  ?" 

Sam  did  not  seem  te>  notice  that  he 
bad  asked  a  question,  for  without  the 
slightest  pause  lor  an'  answer,  he  pro- 
ceeded : 

"  Then  it  was  out-sculls  with  U3,nud 
away  on  board  the  galleon  as  fast  as 
oars  could  drive  us.  When  wo  reached 
her  deck  there  warn't  muny  left  alive, 
and  pounding  with  the  big  gun  had 
made  mince  meat  o'  most  o'  her  crew  ; 
as  how  else  could  it  »De?  No,  there  was 
few  of  them  who  could  tell  the  number 
o'  their  mess,"  repeated  Sam,  slowly 
and  thoughtfully. 

I  didn't  ask  him  what  became  of  that 
remaining  few  ;  I  didn't  ask  him  what 
treatment  they  received  at  the  hands  of 
himself  and  his  messmate?.

The  yel- 
low men  njver  see  so  much  goM  all 
their  lives  before,  and  I  hey  nearly  went 
mad ;  but  the  seventeen  of  us  kept 
them  in  their  place  till  the  lot  was 
fairly  divided.  Seventeen  hundred 
dollars  in  gold  was  my  share,  uud  it 
was  only  fortj  minutes  fn-m  the  time 
we  fired' the  first  shot  till  we  boarded 
her.  Wasn't  that  good  wages  by  the 
hour?  Well,  sir,  it  was  'bout  ship 
now  and  back  to  Buenoa  Ayres,  and 
when  we  reached  that  there  port,  I 
thinks  to  myself,  why  I'll  slip  cable 
and  make  a  bolt  of  it." 

At  this  pcriut  I  venttired  to  interrupt 
Sam,  and  ask  why  he  wished  to  leave 
the  ship  when  he  was  making  so  much 
money. 

"Why,  you  see,  I  didn't  jnst  want  to 
run  my  head  into  a  noose  for  the  sake 
of  the  dollars," he  resumed,  "and  on 
the  v'yage  back  to  Buenos  Ayres  we 
did  something  that  was  precious  near 
piracy. " 

He  did  not  say  what  it  was  they  did, 
but  I  wondered  what  horrid  crime  hu- 
man nature  was  capable  of  when  it 
turned  the  stomach  of  a  man,  who, 
without  the  slightest  qualm  of  con- 
science had  taken  part  in  the  terrible 
carnage  attending  the  plundering  of 
the  galleon. 

"  So,  as  I  said,  I  determined  to  give 
them  the  slip,  and  one  night  I  cut  and 
run,"  he  resumed.  "But  the  skipper 
he  sent  a  gang  ashore  and  huuted  me 
up,  and  clapped  me  in  jail  for  desert 
ing  my  ship.  It  wasn't  by  any  means 
a  good  jail ;  damp  and  stinking  like  au 
oui  harness  cask  ;  so  when  the  male 
came    to    see    me,  after    three  or  femv 


giving  you  wages,  I'd  have  made  yon 
pay  full  passage  money  from  Buenos 
Ayres.'  But  it  was  too  late,  warn't  it, 
sir  ?  " 

And  at  the  recollection  of  how  he 
had  el  one  the  Yankee  skipper  Sam 
ehuckled  till  he  brought  on  a  fit  of 
coughing,  whic'u  I  was  afraid  would 
end  him.  At  any  rate  it  ended  his 
yaxM,  and  h©  wpnt  away  ;  and  I  never 
could  manage  to  get  him  to  spin  an- 
other. 

But  the  sequel  to  the  story  is  much 
mo're  curious  than  Sam's  yam  itself. 

The  following  winter  he  sufftred 
from  R  severe  attack  of  bronchitis,  and 
had  to  bo  moved  to  the  Royal  Infirm- 
ary, where  he  died. 

After  his  death,  his  widow  came  to 
me  to  see  if  I  could  do  anything  in  the 
direction  of  putting  her  in  a  way  to 
help  herself. 

"  H'lve  you  no  relatives  ?"  I  asked. 
"  None,"  she  replied. 
"  And  your  husband  none?"  1  said. 
"1  believe  he  had,"  she  said,  "but 
they  are  in  America." 

"  Were  they  near  akin  to  him  ?"  I 
inquired. 

"  One  of  them  was  a  full  brother," 
she  said. 

"  And  is  he  in  a  gooil  way  ?"  was  my 
next  question. 

"  I  understanel  he  is,"  she  said  sim- 
ply. "  He  was  at  one  time  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America !" 

Yes,  strange  as  it  mny  appear,  this 
old  rigger  and  ex-pirate,  who  lived 
during  the  latter  years  of  his  life  in 
Tradeston,  and  who  breathed  his  last 
in  the  Royal  lutirmary  of  Glasgow,  was 
brother  to  one  who  for  four  years  filled 
a  station  as  exalted  and  important  as 
that  of  any  sovereign  in  the  world. 

I  do  not  give  names,  as  it  is  possible 
there  may  still  be  some  relations  sur- 
viving, and  it  will  be  readily  enough 
nndoistood  that  the  publication  of 
names  might  jnr  upon  their  feelings. 

But  the  story  is  none  the  less  true 
for  all  that.

They 
knew  as  there  was   something  to  work 
for,    and  they   turned  to  with  a  will  : 
and   u'tout    midnight  we  stood   out  at 
sea.     Next  morning  at  eight  btlis  the 
skipper  calls   ua  nit,  and   said   as  how 
he  heard  a  Spuui-jb   galleon  had  left 
Lima  with  her  hold  full  o  dollars,  and 
we  was  going  to  see  if  we  couldn't  get 
II  few  of  tlie  yellow  boys.  We  gave  the 
old  man  a  cbcor,    spliced   tiie   niiiiu- 
bracr,  and  went  forward  again,  like  to 
jump  out  o'  our  skins  wi'  jviy  at   tbe 
idea  o'  the  pile  o'  shiners  we  was  going 
to  pick   up.     We  ma.le  our  southing 
freelv,   lor  she  was  a  good  ship,  aud 
with*  a    to'gttUant    sail    breeze    there 
wa.'u't   much     afloat    as  could    go   to 
winard  o'  her  ,  but  when  we  got  to  the 
latitude  of  tlie  Falkland  Islands  a  sou  - 
west   gale  sprang  up,  aud,  ot  course, 
there   wasn't    much    liead   way    made 
while   it    lastid.       It    blew    a   reg  lar 
busier,    sir,    I     tell  you;     and     we 
had  to  unship   halt   of   our  puns  and 
send  them  down  into  the  bold  to  keep 
tbe  ship  from  going  over  on  her  beam 
ends.     The  gide  lasted  nearly  a   week, 
and  we    kejd.    beating  about  without 
making  a  degree  o'  southing  tbe  whole 
time,    and  «very  one  on  us  mad   to 
think  that  the  galleon  might  get  to  the 
south'aid  o'  the  Horn   before  us,  and 
then  it  was  ten  chances  to  one  but  we 
missed     her.     The    skipper    was    the 
maddest  o"  the  lot,   and   by  an'  by, 
when    the  wind    chops    round   to  tbe 
east'ard,  what  does   be  do   but  sets  a 
course  for  tlie  Stiaits  of  Magellan.     He 
was  a  bold  fellow,  that  old  man,  for 
there  "wasn't    many    as    had    worked 
through  them  Straits  then,  though  I've 
beerd  as  one  o'  Her   Majesty's  frigates 
worked     through    under    close-reefed 
topsails  since.

Pop>corii  as  Dessert. 

I  thkik  I  need  uot  tell  how  to  pop 
coru,  need  1  ?  It  is  the  best  way  to 
have  a  corn -popper ;  then  you  can  wait 
the  progress  of  the  corn,  and  vary  the 
d»g)e6  of  heat  us  seems  uecessary. 
Many  imagine  that  the  pop-corn  is 
more  tender  or  brittle  if  taken  from 
the  hot  fire  and  bhaken  about  in  ilik 
cold  air  as  quickly  as  possible.  Chil- 
dren are  apt  to  stuff  themselves  with 
f>op-coru  when  they  are  not  in  the 
eas^  need  of  ii  meal.  Popcorn  is 
food,  and  such  a  crowded  condition  of 
tbe  stomach  produces  discomfort,  and 
so  pop-corn  is  supposed  to  b»  un- 
wholesome. It  i3  qufte  the  contrary 
if  eaten  as  food  with  the  regular  meal, 
an<l  properly  chewed.  Try  it  with 
milk  or  apple- sauce,  or  with  any  other 
fruit  sauce. 


Salt-rUIng  Bread. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Household 
gives  the  following  reoeipe  for  making 
salt-rising  bread,  which  is  superior  to 
common  yeast  bread,  and  is  considered 
by  some  as  more  wholesqjne  : 

Put  three  teacups  of  water,  as  warm 
as  you  can  bear  your  finger  in,  in  a 
two-quart  cup  or  bowl,  and  three- 
fourths-of  a  teaspoonful  of  salt ;  stir  in 
flour  enough  to  make  quite  a  stiff  bat- 
ter ;  this  is  for  the  risings,  or  empty- 
ings, as  Bomo  call  it.  Set  the  bowl, 
closely  covered,  in  a  kettle,  ia  warm 
water,  as  warm  as  you  can  bear  your 
finger  in,  and  keep  it  as  near  this  tem- 
perature as  poHsible.  Notice  the  time 
when  you  *'3«t"  your  rising;  in  three 
hours  stir  in  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
flour,  put  it  back,  and  in  five  and  one- 
half  hours  from  tbe  time  of  setting,  it 
will  be  within  one  inch  of  tbe  top  of  tne 
bowl.  It  in  then  light  enough,  and  will 
make  up  eight  quarts  of  flour  ;  make  a 
sponge  in  the  centre  of  your  flour  with 
one  quuit  of  water  of  the  same  temper- 
ature as  the  rising,  stir  the  rising  into 
it  ;  cover  over  with  a  little  dry  flour, 
and  put  it  where  it  will  keep  very  warm, 
but  not  scald  ;  in  three-fourths  of  an 
hourmix  tbisinto  stitt  dough  ;  if  water 
is  used,  be  i=ure  it  is  very  warm,  and  do 
not  work  as  much  as  yeast  bread  ;  make 
the  loaves  a  little  larger,  and  keep  it 
warm  for  another  three-quarters  of  an 
hour  ;  it  w^ll  then  be  ready  to  bake. 
While  rising  this  last  time  have  your 
oven  heating  ;  it  needs  a  hotter  oven 
than  yeast  bread.  If  these  rules 
are  followed,  you  will  have  bread  as 
white  as  snow,  with  a  light-brown 
crust,  deliciously  sweet  and  tender.

This  is  best  if  cut  short  and  mixed 
in  small  quantity  with  the  meal  and 
grain.  But  if  none  of  these  coorse 
fooda  are  at  hand,  then  take  bran  and 
a  very  little  oil  meal,  and  mix  all  into 
a  slop  with  the  grain  to  be  fed.  This 
will  keep  the  bowels  of  the  breeding 
sow  in  nearly  the  same  condition  as  on 
grass.  This  latter  diet,  continued  after 
she  has  farrowed,  will  cause  a  good 
flow  of  milk,  and  not  too  rich.  The 
same  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
sow,  while  suckling  pigs,  as  to  a  cow 
from  which  you  desire  a  good  flow  of 
milk— feed  her  abundantly  upon  good, 
nourishing  food.— Xive  Stock  Journal. 

(Jaeful  llinls  anU  Receipts. 

Qbease  upon  Floors. — An  Iowa  lady 
writer  that  grease  can  be  readily  drawn 
from  an  unpainted  kitchen  floor  by 
putting  plenty  of  soft-soap  on  the 
grease  spot,  and  rubbing  a  hot  flat 
iron  through  the  snap.  One  applica- 
tion cenerally  suflacei;  sometimes 
another  is  requirsd,  washing  thorough- 
ly afterwards. 

To  Keep  Onioks.— The  best  way  of 
keeping  onions  for  family  use  is  the 
old-fashioned  one  of  stringing  them. 
Gather  ttiem  without  breaking  off  the 
tops.  Take  up  three  or  four  and 
string  through  the  tops,  and  tie  a 
string  around  them  to  secure  them 
firmly.  Add  more  onions,  and  tie  un- 
til you  have  a  string  a  foot  or  more  in 
length.  Hang  them  in  a  dry  place  and 
they  will  keep  any  length  of  time. 

How  TO  Take  a  Pill.— Place  it  un- 

Ser  the  tip  of  the  tongue,  and  take  a 
rink  of  water.  The  biggest  bolus 
will  go  down  almost  without  your 
knowing  it.  The  taste  left  in  the 
mouth  after  taking  such  bitter  medi- 
cines as  qninine,  aloes,  nux-vomica, 
etc.,  is  instantly  neutralized  by 
chewing  a  piece  of  liquorice  root. 

Light  vt  the  Room  pok  the  Siok. — 
The  late  physician  to  the  Emperor 
of  Russia  made  a  careful  study  of  the 
effect  of  light  as  a  curative  agent  in 
the  hospital  of  St.  Petersburg.  He 
discovered  i;hat  the  number  of  patients 
who  were  cured  in  rooms  properly 
lighted  was  four  times  as  large  as  it 
was  when  they  were  confined  in  dark 
rooms. 

Preventive  Wash  fob  Scnbubn. — 
Take  two  drachms  of  borax,  one  draohm 
of  Roman  alum,  one  drachm  of  cam- 
phor, half  an  ounce  of  fugar  candy, 
one  pound  of  ox  gall.  Mix  tliese  all 
together,  and  stir  them  well  for  ten 
minutes  ;  repeat  the  stirring  four  times 
a  day  lor  a  fortnight,  at  the  end  of 
which  time  the  lotion  will  iippear  clear 
and  transparent.  Stra  ii  through  blot- 
ting paper  and  bottle  for  use.  Wash 
your  face  with  this  every  time  you  go 
into  the  sunshine. 

Hastening  the  Ripening  op  Pears. 
—One  of  our  Yankee  cultivators,  as  an 
experiment,  removed  the  earth  about 
an  early  pear  tree  eight  week?  before 
the  normal  period  of  ripening,  for  a 
space  of  13  to  15  feet  in  diameter,  and 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  leave  a  depth  of 
earth  over  the  roots  of  only  about  two 
inches  or  so,  which  could  be  thorough- 
ly warmed  by  the  suu.  He  was  sur- 
prised not  only  by  the  ripening  of  the 
fruit  in  the  middle  of  July,  but  also  by 
its  superior  jucinesa  and  flavor.  In 
another  experiment  the  removal  of  the 
earth  from  the  north  side  of  a  tree 
alone  caused  the  fruit  on  that  side  to 
ripen  several  days  earlier  than  that  on 
the  south  aiiie.— Boston  Journal  of 
Chemistry. 


THE  TKIANOM   PiLiCE»>. 


Tbe  Sommer  Reatdenoe  of  the  Klnc*  of 
Prance. 

Standing  on  the  upper  terrace  in  the 
rear  of  the  quaint  old  chateau  of  Ver- 
sailles, the  traveler  is  apt  to  linger 
enamored  with  the  magnificent  panora- 
ma spread  out  before  him.  He  has 
perhaps  just  finished  a  run  over  tbe 
many  saloons  and  galleries  of  the  pal- 
ace, and  his  mind  is  a  confused  mass 
of  paintings,  frescoes,  sculptures,  rare 
old  gilded  furniture  and  historical  re- 
lice  innumerable.  He  cannot  hope  to 
retain  anything  but  a  feeble,  fragmen- 
tary impression  of  all  these ;  but  the 
superb  landscape  that  now  bursts  npon 
him  is  a  single  ravishing  pictiue 
where  the  genius  of  man  eeems  to 
have  made  Nature  his  Slave  of  the 
Lamp,  and  he  tries  to  grasp  it  and  fix 
it  indelibly  in  his  memory. 

Looking  directly  west,  straight 
through  the  grounds  from  the  centre 
of  the  terrace,  the  eye  meets  first  two 
oblong  basins  bordered  witU  twenty- 
four  magnificent  groups  in  bronze. 
From  the  centre  of  each  basin  rise 
jots  of  water  forming  fi-untoins  in  the 
shape  of  a  basket ;  a  little  beycnd  is 
the  Basin  of  Latona,  presenting  five 
circular  tables  in  red  marble,  rising 
pyramidically  one  above  the  other,  and 
surmounted  by  Latona  imploring  the 
vaugeanoe  of  Jupiter  against  the  Li- 
byans, who  had  refused  to  give  her 
water.  The  prayer  is  answered,  and 
Ihere  are  the  poor  Lybana,  some  half, 
some  wholly,  metamorphosed  into 
frogs,  fishes,  tortoises,  seated  on 
the  edges  of  tbe  tables,  each  mouth 
a  fountain  tlirowing  water  on  Latona 
from  every  direction.  On  either  side 
of  the  pyramid  is  a  column  of  water 
thirty  feet  high,  falling  into  the  basin. 
Beyond  this  is  a  long  ribbon  of  lawn 
(the  Tapis  Vert)  ornamented  with  vases 
and  statues  ;  then  comes  tbe  Basin  of 
Apollo,  with  a  magnificent  fountain  of 
tritons,  nereids,  dolohius  and  sea- 
moHsti  rs ;  and  then  the  long  arm  of 
the  Grand  Canal,  which  is  in  the  shape 
of  across,  each  arm  about  two  hundred 
feet  wide.  And  these  are  only  tbe 
principle  objects  seen  in  one  straight 
line.  Everywhere  there  are  lovelv 
walkH,  parterres  of  flowers,  vases,  col- 
ouades,  fountains,  statues,  groves  and 
beautiful  avenues,  bordered  wtth  long 
lines  of  evergreen  trees  forced  by  the 
pruniug-knife  to  grow  into  fantastic 
shapes. 

The  two  Trianons  are  but  royal  sum- 
mer-houses in  these  superb  gardens. 
They  are  both  located  on  the  right  of 
ihe  Grand  Canal,  and  separated  only 
by  a  few  rods  of  the  gardens  belonging 
to  the  Grand  Trianon  built  by  Louis 
XIV.  in  1671  for  Madame  de'Maiute- 
uou,  who  was  then  nearly  forty  years 
of  age.  The  king  was  three  years 
younger.  For  nearly  eleven  years  he 
had  been  reconstructing  the  palace  of 
Versailles,  enlarging  and  beautifying 
the  royal  parka  and  gardens,  some- 
times impressing  thirty  thousand  sol- 
diers at  once  into  the  work,  which  coft 
France  a  thousand  millions  of  francs 
at  least.  The  Fountain  of  Apollo  alone 
cost  a  million  and  a  half.  The  building 
of  the  teiraee  was  a  gigantic  work  in 
itself,  while  the  water  tor  the  foun- 
tains is  all   brought   from  the  Seine, 


spring  wheat  is  a  diflereuce  in  the  time 
of  sowiug  auil  not  in  the  variety.     Any 
spring  wheat  can  be  changed  into  win- 
ter or  winter  into  spring,    merely   by 
gradually  changing  the  time   in   which 
tither  IS  iiowu.     By  gradually  sowing 
spring  wheat  earlier  every  seabon,  in  a 
few  years  it  can  be  sown  in    the   fall, 
and  become  winter  wheat.     Or  just  be 
foie  the   close   of   winter,    sow    winter 
wheat    and  let  it  germinate  slightly, 
then  let  it  freeze  up   till   spring,    and 
next  year  it  can  bo  successfully  sown  in 
the  spring:.     And  it  is  universally  con- 
ceded that  winter  is  better  than  si)ring 
wheat,  it  i:>  a  natural   conclusion   that 
tho  sooner  wheat  can  be  safely  sown  in 
the  spring  the  nearer  will   it   attain   to 
the  quality  of  winter  wheat.     Tho  dif 
ference-betwen  red  and  white   wheats 
IS  nut  in  variety,  but  is   owing   chiefly 
to  the  variety   of  toil  on  which  it   is 
grown 

It  ia  said  that  the  hard  wheats  are 
all  natives  of  warmer  climates,  such  aa 
Italy,  Sicily  and  Barbary.  The  aoft 
wheats  ure  from  more  northern  eli- 
mateG.  such  m  Englani',  Russia,  Bel- 
gium, Deiimiirk  and  Sweden.  There 
IS.  however,  one  exception  to  this  gen- 
eral rule,  as  the  celebrated  Polish 
wheat  is  hard,  and  for  this  reason  it 
bus  been  emil4-uded  that  it  was  uot  a 
native  of  Poland,  but  was  introduced 
ilicre  from  n  milder  climate.  The 
Englisli  atmosphere  is  so  humid  that  it 
IB  impossible  to  ripen  any  wheat  hard, 
but  in  many  casea  it  requires  artificial 
hett  to  harden  it  before  it  can  be 
ground  into  flour.  Different  soils  and 
climates  materially  change  the  nature 
and  variety  of  wheat.

It  does  not  follow  that  because  it  is 
profitable  to  make  the  greatest  weight 
of  carcass  forthe  butchei  at  ten  mouths, 
that  it  is  also  profitable  to  breed  from 
either  sex  at  3o  early  an  age.  We  are 
aware  that  some  excellent  breeders 
advise  that  the  sow  should  have  her 
brst  litter  at  twelve  months  ;  but  eight 
months  is  too  young  for  tho  sow  to 
have  acquired  the  proper  maturity  to 
be  coupled  with  the  boar,  and  the  pigs 
in  many  such  cases  are  weak  and  puny. 
Nothing  is  redly  gained  by  coupleing 
before  the  sow  is  t«  n  to  twelve  months 
old  The  pigs  will  be  much  more  valu- 
able under  the  latter  plan. 

We  believe  that  too  early  breeding 
reduces  the  number  oi  healthy  pigs 
reared,  more  than  all  the  gain  in  time 
is  worth.  From  several  reports  we  have 
received  trom  large  breeders,  four  oer 
litter  is  a  full  average  raised  from  this 
early  breeding,  while  if  the  bow  is  al- 
lowed further  to  mature,  six  would  be 
the  average  in  breeding  upon  a  large 
scale.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  at- 
tention given  to  high  feeding  and  early 
maturity  during  tbe  last  few  years  has 
rendered  the  sow  tit  to  breed  earlier 
than  formerly,  but  there  is  danger  of 
carrying  this  too  far  and  thus  weaken 
ing  the  constitution. 

If  a  sow  shows  herself  a  good  breed- 
er, it  is  economy  to  keep  her  several 
years  as  a  breeder,  for  the  extra  num- 
ber of  pigs  she  will  rear  will  pay  for 
the  extra  feed.  Great  eare  should  be 
used  not  to  give  the  sow,  wnile  in  pig, 
too  much  concentrated  food.  The  priu

Saratoga  Potatoes.  -Slice  raw  pota- 
toes and  throw  into  cold  water       Have 
ready  lard,    boiling  hot,  season   pota- 
toes (after  draining)  with  nalt  and  pep 
per;  fry  a  light  brown. 

Butter  pot-pie.— Pour  a  quart  of 
water  into  tho  kettle  ;  put  in  half  a 
pound  of  butter,  a  little  salt  and  pep- 
per ;  make  a  crust  of  buttermilk  a  lit- 
tle sour  cream,  and  ealeratus  enough 
to  sweeten  it ;  roll  out  and  cut  into 
biscuit ;  drop  one  by  one  into  the  boil- 
ing gravy  and  do  not  remove  the  cover 
lor  half  an  hour,  when  it  will  be  done. 
Keep  boiling  but  not  too  hard  or  it 
will  be   too  heavy. 

Lemon  Cake.— One  cup  butter,  three 
b'ups  sugar,  four  cups  flour,  five  eggs, 
one  cup  thick  milk,  one  teaspoonfol  of 
poda.  the  riud  of  two  lemonp.  Bake 
in  bread  dishes. 

Apple  Float. —To  one  quart  of  ap- 
ples partially  stewe<l  and  well  mashed, 
put  the  whites  of  three  eggs  well  beat- 
en and  four  heaping  teaspooni'tds  of 
loaf  sugar,  beat  them  together  for  til- 
teen  raiuutes,  and  eat  with  rich  milk 
and  nutmeg. 

Suet  Pudding.— Seed  and  chop  tine 
one  large  teacup  full  «)f  raisins  ;  chop 
one  teacup  full  of  suet,  having  re- 
moved all  the  skin  ;*«dd  a  cup  full  of 
sour  milk,  one  teaspoonful  of  soda,  a 
very  little  salt,  throe  eggs,  beaten 
together,  and  enough  flour  to  make  a 
stiff  batter.  Steam  for  two  hours,  and 
cat  with  fairy  butter  or  wine  sauce. 

Boston  Rice  Cakes.— Boil  a  cup  of 
rice,  and  while  hot  put  into  it  a  large 
tabkspoonful  ot  butter.  Beat  the 
whites  and  yolks  of  three  eggs  sepa- 
rately, and  stir  them  into  the  rice. 
Thicken  with  four  tablespoonfuls  of 
flour,  and  bake  either  in  muffin-rings 
or  upon  a  delicately-greased  griddle. 
Salt  put  in,  of  course,  to  tho  taste. 

Potato  Soup. — Pare  two  or  three 
good-sized  potatoes  and  slice  thin  ;  put 
in  a  tin  dish  and  cover  with  hot  water  ; 
boil  until  done  ;  turn  out  the  potatoes 
and  mash  fir.c;  salt  them  and  put  them 
back  in  the  water  with  enough  bntter 
to  season  them  well,  adding  enough 
water  for  the  required  quantity  of 
soup. 

Calf's  Foot  Jhllt. — Take  two 
calve's  feet  and  add  to  them  one  gal- 
lon of  water,  which  reduce  with  boiling 
to  one  quart.  Strain  it,  and  when 
cold  skim  the  fat  entirely  off.  Add  to 
this  the  whites  of  six  eggs  well  beaten, 
a  pint  of  wine,  haif  a  pound  of  loaf 
sugar,  add  the  iuice  of  four  lemons  and 
let  them  be  well  mixed.  Boil  the  whole 
a  few  minutes,  stirring  constantly,  and 
then  pass  it  through  a  flannel  strainer. 

This  forms  a  very  nutritions  article 
of  diet  for  the  sick  and  convalescent. 
The  wine  may  be  omitted  or  added  at 
option.— 7^6  Druggist.

The  resplendent  court  of  Versailles, 
at  its  zenith  in  the  time  of  Louis  XIV., 
with  its  gorgeous  costumes,  display 
and  ceremony,  faded  to  wholly  satisfy 
the  purely  humau  needs  of  the  king, 
and  the  Trianon  was  built  as  an  escape 
from  the  onerous  faliguesi  of  greatnefjs. 
Here,  in  the  company  of  choice  favor- 
ites, the  monarch  played  that  he  was 
only  a  man,  loved  and  caressed  for  his 
own  Hake  like  the  simplest  of  his  sub- 
jects. Louis  XIV.  wu!i  also  fond  of 
this  retreat,  and  Louis  XVI.,  "with 
hia  brusque  bonhomie,  walked  through 
its  gardens,  frightening  the  birds  with 
his  loud  laughter,  and  making  the 
flowers  tremble  under  his  elephantine 
tread  "  Marie  Antoinette,  his  queen, 
is  cKpecialiy  associated  with  the  place ; 
she  has  left  everywhere  the  "ineffable 
trace  of  the  foot  of  the  rustic  god- 
dess," Whether  as  tbe  humiliated 
wife,   the 

unpopular  jueen,  we  see  her  always  in 
iuiagiuatiun  the  presiding  genius  of 
this  Eden  in  the  gardens  of  Versaillen. 
unless,  indeed,  this  picture  is  effaced 
by  that  of  her  tnigic  fate,. 

The  Trianon  gardens  suffered  a  com- 
plete change  in  the  reign  of  Louis  XV., 
who,  beetMuing  greatly  i'lterestcd  in 
botany,  gave  to  the  study  and  culture 
of  flowers  and  trees  what  time  he 
could  spare  from  his  Utborions  and 
sterile  secret  correspondence—'*  the 
frivoh)U8  monument  of  a  frivolous 
reign.'  He  built  tho  Petit  Trianon  for 
Madame  Du   Burry    in    1766.     It  is 


Norway  and  Sweden, 
Never  could  more  diasimilar  nations 
be  united  under  one  government  than 
Norway  and  Sweden.  Norway  clings 
with  the  most  absurd  tenacity  to  the  old 
things  and  old  ways  of  doing  them, 
while  Sweden  is  ready  to  advance  with 
the  rest  of  the  world.  The  difference 
appearH  strikingly  on  the  line  of  rail- 
road between  Christiania  and  Stock- 
holm. The  road  is  about  400  miles 
long,  of  which,  say,  100  are  in  Norway 
and  300  in  Sweden.  The  time  for  ex- 
press trails  is  about  twenty  hours.  Of 
this,  something  like  eight  hours  is 
taken  for  the  Norwegian  100  miles, 
leaving  twelve  hour  s-.-really  only  eleven 
hours— for  the  Swedish  300  miles,  or 
12  miles  against  25  miles  per  hour. 
But  most  of  the  travel  in  Norway  is  by 
the  very  old  fashion  of  carroles  and 
post  horses,  the  principal  roads— under 
Government  care — being  in  geod  ordtr, 
and  the  speed  averaging,  with  push, 
six  or  seven  miles  per  houi'.  The  Ameri- 
can Consul  in  Christiania— which  is  the 
only  live  part  of  Norway—  is  trying  hard 
to  get  our  mowers  and  reapers 
into  use  there,  though  thus 
far  with  indifferent  succesa.  In  Swe 
den  these  thin^  are  being  taken  hold 
of  with  something  like  freedom.  The 
Swedes  are,  evidently,  a  contriving  and 
mechanical  people,  and  in  such  things 
very  much  in  advance  of  their  neigh- 
bors. They  are  just  the  kind  of  people 
to  be  at  home  in  America,  and  the  very 
best  kind  of  i>eople  America  could  have. 
In  both  countries,  as  well  as  in  Great 
Britain,  I  heard  the  loudest  kind  of 
lamentation  over  the  great  emigration 
to  America.  Lack  of  laborers  causes 
strikes  and  high  prices,  they  say,  and 
reduces  the  means  of  the  old  countries 
and  the  values  at  the  same  time.  Land, 
generally,  seems  to  have  touched  its 
highest  point  everywhere  on  thii?  side 
of  the  ocean,  and  to  be  falling  with  no 
little  rapidity,  and  with  an  even  dimin- 
ishing number  of  purchaserf.  Of 
course,  I  speak  generally  and  uot  par- 
ticularly. What  shall  we  do  about  it  ? 
seems  to  be  an  absorbing  question  in 
each  of  the  countries  through  which  I 
have  passed.  The  story  of  success  in 
America  flows  back  from  every  pen ; 
and  those  who  remain,  having  friends 
who  have  gone  before,  are,  in  nearly 
every  case,  anxious  only  U)  get  away 
themselves.— Cbr/r<Jpo«d';ic«  of  the 
Soieniifln  American.

Under  the  auspices  of  tho  Empress 
Eugenie  the  Little  Trianon  was  repair- 
ed, and  in  it  was  exposed  a  rich  collec- 
tion of  historical  objects  of  the  eight- 
eenth century — distinctly  a  Trianon 
museum.  Among  the  articles  loaned 
liy  the  Empress  was  a  sample  bock  of 
Mane  Antonette's  dresses.  Most  of 
them  are  gauzes  an  Indian  fabrics  so 
fanciful  in  design,  so  brilliant  and  va- 
ried in  color,  so  light  in  texture,  that 
they  suggest  the  wardrobe  of  a  fairy 
rather  than  that  of  a  mortal  woman. —

The  Chief  Justicesbip. 

On  Jimuaiy  13!b  a  ciuilus  of  lU'publicau 
Sinators  wan  luld  at  Wa8hiu},'(oii,  at  which 
the  iiomination  of  Caleb  CiishinR  for  Chief 
Juslicc  was  discussed,  and  alter  a  short  de- 
bate a  vote  was  taken  to  test  the  sense  of  the 
caucus,  and  only  eleven  votes  were  east  tor 
Cnshiiig.  Senator  Sargent,  of  Calihiinia,  then 
produced  a  Jetter  from  CushinR  to  Jtff  Dans, 
of  which  the  following  ia  a  copy— repeated 
from  ineiiiory  only,  but  gives  the  main  pointn, 
tboiiRh  possibly  out  of  their  order  : 

'•AlT  Dea»  Friend  :— Thin  will  iutrodiice  to 
you  ntv  lriea^l,  Abraham  Powers,  wlio  has 
iKcn  ckrk  in  one  i.r  the  dcpartnionts  here  Tor 
Fix  or  :>evcn  years.  He  haves  the  service 
here  on  account  ol  hit*  opinions,  and  boiiin  a 
t-nuthern  man  by  bii  tii  and  edncation,  and 
devoted  to  what  he  regards  his  eountiy,  the 
Coufcderacv.  He  has  been  a  contributor  to 
Debow's  Review,  and  18  fully  aci|uainbd  with 
the  queHtioni  whith  utiderniincd  and  have 
now  broken  up  the  American  Union.  1  com- 
mend  him  to  your  favorabio  notice  as  ti  man 
who  is  worihy  of  vour  eoutid(nee.

The  reading  produced  an  immense  scnsa- 
tioD.       Those    who    had    defended     Cushing 
looked  blank  and  amazed.     Lewis,  ol  Virgiuia, 
erud  out  to  learn  whether  th«!   political  disa- 
bilities   of    Caltb    Cushing  had  ever  been  re- 
moved.   The  caucus  was  for  the  time  broken 
up,  and  the  Senators  were  in  contusion,  talk- 
ing the  matter    over,  and    asking    again    for 
p  lilts.    At  last  order  was  restored,  when  it 
was  at  once  decided,  without  opposition,  that 
the  Judiciary  Committee  should  wait  on   the 
rrcMdcn'.  and  asrk  him  to  withdraw  the  nomi- 
nation of  Mr.  Cushing,  on  the  ground  of  cor- 
respondence with  the  enemy  during  Ih  •  rebel- 
lion.    Tlse    geiitleniau    thus    commended   to 
Davis  was  a  clerk   in    the    Attorney-General's 
oHice  under  Caleb  Cuahinj;.     With  this  letter 
hi-  went  to  3Ioiitgomery,  and  on   the  strength 
ijf  the  letter  h    was  made  Chief  of  the  Confed- 
erate States  Produce  Bureau,  and  served  in

the  Senate  has  conflrmed  Cushing  as  Miwi^ter 
to  Spain,  the  universal  opinion  ia  that  he  will 
not  be  allowed  to  sail,  and  that  the  President 
will  revoke  his  ctunmie-.-ion. 

At  a  later  caucus,  the  matter  was  discussed 
in  .ill  its  bearings,  and  Senator  Sargent  re- 
viewed the  public  life  of  Ciishiiig  to  the  pres- 
ent tune,  and  i-aid  that  his  confirmalion 
ought  hot  to  be  thought  of  lor  a  moment. 
Mr.  Doutwtll  and  oth<  r  friends  of  Cushing 
uij^ed  bis  conlirmation.  The  letter  of  Cush- 
ing to  Davis  eaiiwtd  the  President  mu<'h  uu 
eaBincsk,  a:id  he  at  once  concluded  to  with- 
draw the  nomination,  and  accordingly  caused 
the  fojlowuig  ti>  be  atnt  to  the  Senate,  to- 
j,ether  with  the  letter  o»  (lushing  to  Davi»,  as 
the  ground  lU  which  the  nomination  ia  with- 
drawn :

TuE  President,  on  January  19th,  nominated 
Morrison  It.  Waite,  if  Ohio,  to  be  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  the  Supreme  Coiiit.  Thi-n  noniiuition 
was  a  surprise  to  the  Senators  aiiil  all  ot'iers 
about  the  caiutal,  inchtding  the  Justices  o! 
the  Court.  The  nomination  recalled  the  tact 
that  111-  acted  as  one  of  the  counsel  at  the 
Geneva  IJoanl  ol  Arbitration,  and  home  of 
the  lawyers-  were  aciiuainteil  with  him  as  an 
able  lawyer  of  thirty  veils'  standing  ;  and, 
altheugh  a  It'  publicAU,  not  an  aclivo  pnrli- 
ean.  It  was  disoovt  reJ,  on  looking  at  the  Su- 
jireme  durt  record,  that  a  year  ago  Mr. 
Waite  was,  on  nioiion  of  Caleb  Cushing, 
adniutid  to  the  bar  of  that  court  as  an  al- 
toiiKv.  Attorneys  of  both  parlies  speak  well 
ot  tlie  uominatioa,  and  there  seems  to  be 
no  doubt  of  hi.s  confirmation.  He  la  a 
son  of  the  late  Chiif  Justice  Waito,  of 
Conuiclicuf,  cue  of  the  leading  jurista  of  New 
Eiiglaii  1.  He  is  now  in  his  58th  year  ;  gradu- 
ated at  Yale  College  at  the  age  of  22  ;  studied 
law  w.tli  S.  M.  Young,  now  of  Toledo,  with 
whom  he  pra  ticed  for  «6y<ais.  He  has  for 
many  years  hfoo.l  at  the  li.ad  of  the  bar  of 
Norths  extern  Chio.  and  twice  has  declined 
a  seat  on  tho  rU|iciiie  bi'iich  of  Ohio.  In 
1849  he  WMs  elected  a  member  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, serving  with  distinction.  In  18(j'2  he 
WIS  a  candidate  for  Congress,  and  though  de- 
feated, he  received  a    majbrity    of  1,200  in 


Toledo.  In  December,  1871,  he  was 
appi^inted  as  Counsel  lo  Geneva,  which 
position  be  filled  with  honor.  He  ia  now 
serving  as  a  member  ard  the  President  of  the 
Ohio  Constitutional  Oonveatioo,  to  which  be 
was  chosen  by  the  nnanimous  vote  of  both 
parties  1  he  present  appointment,  like  all 
other  public  honors,  has  come  to  him  without 
tuo  slightest  aeekioK  on  his  part,  he  having 
discouraged  his  personal  friends  from  efforts 
to  secure  the  place  for  hiiu.  His  neighbors 
feel  that  in  this,  as  in»  every  other  trust,  he 
will  abundantly  Justify  the  confidence  repose 
in  him.

Tills  acti<iii  of  the   Commissioners  so 
incensed  the  laborers  that  they  refused  to  dis- 
perse when  ordere  I  to   do   so  by    the  police. 
The  Ser,;eant  of  Pohce  advised  them  to   dis* 
perse  quict'y,  but  was  met  with  a  furious  as- 
sault, and   a  general   and  vigorous  clubbing 
began,  out  of  which   the  officers  came  victo- 
rious, tearing  with  them  numbers  of  prison- 
ers.   1  he  person  who  began   the  assault  was 
aek'.d   why  he  struck   the   Sergeant,  and   re- 
plied that  he  was  told  by  their  leader  to  strike 
any  police  who  interlered  with  the  demonstra- 
tion.    "  Besides,''  said    tho  piisoner,    "lam 
ten  days  without  food,  and  am  desperate."    A 
large  force  of  police. was  held  iu  readiness  ;o 
suppress  any     further    demonstration,    but 

there  was  no  need  of  their  services. 

The  strike  on  the  J.  M.  and  I.  R.  R,  has 
linally  ei  ded,  the  striking  engineers  in  a  body 
applying  to  the  (  fiicers  of  the  road  to  be  re- 
instated. The  Superintendent  replied  that 
their  positions  hatl  all  been  tilled  by  new  men- 
iind  he  pr«  poses  to  retain  these  men  on  busi, 
nesa  princtptes.

The  old  birds  were  coaxing 
anel  going  through  various  exercises 
which  I  suppose  were  the  first  prin- 
ciples of  fljing.  ami  the  voung  ones 
tilted  about  and  rolled  over,  and  final 
ly  got  fastened  between  the  bharp 
branches  ot  the  tree.  The  mother  and 
father  fusseel  and  scolded,  "  Bill-ee, 
Bill  ee,  Stupidity.  '  The  young  are 
very  slow  in  learning  to  fly— and  I  lijve 
heard  that  they  etften  linger  in  tho  nest 
long  after  they  are  able  to  help  them- 
selves, to  bo  feel  and  waiteil  upon,  till 
driven  away  by  the  parents,  who  beat 
them  out  with  their  wings  and  pick 
them  with  their  sharp  beaks.  1 
don't  like  to  think  this,  but  it  may  be 
so,  for  one  day  we  found  a  young  bird 
drooping  on  the  i'ence.  He  alloweel  us 
to  come  very  close  to  him,  ami  wo  dis- 
covered that  his  wing  was  broken.  It 
was  not  shot  so  he  must  have  fallen  in 
his  effort  to  fly.  No  birds  were  near 
him,  he  had  evidently  been  deserted. 
He  looketl  fiulorn  and  pitiful,  so  we 
took  him  home  and  put  him  in  the 
wagon  honse.  The  children  were  very 
attentive  to  him  ;  they  cut  up  fish  feir 
him — pounds  of  it — and  tried  to  amuse 
him  as  if  ho  wei-e  a  lamed  child.  But 
it  was  of  no  use,  he  dreioped  still  more, 
and  then  died  and  wan  burie^d  with 
martial  noise  and  pom[>.  He  would 
not  have  been  a  saccessful  pet,  for 
these  birds  have  a  lonely,  isolated 
nature.

I  hadn't 
steiod  there  a  second  before  an  old  Irish 
woman  asked  me  the  way  to  Bethnal 
Green.  I  was  rather  flurried  at  this, 
as  although  I  have  a  good  general  idea 
of  the  direction  of  Bethnal  Green,  I 
found  it  difficult  to  methodize  it  with 
sufficient  rapidity  for  the  old  Irish  wo- 
man, who  gave  me  a  glance  of  con- 
tempt and  passed  on.  Before  I  had  re- 
covered from  this  two  very  nice  looking 
girls,  moved,  I  suppose,  by  my  fatherly 
appearance,  besought  me,  with  charm 
ing  smiles,  to  direct  them  to  the 
Academy.  Now  in  my  young  days 
the  Academy  used  to  be  at  the 
National  Gallery,  and  although  I 
ought  to  have  known  very  well  that  it 
was  now  at  the  Burlington  Houee,  yet 
I  had  somehow  never  realized  the  fact, 
anel  so  I  sent  ofl  these  two  very  nice 
young  creatures  entirely  in  the  wrong 
direction.  My  heait  smote  me  the 
next  moment,  r.nd  I  was  about  to  rush 
across  the  street  to  stop  them,  and  put 
them  in  the  right  way.  when  I  was 
se'izetl  by  a  florid  young  Iiishman  with 
all  the  superfluous  energy  ar,d  fluency 
of  his  country,  who  insisted  on  my 
directing  him  to  the  chief  commis- 
sioner of  tho  civil  service,  and  was 
very  angry  with  me  when  I  assured 
him  there  was  no  Buch  functionary.

(iraiii  and  Poultry. 

There  is  no  grain  relished  so  well  by  the 
fowls  :w  loru  It  must  always  be,  as  now, 
the  American  poulterer's  main  reliance,  for, 
althouifh  too  fattening  to  use  in  certain 
case«<.  it  posf-ehses  more  nutriment  lor  the 
price  th;iii  any  other  grain,  and  is  always  to 
be  ..l.tainiJ.  'Corn  can  be  given  ground  or 
ungrouuJ,  raw  or  cooked.  Oats  we  prefer 
piJun-l  line,  as  otherwise  the  hulls  are  too 
harsh  and  bulky.  With  wheat  bran  and 
midaiiuirs,  wheat  in  the  kernel,  barley,  and 
aud  bu«  kwheat,  there  need  be  no  difficulty 
in  avoidinir  monotony.  Rye,  though  the 
poorest  ^Taiu  of  all.  may  be  given  occaaion- 
ally.  aud  brewers   grain,  if  convenient.

Mr.  Harris,  in  the  American  Agricultur- 
ist, tells  the  following  :  "  This  summer  my 
horses  i,'ot  badly  run  down.  We  fed  them 
libuialiv,  but  they  did  not  eat  well.  They 
had  no  appetite,  no  digestion,  and  no 
strtnirth  aud  spirit.  They  came  hoine  at 
noon  and  niirht  tagged  out,  and  their  night's 
rest  did  not  r.?lresh  them.  I  sawed  a  barrel 
in  two.  and  placed  the  ends  on  the  platform 
of  thppuiup  These  are  for  watering  the 
horses.  Into  one  of  them  wo  put  a  pailful 
of  (.urn  meal  aud  mixed  it  with  the  water. 
The  horses  at  tirst  did  not  like  it,  and  would 
oulv  drink  a  little  when  very  thirsty.  After 
they  had  drank  what  they  would  they  were 
Hllowed  pure  water,  lu  a  very  few  days, 
however.  th-iV  drank  this  corn  meal  soup 
with  u  lelish.  aud  in  less  than  a  week  there 
was  a  decided  change  for  the  better  in  the 
ap|»earane9  of  all  the  horses.  We  do  not 
let  them  eat  the  meal,  but  merely  let  them 
drink  the  milky  water.  1  have  no  doubt  it 
isHH  '.rood  fi>r  tliem  as  a  plate  of  good  soup  is 
for  a  tired  and  huugr\  man  before  dinner. 
It  seem.s  to  stimulate  the  appetite  and  aid 
digestion."

The  late  B.irou  Liebig  was  wont  to  coii- 
teiid  that  plants  were  able  to  assimilate  ni- 
tro;:,'eu  from  the  atmosphere,  and  that  it  was 
nnnects-arv  to  convey  it  to  the  plant  in  the 
s;)il  >>y  means  of  fertilizeis.  "  Not  so,'  said 
A.  .^tuckha'dt.  whoso  Knowledge  of  plant 
life  is  e.Kteiisive  and  accurate.  To  decide 
practically  which  of  the  two  theories  was 
correct.  Dr.  Hellriegel,  professor  of  agricul- 
ture, undertook  a  series  of  experiments,  the 
result  of  which  was  in  favor  of  Dr.  Stwck- 
hardt's  theory.  Dr..  Hellriegel  took  eight 
pots,  in  which  he  jjlaced  tine  sand,  previ- 
ously heated,  to  destroy  any  organic  matter, 
and  in  them  planted  peas,  barley,  buck- 
wheat, and  rape,  two  pots  of  each  The 
nec;s.sar}  fertilizers  were  added  th  each,  ex 
cept  that  to  one  pot  of  each  an  extra  quan- 
tity of  uitrciren  wa^  added.  It  WHS  found 
that  thoHf  pl.iuts  which  had  been  supplied 
with  nitrogen  in  the  soil  dourished  and 
grew  luxuvi  intly,  while  tho.se  which  had 
only  the  nitro^'en  of  the  air  were  stunted 
Mud"  small.  Tho  Btston  Journal  of  Chemis- 
try says  it  is  not  stated  in  what  form  Dr. 
Hellriegel  employed  the  nitrogen  ;  probably 
as  >cinie  snlt  of  ammonia.

Durinii  the  session  of  the  recent  meeting 
of  the  Ceiiueotieut  State  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture, the  results  of  overfeeding  were  under 
consideration.  The  Hartford  Courant  re- 
ports as  fi.illows ; 

Dr.  Crts-ay  lias  been  studying  the  dis- 
eases of  animals  caused  by  repletion — over- 
feeding. He  has  made  23  or  'M  post  mortem 
examinations  of  anim  il«  stricken  down  by 
splenic  apoplexy  and  kindred  disorders. 
The  spleen,  or  milt,  is  an  organ  lying  across 
the  stomach,  whose  natural  weight  may  be 
two  or  three  pounds.  In  tspleni<;  apiplexy 
it  is  found  engorged    with    blood    so    as  to 


nel  are  contracted,  and  the  contraction  is 
Burronnded  by  a  band  of  muscular  fibres. 
The  will  of  the  cow  can  operate  on  this 
band,  contracting  or  expanding  it  at  pleos- 
nre,  making  it  operate  like  a  valve.  At  the 
junction  of  each  smaller  tube  with  a  large 
one,  ie  a  similar  contraction  and  band,  also 
under  the  control  of  the  will.  Ordinarily 
these  band.9  are  contracted  (as  in  the  neck 
of  the  bladder)  eo  that  the  milk  has  to  crowd 
its  way  through  thein  to  get  from  the  small- 
er into  the  larger  tubes. 

This  is  an  admirable  arrangement  for 
sustaining  the  weight  of  the  milk  equally 
in  all  parts  of  the  udder,  aad  preventing  it 
bom  pressing  heavily  upon  the  teats. 

When  the  udder  is  full,  if  tho  milk  is 
drawn  out  of  the  teats,  relieving  the  press- 
nre  in  them,  it  requires  a  vigorous  effort  of 
the  will  of  the  cow  to  prevent  th©  pressure 
above  from  crowding  the  milk  down  to  fill 
the  vacancy.  U  the  udder  is  only  partly  fill- 
e4,?8he  can  hold  the  milk  back  more  easily  '. 
and  the  less  there  is  in  it,  the  more  easily 
C4m  she  maintain  the  tension  of  the  muscu- 
lar bands  necessary  to  prevent  entirely  the 
milk  from  fiowing  through  them.  When 
the  milker  first  takes  hold  of  the  teats  and 
begins  to  milk,  the  excitement  causes  the 
cow  to  contract  the  bands  so  firmly  as  to 
hold  back  the  milk  perfectly  for  a  time, 
but  presently  this  vigorous  contraction  will 
t>egin  to  slacken,  and  the  milk  will  begin  to 
pour  through,  and  if  all  is  quiet,  she  will 
relax  the  bands  fully,  when  the  milk  all 
settles  down  upon  the  teats,  and  is  quietly 
drawn.    It  can  be  all  milked  out  to  the  very 

last  drop. 

Hut  this  perfect  relaxation  will  only  last 
or  a  short  time.  If  the  milk  is  not  soon 
extracted  she  will  begin  to  tighten  up  the 
muscular  bands  again,  and  the  last  part  of 
her  mess  will  be  held  back  and  retained, 
when  the  milker  probably  thinks  ho  has 
irot  it  all  because  it  stops  coming.  A  cow 
should  therefore  be  milked  quickly  as  well 
as  quietly.  It  is  natural  for  her  to  part 
with  her  milk  in  a  few  minutes,  and  a  niilk- 
er  should  come  as  near  that  time  as  jiossible. 
If  tho  lime  of  milking  is  mujh  prolonged 
she  will  become  impatient^  and  be  sure  not 
to  "give  down"  perfectly.  The  quickest 
milker  gets  tho  most  and  best  milk,  because 
he  gets  all  the  "  stirppings,'  which  is  the 
richest  part. 

The  more  quiet  and  peaceable  the  cow  can 
be  kept  while  being  milketl,  the  more  per- 
fect will  be  the  relaxation  of  the  udders, 
and  the  longer  will  it  last.  If  anything 
occurs  to  e.vcite  or  attract  their  attention, 
the  relaxation  will  cease;  if  it  occurs  near 
the  close  of  tho  milking,  some  of  the  best 
milk  will  be  kept  back  until  the  next  milk- 
ing, when  it  will  become  the  poor  blue  milk 
that  is  first  drawn.  A  double  loss  ensues 
from  every  such  oceurrence,beeau,''P  having 
milk  in  a  cow's  bag  always  tends  to  diminish 
secretion. 

An  hour  is  long  enough  to  keep  a  herd 
confined,  and  milkers  enou^jh  should  be  em- 
ployed to  do  it  in  that  time.  This  will  re- 
quire one  hand  to  about  ten  cows,  and  that 
number  is  about  as  many  as  one  can  safely 
milk  at  a  time  with<jut  danger  to  the  hands 
of  the  milker  or  to  tho  cows.  The  number 
had  better  be  less  thau  mole.  Each  milk- 
er should  have  certain  cows  to  milk,  and  he 
should  milk  the  same  ones  in  the  same  or- 
der, so  as  to  divid<;  the  time  equally.  Chang 
ing  milkers  attracts  the  atteiitii.n  of  the 
cow,  aud  excites  a  little  feeling  of  cautious 
ness,  and  she  does  not  "  give  flown  '  as  per- 
fectly as  when  always  milked  by  the  same 
person.

Lk.mos  Ties  —Tut  two  Bo.ston  crackers, 
finely  rolled,  to  soak  in  two  teacups  of  boil- 
ing water  ;  separate  the  whites  and  yf>lks  of 
four  eggs ;  mix  the  yolks,  when  well  bedteu. 
with  one  teacup  <>f  sugar,  Ihe  juice  and  rind 
of  one  lemon,  and  the  t  rackers  when  thor- 
oughly sc'ftened;  put  in  pans  lined  with 
puff-p"aete,  and  bako  quickly.  While  this 
is  baking,  beat  the  whites  of  the  eggs  to  a 
stilf  froth  and  mix  with  six  tablespoonfuls 
of  powdered  sugar.  After  the  pie  is  baked, 
spread  the  icing  over,  and  brown  on 
oven-grate.     Make  three  pies. 

To  M.\KE  Good  Husk.— ( >no  pint  warm 
milk  ;  half  a  pint  yeast,  aud  flour  to  make  a 
thick  batter  ;  when  light,  add  ^.,  of  a  pound 
of  sugar,  'ju  pound  of  butter;  and  cinna- 
mon or  nutmeg,  according  to  the  taste ;  and 
rtoui  to  make  them  stiff  as  biscuit  dough  ; 
let  them  remain  till  of  a  spongy  lightness 
then  mold  them  iuto  cakes  of  the  size  you 
mold  biscuits  ;  lay  them  on  buttered  tins  ; 
let  them  remain  half  an  hour  in  a  warm 
place  before  setting  them  in  the  oven  ;  they 
should  bo  baked  (^uick  ;  mix  a  half  cup  of 
sweet  milk  with  a  large  teaypoonful  ot  su- 
gar, and  rub  over  the  top  as  soon  as  baked, 
with  a  cloth  tied  on  the  end  of  f  stick.

The  nnnnal  reporl  of  the  WcBtein 
Union  Telegraph  Company  for  the  year 
ending  June  30th,  1873,  which  waspnb 
lished  durinp;  the  early  part  of  the  late 
panic,  attracted  less  attention  than  it 
would  have  otherwise  received, less  than 
its  importance  demanded.  Although 
this  company  is  a  private  corporation, 
managed  and  controlled  by  a  few  large 
stockholders  solely  as  a  money-making 
affair,  yet  ttere  are  few  matters  en- 
trusted to  the  Genearal  Government  of 
greater  general  interest.  There  is  uc- 
censarily  entrusted  to  it  the  most  im- 
portant correspondence,  both  mercan- 
tile aud  financial.  A  large  banking 
business  is  transacted  by  its  bureau 
for  the  transfer  of  money. 

Prices  in  all  the  principal  marts  of 
the  country  for  all  articles  of  merchan- 
dise are  regulated  by  the  daily  reports 
from  its  commercial  bureau.  In  con- 
nection with  the  Associated  Press,  it 
collects,  collates,  and  turnishes  to  the 
daily  papers  all  over  the  country  their 
telegraphic  dispatches,  the  most  impor- 
tant news  they  publish,  the  first  and 
often  the  only  part  of  the  paper  read. 
It  has  become  the  educator  of  the  peo- 
ple, aud  its  influence  is  daily  extending, 
until  it  has  become  essential  to  the  suc- 
cess of  mauv  departments  of  business. 
It  has  over  150,000  miles  of  wire  stretch- 
ing along  every  railway  and  reaching 
evwry  important  place.  Its  annual  re- 
ceipts are  nearly  ♦lO.OoO.O  0,  a  larger 
amount  than  the  Po.stoffice  Deportment 
received  ten  years  ago.  A  corporation 
wi(  Iding  sneli  immense  power  is  not  a 
private  company,  hut  one  in  which  every 
citizen  has  a  direct  and  personal  in 
e  rest. 

The  average  rate  of  messages  has  been 
reduced  in  six  years  from  $1  10  to  61 
cents,  and  the  business  has*  been 
doubled.  This  great  reduction  m  rates 
has  been  followpd  by  a  slight  increase 
iu  the  net  income  of  thecompany.  The 
avenigo  rate  is  still  much  higher  than 
ill  any  other  country,  and  so  high  as  to 
prevent  the  use  of  the  telegraph  by  any 
except  the  rich  and  those  compelled  to 
use  it.  The  report  says  that  h  reto- 
foie  the  competition  from  rival  lines 
has  been  the  most  potent  cause  in  op 
eration  for  compelling  the  company  to 
reduce  its  rates  ;  but  that  it  is  no'V  re- 
lieved from  all  tear  from  this  service, 
iis  it  has  recently  purchased  nearly  all 
the  opposition  lines,  ufld  at  the  present 
rates  "it  is  impossible  for  any  compet- 
iLg  company  tu  realize  profits,  and  all 
are  believed  to  be  operating  at  a  loss, 
and  the  time  is  not  'distant,  therefore, 
when  the  company  will  be  without  a 
substantial  «?ompetitor." 

From  this  frank  and  public  statement 
it  appears  that  a  change  will  now  be 
made  iu  its  policy,  and  that  the  pub- 
lic cannot  expect  further  reduction  in 
rutps. 

Abroa.l  the  telegraph  is  connected 
with  the  Postoflicc,  and  th*?  people  use 
it  freely  as  they  do  the  mails.  We  do 
!i(d  believe,  however,  that  our  govern- 
ment should  interfeie  iu  private  mat- 
ter:^, nor  that  the  power  of  the  Execu- 
tive should  be  enlarged ;  but  the  duty 
of  transmitting  correspondence  was  de- 
volved upon  CongresK  by  the  founders 
of  our  Republic,  aud,  as  it  has  wisely 
undiiiikeu  this  business,  and  per- 
formed it  to  the  eatisfaction  of  the 
people,  there  is  every  reason  why  it 
should  now  adopt  this-,  the  latest  im- 
provement for  its  rapid  transmission. 
It  is  often  :-aid  that  corporations  can 
perform  auy  business  cheaper  thau  the 
t}^.^cr^tlleut.  Admitting  the  general 
truth  of  this  proposition,  it  yet  does 
not  applylo  the  telegraph.for  the  agen- 
cies now  employed  by  the  Postoflice  Ue 
partmcut  for  receiving  and  delivering 
letters  would  be  used  for  the  telegraph- 
ic lettei.  The  present  clerks  could 
perform  all  the  office  business,  thus 
preallv  reducing  the  expenses,  if  the 
Postniasicr  (bncral  was  authorized  to 
contract  for  the  trausmissiou  of  tele- 
grams, as  he  now  contracts  for  the 
tViiusuiission  of  the  mails,  at  rates  fixed 
by  Congress. 

A  bill  lor  the  purpose  of  connecting 
the  telegrauh  with  the  Postoffice  De- 
pattment,  u'uthonzing  the  Postmaster- 
Cleneial  to  contract  for  the  transmis- 
sion of  telegrams,  was  re^  orted  by  com- 
mittees of  the  Seiiato  and  House  of 
Representatives  at  the  last  Congress. 
This  proposition,  we  presume,  will 
come  up  lor  acti«m  the  ensuing  winter, 
and  we  trust  will  become  a  law.  The 
late.s  fixed  by  the  bill  are  nearly  50  per 
cent,  below  present  charges,  while  the 
length  of  the  telegram  is  80  per  cent, 
greater.  Mght  telegrams  will  be  trans- 
mitted at  a  still  greater  reduction. 

The  charge  of  a  telegraphic  letter  of 
25  words  sent  by  night  1,5<K)  miles  or 
less  will  be  onlv  25  cents.  Such  low 
rates  will  make  the  telegraph  a  public 
blessing,  bring  it  within  the  reach  of 
all,  and  enable  the  press  to  establish 
new  aud  independent  news  associations. 
We  shall  refer  again  to  this  subject.— 
Tftt  Jii<l<  ptiid<  lit. 


A  Bloomy  Predirtion. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  many  experts 
that  the  recent  panio  is  but  the  first  of 
a  series  of  financial  shocks  that  we  are 
destined  to  suffer  until  we  get  back  to 
specie  payments— in  other  words,  that 
the  financial  experience  of  England  in 
getting  back  to  metallic  currency  after 
the  downfall  of  Bonapaite  will  be  re- 
peated here.  It  is  now  whispered  that 
5he  next  diflBculty  will  be  with  our 
banks.  Had  the  latter  passed  their 
dividends  and  honestly  acknowledged 
the  losses  they  incurre<l  during  the 
panic  they  would  have  stood  better  in 
popular  estimation  thau  by  paying 
their  usual  dividends— when  it  is  well 
known  that  the  panic  must  have  caused 
them  heavy  losses  through  suspended 
and  delaulting  paper.  The  secrecy 
which  is  attached  to  the  whole  busi- 
ness of  the  loan  certificates  is  very 
curious,  to  say  the  least.  It  would  bo 
well  for  both  government  agents  and 
the  stockholders  of  the  various  banks 
to  insist  on  n  thorough  examination 
of  the  assets  of  the  several  institutions, 
to  ascertain  if  there  ii  any  ground  l"r 
the  rumors  which  are  now  current  to  a 
painful  extent.— jVcr'  York  Graphic, 
January  5.
